REPORT. 


In  compliance  with  the  Public  Statutes  establishing  this 
department  and  defining  the  duties  of  the  chief  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts District  Police,  I  submit  my  twenty-second  annual 
report  to  Your  Excellency,  in  which  I  hope  to  embody  full 
and  accurate  statements  of  the  work  done  by  the  officers  of 
this  department  of  the  public  service,  and  also  to  make  such 
suggestions  and  recommendations  as  seem  entitled  to  respect- 
ful consideration. 

In  order  to  keep  this  report  within  reasonable  limits,  while 
including  all  topics  that  are  essential  to  a  full  understanding 
of  what  has  been  actually  accomplished  during  the  year,  I 
must  rely  largely  upon  the  statistics  which  follow,  so  far  as 
they  are  adequate,  to  set  forth  the  scope  of  the  work  entrusted 
to  this  department  and  to  cover  its  more  important  details. 
It  must  be  apparent  that  in  the  inspection  department  and 
the  detective  department  as  well  much  time  is  necessarily 
spent  in  investigations  which  in  any  event  are  justified,  but 
which  often  lead  to  no  tangible  results. 

An  experienced  factory  inspector  in  frequent  visitations 
throughout  his  district  discovers  slight  infractions  of  the 
statute,  and  if  he  is  deficient  in  discretion  it  might  not  be 
difficult  for  him  to  multiply  complaints  and  punish  technical 
offenders.  A  word  of  suggestion  or  advice  in  such  instances 
is  quite  generally  followed  by  strict  compliance  with  the  law, 
and  the  ends  of  justice  are  better  subserved  by  such  methods 
than  by  a  less  conciliatory  course. 

The  entire  number  of  this  force  is  forty-nine.  Thirteen 
are  designated  for  service  in  the  detective  department,  ten 
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for  the  inspection  of  uninsured  steam  boilers  and  to  examine 
as  to  the  competency  of  engineers  and  firemen  operating  the 
same,  and  the  remainder  are  detailed  for  duty  in  the  inspec- 
tion department. 

Labor  Legislation. 

A  glance  at  some  ot  the  changes  and  additions  to  the 
legislation  of  this  Commonwealth  in  respect  to  what  are 
usually  called  the  operative  and  laboring  classes,  or  wage 
earners,  will  be  instructive  as  well  as  interesting. 

The  changes  and  additions  have  all  been  made  since  1882, 
when  the  Public  Statutes  were  enacted. 

The  fifty-eight-hour  law  relating  to  the  employment  of 
minors  and  women,  originally  restricted  to  manufacturing 
establishments,  has  been  extended  to  mechanical  and  mercan- 
tile establishments. 

No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed  in 
any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  establishment. 

Corporations  and  persons  employing  females  in  manufact- 
uring, mechanical  or  mercantile  establishments  must  provide 
suitable  seats  for  their  use  when  they  are  not  necessarily 
engaged  in  the  active  duties  for  which  they  are  employed. 

Children  in  factories  must  not  be  allowed  to  clean  any 
part  of  machinery  while  it  is  in  motion.  Uniform  and  proper 
meal  times  shall  be  allowed  to  children,  young  persons  and 
women  employed  in  factories  and  workshops. 

Corporations,  contractors  and  any  person  or  partnership 
engaged  in  manufacturing  business  must  pay  their  employees 
weekly  the  wages  due  them. 

The  occupier  or  manager  of  every  cotton  factory  shall 
supply  with  each  warp,  to  each  person  engaged  in  weaving 
in  said  factory,  who  is  paid  by  the  piece,  cut  or  yard,  a 
printed  or  written  ticket  containing  the  specifications  as  to 
the  work  to  be  done  and  the  wages  paid. 

No  reduction  shall  be  made  in  wages  of  women  or  minors 
who  are  paid  by  the  day  or  hour,  employed  in  manufacturing 
or  mechanical  establishments,  for  time  during  which  the 
machinery  is  stopped,  if  said  women  or  minors  were  refused 
the  privilege  of  leaving  the  mill  while  the  damage  to  said 
machinery  was  being  repaired. 
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No  person  or  corporation  or  officer  or  agent  thereof  shall 
employ  any  woman  or  minor  in  any  capacity  for  the  purpose 
of  manufacturing  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  at  night 
and  6  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

No  person  shall  by  intimidation  or  force  prevent  or  seek 
to  prevent  a  person  from  entering  into  or  continuing  in  the 
employment  of  any  person  or  corporation. 

No  child,  young  person  or  woman  shall  be  employed  in  a 
factory  or  workshop  in  which  five  or  more  children,  young 
persons  or  women  are  employed  for  more  than  six  hours  at 
one  time  without  an  interval  of  at  least  half  an  hour  for  a 
meal. 

Factories  and  workshops  in  which  young  persons  or 
women  five  or  more  in  number  are  employed  shall  be  prop- 
erly ventilated,  and  also  so  ventilated  as  to  render  harmless, 
so  far  as  practicable,  all  the  gases,  vapors,  dust  and  other 
impurities  generated  therein  that  may  be  injurious  to  health. 

No  explosive  or  inflammable  compound  shall  be  used  in 
any  factory  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  or  render  haz- 
ardous the  egress  of  operatives  in  case  of  fire. 

No  outside  or  inside  door  of  any  building  wherein  opera- 
tives are  employed  shall  be  so  locked,  bolted  or  otherwise 
fastened  during  the  hours  of  labor  as  to  prevent  free  egress. 

No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed 
at  any  work  before  the  hour  of  6  o'clock  in  the  morning  or 
after  the  hour  of  7  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Nine  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work  for  all  laborers, 
workmen  and  mechanics  now  employed  or  who  may  be  em- 
ployed by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  or  any  city 
or  town  therein. 

A  day's  work  for  conductors,  drivers  and  motormen  now 
employed  or  who  may  hereafter  be  employed  by  or  on  be- 
half of  any  street  railway  company  in  any  city  or  town 
shall  not  exceed  ten  hours'  work,  to  be  performed  within 
twelve  consecutive  hours. 

In  the  development  of  this  legislation  and  in  its  practical 
applications  it  seems  to  me,  and  my  opinion  is  based  upon 
considerable  observation  and  experience,  that  a  great  ad- 
vance has  been  made  in  the  direction  of  securing  the  legal 
rights  of  operatives  and  similar  persons,  and  the  industrial 
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interest  of  the  Commonwealth  has  in  no  proper  sense  been 
injured.  The  evils  that  it  was  feared  would  follow  the  statu- 
tory limitations  of  the  hours  of  labor  did  not  appear.  Pro- 
duction was  not  diminished  by  reason  of  shorter  hours,  nor 
was  labor  less  carefully  done ;  and  I  am  frankly  of  the 
opinion  that  every  step  in  our  legislation  in  the  advance 
towards  shorter  hours  and  better  conditions  for  the  working 
element  of  our  population  has  been  a  grand  investment  for 
the  State. 

Looking  back  over  a  period  of  twenty  years,  it  can  be 
seen  by  a  careful  observer  that  progress  has  been  made  in  a 
most  wonderful  and  beneficial  degree,  until  to-day  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  can  boast  of  the  best  industrial 
laws  of  any  State  in  the  Union. 

Employment  of  Minors  and  Women  in  Manufacturing 
or  Mechanical  Establishments. 
An  important  section  of  the  act  regulating  the  employment 
of  labor,  section  11,  chapter  508  of  the  Acts  of  1894,  has 
been  brought  to  the  test  of  judicial  construction  and  decision. 
The  section  in  question  provides  as  follows  :  — 

Section  11.  No  minor  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  no 
woman  shall  be  employed  in  laboring  in  any  manufacturing  or 
mechanical  establishment  more  than  ten  hours  in  any  one  day, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided  in  this  section,  or  when  a  different 
apportionment  of  the  hours  of  labor  is  made  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  making  a  shorter  day's  work  for  one  day  of  the  week  ;  and  in 
no  case  shall  the  hours  of  labor  exceed  fifty-eight  in  a  week. 
Every  employer  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  every  room 
where  such  persons  are  employed,  a  printed  notice  stating  the 
number  of  hours'  work  required  of  them  on  each  day  of  the  week, 
the  hours  of  commencing  and  stopping  such  work,  and  the  hours 
when  the  time  or  times  allowed  for  dinner  or  for  other  meals  be- 
gins and  ends,  or  in  the  case  of  establishments  exempted  from  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  time,  if  any,  allowed  for  dinner  and  for 
other  meals ;  the  printed  form  of  such  notice  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  chief  of  the  district  police,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  attor- 
ney-general ;  and  the  employment  of  any  such  person  for  a  longer 
time  in  any  day  than  that  so  stated  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of 
this  section,  unless  it  appears  that  such  employment  is  to  make  up 
for  time  lost  on  some  previous  day  of  the  same  week,  in  conse- 
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quence  of  the  stopping  of  machinery  upon  which  such  person  was 
employed  or  dependent  for  employment ;  but  no  stopping  of  ma- 
chinery for  a  shorter  continuous  time  than  thirty  minutes  shall 
authorize  such  overtime  employment,  nor  shall  any  such  stopping 
authorize  such  employment  unless,  or  until,  a  written  report  of  the 
day  and  hour  of  its  occurrence,  with  its  duration,  is  sent  to  the 
chief  of  the  district  police,  or  to  the  inspector  of  factories  for  the 
district.  If  any  minor  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  any  woman, 
shall  without  the  orders,  consent  or  knowledge  of  the  employer  or 
of  any  superintendent,  overseer  or  other  agent  of  the  employer, 
labor  in  a  manufacturing  or  mechanical  establishment  during  any 
part  of  any  time  allowed  for  dinner  or  for  other  meals  in  such 
establishment,  according  to  the  notice  above  mentioned,  and  if  a 
copy  of  such  notice  was  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  room 
where  such  labor  took  place,  together  with  a  rule  of  the  establish- 
ment forbidding  such  minor  or  woman  to  labor  during  such  time, 
then  neither  the  employer  nor  any  superintendent,  overseer  or  other 
agent  of  the  employer  shall  be  held  responsible  for  such  employ- 
ment. 

It  seems  to  me  important  to  quote  the  entire  section,  that 
it  may  be  readily  understood  how  vital  as  to  the  intent  of 
the  law  is  that  part  which  relates  to  the  restriction  of  the 
hours  of  labor  for  women  and  minors  to  fifty-eight  hours  in 
one  week,  and  how  completely  that  intent  may  be  weakened 
if  not  destroyed  by  the  recent  attempt  in  a  few  of  our  textile 
factories  to  extend  the  hours  of  labor  of  women  and  minors 
by  posting  two  notices,  one  for  day  labor  and  the  other  for 
night  labor,  the  two  notices  together  covering  much  more 
than  fifty-eight  hours  of  labor. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  this  practice  was  deliberately  entered 
upon  as  a  device  to  nullify  the  statute  in  relation  to  the  hours 
of  labor  of  women  and  minors,  but  practically  it  would  have 
that  effect,  and  was  a  substantial  violation  of  the  laws,  which 
called  for  immediate  action. 

To  post  in  such  establishments  two  schedules  or  notices  at 
first  glance  might  appear  to  be  a  compliance  with  the  statute, 
so  far  as  prescribing  and  limiting  the  hours  of  labor  were 
concerned,  but  the  double  notice  introduced  an  element  of 
confusion  and  uncertainty. 

The  duty  of  posting  a  notice  of  the  authorized  form  is  im- 
posed by  the  statute  upon  the  employer.    If  he  employs 
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minors  and  women  for  a  longer  time  than  that  which  is  pre- 
scribed, he  can  be  prosecuted.  The  question  of  proof  in 
such  cases  is  simple.  The  practice  complained  of,  however, 
was  this.  The  regular  hands  of  the  mill  would  start  work 
at  6.30  o'clock  a.m.  and  work  until  dinner  time,  then  they 
would  stop,  and  in  the  afternoon  an  entirely  different  set 
would  come  and  work  till  night. 

In  the  evening  at  6  o'clock  the  regular  hands  would  return 
and  work  until  10  o'clock  p.m.  This  meant  that  the  regular 
hands  worked  all  the  forenoon  and  all  the  evening,  and  there 
is  reason  to  believe  that  some  of  them  worked  in  other  mills 
in  the  mean  time;  therefore,  instead  of  being  a  fifty-eight- 
hour  schedule,  according  to  law,  the  combined  schedule  of 
the  mills  was  expanded  by  four  hours'  work  every  evening 
except  Saturday,  the  extra  five  hours  Saturday  afternoon 
making  eighty-three  hours ;  at  all  events,  there  were  two 
schedules,  one  for  those  who  worked  mornings  and  evenings 
and  another  for  those  who  worked  in  the  afternoon. 

The  factory  inspector  of  the  district  in  which  these  viola- 
tions of  the  law  occurred  made  a  thorough  investigation, 
under  my  instructions,  as  the  result  of  which  I  gave  notice 
that  the  acts  complained  of  must  cease.  All  the  mill  mana- 
gers or  superintendents  except  two,  when  the  matter  was 
called  to  their  attention,  at  once  complied  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  notice,  and  in  a  spirit  which  clearly  showed 
that  they  had  no  purpose  or  intent  to  evade  the  law. 

I  had  consulted  the  Attorney-General  before  taking  steps 
against  the  officials  of  the  remaining  mills,  and  he  advised 
me  that  the  double  schedule  scheme  was  a  violation  of  the 
law.  Acting  under  his  opinion,  and  finding  that  the  mana- 
gers of  the  mills  in  question  were  determined  to  disregard 
the  inspection  notice  and  to  continue  conducting  their  busi- 
ness in  the  manner  stated,  nothing  remained  but  to  enter 
complaints,  and  this  was  done  in  the  second  district  court  of 
Bristol.  In  due  course  the  cases  finally  came  upon  appeal 
before  the  superior  court  for  the  county  of  Bristol,  and  were 
submitted  upon  an  agreed  statement  of  facts,  which  in  brief 
were  as  follows  :  — 

The  defendant  mills  were  charged  in  the  first  case  with 
having  two  different  notices  posted,  which  together  aggre- 
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gated  more  than  fifty-eight  hours  a  week.  In  another  case 
the  defendants  were  charged  with  employing  an  operative 
for  a  longer  period  than  the  notice  stated.  This  was  founded 
upon  the  fact  that  there  were  two  notices,  and  one  stated  only 
the  extra  hours,  which  were  shorter  than  the  time  during 
which  the  operative  worked.  In  the  third  case  the  operative 
had  worked  the  full  time  in  another  mill  without  the  em- 
ployer's knowledge,  and  then  worked  the  extra  hours  in  the 
defendant's  mill. 

The  followiDg  is  the  full  text  of  Judge  Bell's  decision  :  — 

These  cases  were  submitted  to  the  court  upon  motions  and 
agreed  facts.  The  questions  arise  under  the  statutes  of  1894, 
chapter  508,  section  11,  which  regulates  the  hours  of  labor  of 
minors  and  women  in  manufacturing  establishments  and  the  post- 
ing of  notices  stating  the  hours  of  work  required.  The  defendant 
mills  are  charged  in  the  first  case  (No.  646)  with  having  two  dif- 
ferent notices  posted  which  together  aggregated  more  than  fifty- 
eight  hours  a  week. 

In  No.  747  the  defendants  are  charged  with  employing  an 
operative  for  a  longer  period  than  the  notice  stated.  This  is 
founded  upon  the  fact  that  there  were  two  notices,  and  one  stated 
only  the  extra  hours,  which  were  shorter  than  the  time  during 
wrhich  the  operative  worked. 

In  the  third  case  the  operative  had  worked  the  full  hours  in 
another  mill  without  the  employer's  knowledge,  and  then  worked 
the  extra  hours  in  the  defendant's  mills. 

The  real  question  is  whether  an  incidental  effect  of  the  require- 
ment of  notice  is  to  prevent  the  employment  of  a  different  set  of 
women  and  minors  for  two  distinct  and  separate  periods  ;  that  is, 
one  set  during  the  day  and  another  during  the  evening. 

It  would  perhaps  be  sufficient  to  say  that  these  are  criminal  pro- 
ceedings, and  that  the  criminal  laws  are  interpreted  strictly  and 
are  not  to  be  extended  by  construction.  The  statute  has  in  direct 
terms  forbidden  certain  things,  and  imposed  a  penalty  if  they  are 
done.  It  has  not  forbidden  the  acts  here  charged  in  terms,  and  if 
there  is  any  fair  construction  which  would  leave  the  acts  innocent, 
it  must  be  adopted. 

It  seems  to  me  that  such  construction  is  entirely  possible.  The 
apparent  purpose  of  the  notice  is  to  inform  the  operative  as  to  the 
hours  during  which  he  is  required  to  work,  and  also  to  give  the 
same  information  to  the  inspectors  or  others  interested  in  enforcing 
the  law.    There  may  be  cases  where  the  hours  for  certain  different 
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machines  could  be  economically  made  to  differ.  For  instance,  one 
machine  in  a  room  might  run  from  6.30  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  and 
another  from  7  a.m.  to  6.30  p.m.  The  law  does  not  suggest  any 
objection  to  such  a  practice,  and  if  the  notices  posted  make  it 
clear  who  is  to  work  for  each  period,  I  can  see  no  objection  to  it. 

But  the  hours  fixed  by  the  defendant  made  it  possible  for  an 
operative  to  work  the  full  time  allowed  in  one  mill  and  then  to 
work  additional  hours  in  another  mill.  It  is  urged  that  the  policy 
of  the  law  is  so  strongly  to  prevent  such  work  that  it  ought  to  be 
constructed  to  forbid  it. 

The  labor  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  have  never  attempted  to 
forbid  any  person  from  working  as  many  hours  as  he  chose.  The 
person  who  works  for  a  manufacturing  corporation  is  obliged  to 
conform  to  its  hours.  The  operatives  work  as  a  united  body,  and 
as  a  rule  each  must  work  the  same  hours  which  the  others  do.  If 
the  mill  is  forbidden  to  employ  them  for  certain  hours,  that  sets 
the  operative  free  outside  those  hours.  If  one  of  them  should  get 
au  opportunity  to  work  evenings  for  a  grocer  or  farmer,  the  Legis- 
lature has  not  expressed  any  policy  against  it.  The  Legislature 
has  not  imposed  restriction  upon  the  laborer  as  it  has  upon  the 
employer,  and  has  not  stated  any  policy  of  the  kind. 

It  would  seem  that  until  the  Legislature  does  distinctly  so  state, 
the  court  ought  not  to  assume  that  mills  are  practically  forbidden 
to  run  extra  hours,  however  pressing  their  business  and  however 
much  additional  wages  may  go  to  the  laboring  classes,  simply  be- 
cause some  operatives  may  of  their  own  free  will  work  extra 
hours. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  complaints  and  indictments,  taken  with 
the  agreed  facts,  show  that  a  crime  has  been  committed  in  either 
case. 

This  ruling  of  the  court  that  the  acts  in  question  do  not 
amount  to  any  offence  known  to  the  law  may  not  improperly 
invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  subject  of  more 
strictly  regulating  the  hours  of  labor  of  women  and  minors. 
Admitting  the  difficulty  of  dealing  with  the  subject  under 
the  present  state  of  the  law,  the  well-settled  policy  of  the 
Commonwealth,  as  expressed  in  legislation,  has  been  to 
limit  the  hours  of  labor  of  women  and  children  in  manufact- 
uring establishments.  Whatever  changes  or  modifications 
have  been  made  in  the  labor  laws  of  our  Commonwealth 
since  the  enactment  of  the  original  statute  known  as  the  ten- 
hour  law,  the  result  has  been  to  strengthen  and  not  to  weaken 
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them.  No  evasion  or  misinterpretation  of  those  statutes, 
when  brought  under  the  scrutiny  of  the  Legislature,  has 
been  allowed  to  stand,  as  the  honorable  Attorney-General 
has  well  said  in  his  recent  report  relating  to  the  proceedings 
above  mentioned  and  to  the  law  in  question.  It  was  un- 
doubtedly enacted  in  the  belief  that  the  welfare  not  merely 
of  such  employees  but  of  the  community  would  not  be  pro- 
moted by  allowing  women  and  children  to  exhaust  their 
energies  and  endanger  their  health  by  the  long  days  of  labor 
that  formerly  prevailed  in  the  Commonwealth  and  still  pre- 
vail in  some  States.  In  the  report  just  mentioned  he  says 
that  "the  failure  of  the  laws  as  they  stand  adequately  to  deal 
with  such  a  practice  make  it  in  my  judgment  my  duty  to  call 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature."  I  have  done 
what  I  could  under  the  existing  statute  in  relation  to  regu- 
lating the  hours  of  labor  of  women  and  minors,  and  respect- 
fully submit  that  some  action  should  be  taken  to  make  more 
clear  the  meaning  and  extent  of  the  law  and  to  enable  those 
charged  with  its  enforcement  to  perform  their  full  duty. 

Education  of  Children  employed  in  Factories  and 
Mercantile  Establishments. 

As  early  as  1647  Massachusetts  enacted  a  law  which  pro- 
vided that  all  the  township  schools  should  be  brought  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  State,  and  also  made  provision 
for  the  establishment  and  support  of  both  primary  and 
secondary  schools.  Throughout  New  England  and  especially 
in  this  Commonwealth  the  education  of  all  the  children  be- 
came the  cardinal  principle  of  the  community,  no  more  to 
be  disregarded  than  the  practice  of  the  ordinary  virtues  of  a 
Christian  civilization. 

With  those  early  settlers  the  teaching  and  training  of  youth 
was  not  a  subject  open  for  discussion.  It  was  considered 
the  sacred  duty  of  the  Commonwealth  to  see  to  it  that  no 
child  was  permitted  to  grow  up  in  ignorance.  Whether  or 
not  they  were  fully  aware  of  it,  they  were  laying  the  immu- 
table foundations  of  the  republic.  Here  was  the  beginning 
of  a  work  that  should  never  be  abandoned  or  repudiated. 
The  passion  for  education  of  the  youth  has  been  like  a  primal 
instinct  among  our  people.    Some  changes  more  or  less  im- 
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portant  have  been  made  in  the  structure  and  policy  of  this 
government,  but  the  idea  of  providing  for  universal  educa- 
tion at  public  expense  has  been  always  incorporated  in  the 
fibre  and  substance  of  popular  institutions.  The  modern 
common  schools,  carried  on  at  the  cost  and  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  State,  are  a  fundamental  part  of  the  American 
system  of  government.  Disrupt  the  government,  and  some- 
how each  fragment  would  rescue  out  of  the  wreck  the  primary 
'  scheme  of  the  common  schools  carried  on  at  public  expense. 
It  is  not  strange,  therefore,  that  when  the  introduction  of 
machinery  in  manufacturing  establishments  created  a  demand 
for  labor  which  required  but  little  manual  strength,  and  the 
cheap  labor  of  children  became  available,  the  regulation  of 
child  labor  was  made  the  subject  of  immediate  concern. 
What  should  be  the  minimum  age  at  which  such  labor  should 
be  permitted?  What  kind  and  amount  of  schooling  should 
'  be  regarded  as  an  indispensable  requisite  to  such  employ- 
ment ?  In  certain  cases  in  which  the  indolence  and  avarice 
of  parents  drove  their  children  into  the  factories  and  work- 
Bhops,  what  protection  could  the  State  afford  them?  At  least 
it  could  require  that  their  rights  to  an  elementary  education 
should  be  secured  to  them  by  law.  The  first  law  passed  in 
Massachusetts  regulating  the  hours  of  labor  of  children  was 
in  1842.  It  provided  that  no  child  under  twelve  years  of 
age  should  be  employed  more  than  ten  hours  per  day.  Sub- 
sequent legislation  has  settled  the  policy  in  respect  to  the 
employment  of  child  labor  beyond  any  reasonable  anticipa- 
tion of  radical  changes.  The  inclination  of  the  child,  the 
indifference  or  greed  of  the  parents  could  not  be  allowed 
to  control  and  defeat  the  supreme  authority  of  the  State. 
Where  the  primary  rights  of  the  child  laborer  to  at  least  the 
elements  of  a  common  school  training  are  involved,  the  law 
interposes  its  mandate  consistently  with  the  uniform  policy 
of  the  State  from  ancient  times  to  the  present,  and  insists 
upon  the  regulation  of  child  labor  in  factories  and  workshops. 

Guarding  of  Machinery. 
The  subject  of  protecting  the  exposed  parts  of  dangerous 
machinery  has  been  referred  to  many  times  in  former  reports, 
and  I  can  add  but  little  to  what  has  been  already  said.  The 
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statute  has  brought  into  existence  a  large  number  of  devices 
to  protect  operatives  from  accidents  on  machinery  which 
heretofore  were  considered  unguardable.  Elevators  continue 
to  be  a  fruitful  cause  of  death  and  injury,  notwithstanding 
the  constant  action  of  the  factory  inspectors  to  have  them 
properly  protected. 

The  accidents  from  falling  elevator  cars  or  defective  elevator 
machinery  are  very  few,  but  the  number  of  persons  crushed 
between  the  car  and  floors  or  who  fall  down  the  shaft  is  so 
great  as  to  warrant  the  greatest  surveillance  over  the  con- 
struction and  placing  of  elevators. 

It  is  difficult  to  tabulate  the  statistics  with  reference  to  the 
orders  issued  for  guarding  machinery,  as  one  notification 
covers  many  machines  and  occasionally  a  whole  factory.  It 
is,  however,  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  statute 
relating  to  the  guarding  of  machinery  is  generally  complied 
with. 

Steamer  "  Lexington. " 
The  steamer  "Lexington"  was  built  in  the  year  1898,  for 
the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  fish  laws  of  Massachusetts,  and 
more  especially  to  stop  the  menhaden  steamers  from  other 
States  from  taking  fish  in  Buzzard's  Bay.  Previous  to  the 
building  of  said  steamer  the  steamers  engaged  in  the  men- 
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haden  fishery  would  come  into  Buzzard's  Bay  and  secure 
thousands  of  barrels  of  fish,  to  be  taken  to  the  factories  at 
Rhode  Island  and  New  York  to  be  ground  into  oil  and  guano. 

The  steamer  commenced  cruising  this  year  on  the  15th  of 
April  and  went  into  winter  quarters  on  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber. Steam  is  kept  up  during  the  winter  months,  so  that  the 
boat  can  be  used  in  case  of  emergency  on  an  hour's  notice. 
There  has  been  only  one  menhaden  steamer  in  Buzzard's 
Bay  during  the  past  season,  and  said  boat  departed  without 
taking  any  fish  as  soon  as  the  "Lexington"  came  in  sight. 

Blue  fish  and  squeteague  have  been  more  plentiful  in  the 
bay  during  the  past  season  than  for  many  years.  In  addition 
to  keeping  poachers  away  from  Massachusetts  waters,  nearly 
twenty  thousand  short  lobsters  have  been  seized  and  returned 
to  the  water  alive,  and  a  number  of  the  violators  prosecuted 
and  fined  by  the  courts. 
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Fifty-eight  Hours  of  Labor  in  Mercantile  Estab- 
lishments. 

[Chapter  378.  Acts  of  1900.] 

Section  1.  No  minor  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  no 
woman,  shall  be  employed  in  laboring  in  any  mercantile  establish- 
ment more  than  fifty-eight  hours  in  any  one  week :  provided,  that 
the  restrictions  by  this  section  shall  not  apply  during  the  month 
of  December  in  each  year  to  persons  employed  in  shops  for  the 
sale  of  goods  at  retail. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred.  Approved  June  13,  1900. 

One  of  the  most  serious  obstacles  to  the  successful  enforce- 
ment of  the  above  statute  is  the  omission  of  the  clause 
requiring  time  tables  to  be  posted,  stating  the  time  of  com- 
mencing and  the  time  of  stopping  work,  and  the  number  of 
hours'  work  required  of  such  persons  in  each  day  of  the 
week. 

Operation  of  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Inspection 
of  Boilers  and  the  Examination  of  Engineers  and 
Firemen. 

The  laws  in  relation  to  the  inspection  of  boilers  and  licens- 
ing of  engineers  and  firemen  have  become  generally  well 
understood  in  this  State.  Very  little  complaint  is  now 
made  of  not  understanding  the  law,  and  comparatively  few 
violations  of  these  laws  are  manifest.  In  fact,  the  license 
law  is  so  well  understood  that  for  a  man  to  obtain  a  position 
as  an  engineer  or  fireman  without  a  license  is  practically 
impossible.  As  the  law  now  stands  a  man  having  a  license 
must  have  it  hung  in  the  engine  room  or  fire  room.  Such 
being  the  case,  to  detect  any  violation  of  the  law  is  much 
easier  than  formerly.  Men  having  licenses  also  take  con- 
siderable interest  in  reporting  cases  where  men  are  working 
in  violation  of  the  law,  either  by  not  having  a  license  or 
not  having  a  license  sufficient  to  cover  the  plant  they  are 
operating. 

Comparatively  few  cases  of  this  kind  have  been  reported, 
and  those  which  have  been  have  generally  stopped  work  at 
once  when  notified,  without  further  proceedings.    The  law 
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as  it  becomes  better  understood  seems  to  give  general  satis- 
faction both  to  the  employer  and  the  employee.  There  are 
some  things  in  these  laws  which  might  be  improved  upon 
and  doubtless  will  be  in  the  near  future. 

The  marine  laws  in  respect  to  the  licensing  of  engineers 
and  the  inspection  of  boilers  have  been  many  years  in  get- 
ting to  their  present  satisfactory  condition,  and  I  opine  that 
the  laws  of  this  State  relating  to  stationary  engines  will  be- 
come as  satisfactory  in  a  much  shorter  time.  The  Massachu- 
setts laws  even  now  seem  to  be  appreciated  outside  of  this 
Commonwealth,  to  judge  by  the  requests  that  come  for  copies 
of  these  laws.  They  come  even  from  the  extreme  western 
and  north-western  States,  as  well  as  from  States  nearer,  and 
it  is  not  rare  to  receive  applications  from  engineers  residing 
in  these  States  to  be  examined  in  Massachusetts. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  license  laws  of  Massachusetts 
have  been  a  great  benefit  to  the  engineers  of  this  State. 
Certainly,  if  study,  investigation  and  experiment  count  for 
anything,  these  engineers  are  far  in  advance  of  what  they 
were  before  the  advent  of  these  laws.  That  they  do  study 
and  confer  with  each  other  cannot  be  disputed,  neither  can 
it  be  denied  that  this  study  and  investigation  is  the  legiti- 
mate and  direct  result  of  the  adoption  of  these  laws.  If  the 
engineers  are  benefited,  certainly  the  employers  are  benefited 
even  more.  That  is  a  self-evident  fact.  In  some  cases  the 
laws  might  be  made  more  definite  and  in  others  some  modi- 
fication might  be  made  with  benefit.  Perhaps  the  intent  of 
the  law  in  some  cases  is  not  quite  carried  out,  or  is  exceeded. 
Time  and  experience  will  correct  all  this. 

It  was  expected  that  the  number  of  applications  for  licenses 
would  be  considerably  reduced  this  year,  but  contrary  to  all 
anticipations  the  number  has  greatly  increased,  until  now  the 
total  number  of  applications  since  1895,  when  the  law  went 
into  effect,  is  about  forty-seven  thousand.

Summary  of  Inspection  Work. 

The  record  of  work  performed  by  the  inspectors  shows 
that  7,139  manufacturing,  mechanical  and  mercantile  estab- 
lishments have  been  inspected  since  my  last  report. 

The  reports  of  the  inspectors  show  that  the  number  of 
young  persons  employed  in  factories  and  workshops  is 
13,385  ;  number  of  males  employed,  333,694  ;  number  of 
females  employed,  188,854  ;  whole  number  of  males  and 
females  employed,  522,548. 

Orders  have  been  issued  to  the  number  of  2,617,  and  it 
is  gratifying  to  state  that  there  has  been  a  general  compli- 
ance with  said  orders. 

Careful  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  safety  of  elevators, 
and  the  reports  of  the  inspectors  show  that  2,070  elevators 
have  been  inspected  during  the  year. 

Fire-escapes. 

In  former  reports  I  have  dwelt  upon  the  action  of  the  in- 
spection department,  in  pursuance  of  the  duty  of  inspectors 
to  see  that  suitable  fire-escapes  are  provided  in  those  situa- 
tions designated  by  law.  Constant  watchfulness  is  required, 
by  reason  of  the  many  new  structures  erected  and  changes 
in  existing  ones  which  are  frequently  made. 

So  many  sad  accidents  have  been  chronicled  all  over  the 
land  attributable  to  the  lack  of  means  of  escape  from  fire 
that  it  would  seem  that  no  rational  doubt  could  exist  as  to 
the  positive  necessity  of  suitable  fire-escapes  for  those  in- 
mates of  upper  stories  who  may  be  in  peril  from  sudden  and 
rapidly  spreading  flames. 
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The  statute  requiring  the  depositing  with  the  inspectors  of 
plans  and  specifications  relating  to  the  erection  and  construc- 
tion of  public  buildings,  school-houses,  churches,  theatres, 
public  halls,  factories,  workshops,  mercantile  and  other  es- 
tablishments of  that  character,  above  a  certain  height,  de- 
signed to  be  used  above  the  second  story,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  as  a  factor)7,  workshop  or  mercantile  establishment, 
and  having  accommodations  for  ten  or  more  employees  above 
said  story,  and  buildings  more  than  two  stories  in  height, 
designed  to  be  used  above  the  second  story,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  as  a  hotel,  lodging  house,  family  hotel,  apartment  or 
tenement  house,  and  having  ten  or  more  rooms  above  said 
story,  has  imposed  restrictions  which  long  ago  were  shown 
to  be  essential. 

The  temptation  is  constant  and  powerful,  with  builders  and 
owners  even  of  the  largest  and  most  costly  structures,  to  adopt 
cheaper  methods,  and  take  the  chances  of  disaster  from  fire. 
It  seems  difficult  for  them  to  realize  that  what  has  so  often 
happened  may  occur  again,  and  that  proper  methods  should 
be  adopted,  at  any  cost,  to  prevent  such  fires  as  originate 
from  ordinary  causes,  but  which  may  devastate  a  wide  re- 
gion, and  which  are  easily  preventable. 

Operation  of  the  Laavs  relating  to  the  Manufacture 
of  Clothing. 

The  sweat-shop  system  in  the  clothing  industry  has  been 
so  regulated  by  the  rigid  enforcement  of  laws  enacted  by  the 
Legislature  for  the  prevention  of  the  tenement-house  system 
of  manufacture,  that  this  method  of  employment  has  been 
practically  abolished  in  this  Commonwealth.  The  require- 
ments of  this  law  are  now  so  thoroughly  understood  that 
compliance  with  its  provisions  has  been  generally  and 
promptly  secured,  and  in  but  one  instance  has  prosecution 
been  resorted  to,  and  in  this  case  conviction  of  the  offending 
party  was  secured.  By  the  enforcement  of  that  provision 
of  the  law  requiring  the  licensing  of  home  workers,  the  stan- 
dard of  cleanliness  and  healthful  conditions  surrounding  the 
manufacture  of  wearing  apparel  within  this  Commonwealth 
has  been  very  materially  improved. 
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Ventilation  and  Sanitation. 

The  reports  of  the  inspectors  herein  given  present  in  much 
detail  accounts  of  the  work  done  by  them,  and  afford  an 
adequate  view  of  the  wide  scope  and  importance  of  that  work. 

In  connection  with  the  examination  of  architects'  plans  for 
the  construction  of  school-houses  which  have  been  submitted 
to  the  inspection  department  for  approval,  an  interesting  and 
most  gratifying  fact  appears,  which  is,  that  never  in  any 
previous  year  have  so  many  such  plans  been  sent  to  this 
office  as  during  the  year  now  closing. 

The  erection  of  so  many  school-houses  in  the  various  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  during  the  period  mentioned 
indicates  a  commendable  activity  in  the  right  direction.  It 
is  also  a  tribute  to  the  increasing  intelligence  of  the  people. 
In  making  up  the  appropriations  for  the  many  objects  of 
public  expenditure,  it  sometimes  seems  difficult  to  secure 
adequate  sums  for  school  buildings  and  repairs.  The  tide 
seems  to  have  set  the  other  way  in  our  Commonwealth. 

To  give  a  complete  and  satisfactory  common  school  educa- 
tion to  all  our  children,  the  facilities  must  be  afforded  in  a 
proper  degree.  An  eminent  English  authority  on  popular 
education,  making  a  comparison  between  our  system  and 
that  which  prevailed  in  his  own  country,  said  :  "  You  educate 
your  children  well,  you  educate  them  at  great  co>t,  because 
you  want  them  to  be  citizens  of  a  free  and  noble  Common- 
wealth. As  compared  with  this,  our  position  is  humiliating. 
We  ought  to  have  five  million  scholars  in  our  free  common 
schools.  There  are  not  enough  public  schools  to  hold  more 
than  half  of  our  children,  and  the  other  half  are  compelled 
under  legal  penalties  to  attend  sectarian  schools."  It  must 
be  a  discouraging  condition  when  children  are  debarred  the 
privilege  of  attendance  upon  the  public  schools  by  such  a 
serious  lack  of  suitable  accommodations,  and  there  is  but 
slight  improvement  upon  such  conditions,  when,  as  some- 
times happens  in  our  largest  cities,  temporary  expedients 
are  resorted  to  for  housing  school  children  in  unsuitable 
quarters,  where  every  law  of  sanitation  is  constantly  violated. 
The  most  diligent  inspection  of  school-houses  is  required  by 
every  consideration  of  comfort,  health  and  safety. 
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The  public  schools  of  Massachusetts  are  the  pride  of  a 
vast  majority  of  her  citizens.  In  the  erection  of  school- 
houses  there  has  been  manifested  during  the  past  year  a  dis- 
position on  the  part  of  the  school  authorities  to  secure  the 
latest  as  well  as  the  best  appliances  for  making  useful,  safe 
and  healthy,  buildings  for  school  purposes.  That  gross  de- 
fects in  ventilation  of  school-houses  have  existed  is  too  well 
known  to  be  successfully  denied.  It  would  well  repay  one 
to  visit  some  of  the  school  buildings  to  which  new  systems 
of  ventilation  have  been  applied.  It  would  be  found  that 
the  principal  cause  of  headaches,  of  the  physical  and  mental 
exhaustion  so  commonly  complained  of  by  teachers  had  been 
removed. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  so  great  progress  has  been 
made  in  securing  healthier  conditions  under  which  the  chil- 
dren of  our  public  schools  can  obtain  an  education. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  pure  air,  which  is  absolutely 
essential  to  good  health,  can  be  supplied  to  the  pupils  in  our 
schools  at  a  moderate  cost. 

The  number  of  plans  filed  for  school  buildings  in  this  de- 
partment during  the  year  1900  is  92,  representing  674  class 
rooms. 

Ventilation  practically  considered. 
School  Buildings. 

Methods  from  which  the  best  results  have  been  obtained  :  — 

In  planning  for  the  construction  of  public  buildings,  espe- 
cially school-houses,  the  methods  to  be  adopted  for  heating, 
ventilating  and  sanitary  appliances  should  receive  early  and 
careful  attention.  By  an  early  consideration  of  these  mat- 
ters a  building  may  be  planned  in  a  manner  to  give  the  best 
results  and  without  impairing  the  architectural  features. 

The  size  and  proper  location  of  warm-air  ducts  and  venti- 
lating shafts  is  a  matter  that  should  not  be  left  for  after- 
consideration,  but  should  be  attended  to  at  an  early  stage  of 
the  designing  of  the  building,  and  when  a  proper  design  may 
be  easily  adopted  that  would  be  impracticable  to  use  at  a  later 
stage  without  considerable  trouble  and  expense. 

The  best  results  have  been  obtained  when  the  warm-air 
flues  are  placed  on  a  warm  side  of  the  school  room,  and  from

4  to  6  feet  from  an  outside  or  cold  wall,  when  there  are  two 
cold  or  exposed  sides  and  two  warm  or  inner  walls.  Where 
there  are  three  warm  or  enclosed  sides  the  duct  may  be 
placed  as  above,  or  on  the  inner  warm  side  opposite  the 
cold  side.  In  a  long  but  narrow  room,  with  three  cold 
sides,  it  is  advisable  to  have  two  warm-air  inlets,  one  near 
each  end  of  the  room  on  the  warm  side,  but  from  6  to  8  feet 
away  from  the  cold  walls.  In  a  school  room  of  ordinary 
size  (28  by  32  by  12  feet),  with  three  cold  sides,  it  is  advis- 
able to  place  the  warm-air  inlet  as  near  the  centre  of  the 
warm  side  as  practicable.  The  bottoms  of  the  warm-air  inlets 
should  be  about  8  feet  above  the  floor  and  the  foul-air  outlets 
at  the  floor  level. 

With  two  cold  or  exposed  sides,  the  foul-air  vent  opening 
should  be  placed  as  near  the  inner  or  warm  angle  of  the  room 
as  practicable.  In  a  room  with  three  exposed  sides,  it  should 
be  placed  near  the  middle  of  the  warm  side. 

In  an  ordinary  school  room  intended  for  fifty  pupils  (28 
by  32  by  12  feet),  a  warm-air  shaft  of  6  square  feet  (36  by 
24  inches)  and  a  foul-air  shaft  of  5  square  feet  (30  by  24 
inches)  give  most  excellent  results. 

Relative  Merits  of  Furnace  or  Steam  Heat. 

Whether  the  building  is  to  be  heated  by  furnace  or  in- 
direct steam,  and  whether  gravity  or  mechanical  systems  are 
to  be  used,  will  depend  upon  the  size  of  the  building,  loca- 
tion of  rooms  and  money  at  disposal  of  the  architect. 

In  large  buildings,  where  the  rooms  are  of  different  sizes 
and  located  in  such  a  manner  that  direct  connection  cannot 
well  be  made  with  a  central  heating  apparatus,  indirect  steam 
and  the  double  mechanical  system  can  be  used  to  the  best 
advantage  to  secure  favorable  results  at  all  times. 

A  double  mechanical  system  is  where  a  fan  is  used  to 
supply  fresh  air  and  another  to  remove  the  foul  air.  These 
fans  may  run  by  an  engine  and  the  exhaust  steam  used  in  a 
part  of  the  heating  system,  or  electric  or  water  motors  may 
be  used.  Considerable  depends  upon  the  cost  of  electricity 
or  water  power  in  the  city  or  town  where  the  building  is 
located. 

Should  it  not  be  desirable  to  use  both  a  supply  and 
an  exhaust  fan,  one  for  supplying  warm  air  may  be  used, 
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and  where  direct  vents  can  be  had  from  the  rooms,  the  ex- 
haust may  be  caused  by  steam  pipes  or  radiators  in  the  vent 
shafts.  If  the  rooms  are  so  located  that  direct  ducts  can 
connect  with  the  heating  chambers,  but  where  the  exhaust 
will  require  to  be  carried  to  a  central  vent  shaft  or  chamber, 
a  fan  can  be  used  to  good  advantage  on  the  exhaust.  The 
advisability  of  using  either  one  of  the  last  two  methods  will 
depend  considerably  on  the  plan  of  the  building  and  the 
location  of  the  several  rooms. 

The  double  mechanical  system  with  indirect  steam  heat 
will  produce  the  best  results  under  the  varying  conditions 
of  temperature  and  wiud. 

A  combination  of  the  gravity  and  mechanical  systems  has 
been  used  with  satisfactory  results  iu  a  number  of  buildings, 
the  fans  being  used  during  mild  and  the  gravity  system  in 
cold  weather,  when  the  difference  between  the  inside  and 
outside  temperature  is  considerable,  say  with  40°  F.  or  more 
difference  between  the  air  entering  the  room  through  the 
warm-air  duct  and  the  outside  air. 

For  smaller  buildings,  up  to  4  or  even  8  rooms,  furnaces 
can  be  used  with  good  results.  Some  buildings  have  been 
heated  with  furnaces,  electric  fans  being  used  to  increase  the 
inflow  of  warm  air,  and  very  satisfactory  results  obtained. 

Where  a  considerable  quantity  of  warm  air  is  required  in 
large  buildings,  much  better  results  have  been  obtained  with 
indirect  steam  than  with  furnaces. 

Whether  indirect  steam  or  furnaces,  or  mechanical  or 
gravity  supply  and  exhaust  are  used,  the  success  of  the  sys- 
tem will  in  a  great  measure  depend  upon  the  care  given  to 
the  details  of  construction  and  installation,  and  also  upon  the 
proper  care  and  intelligent  management  of  the  apparatus  by 
the  janitor  or  engineer  in  charge.  An  incompetent  or  inat- 
tentive janitor  or  engineer  will  not  be  likely  to  obtain  good 
results  from  the  best  apparatus  ;  and  complaint  is  some- 
times made  that  a  heating  and  ventilating  system  does  not 
give  satisfactory  results,  when  the  fault  is  entirely  with  the 
janitor  or  engineer. 
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Temperature  of  Air  at  Inlets  and  Size  of  Supply  and  Ex- 
traction Ducts. 
The  regulations  of  this  department  for  approval  of  plans 
for  ventilation  of  school-houses  call  for  a  minimum  supply 
of  air  of  30  cubic  feet  per  minute  for  each  scholar  accom- 
modated, or  1,500  cubic  feet  per  minute  per  room  for  50 
pupils.  Given  this  supply  of  warmed  air,  the  temperature 
of  the  air  at  supply  inlets  will  of  course  vary  with  the  vary- 
ing temperature  of  the  outside  air.  The  following  statistics, 
compiled  from  several  hundred  examinations  made  by  the 
inspectors  of  this  department,  will  show  the  probable  re- 
quired temperature  of  the  incoming  warm  air  necessary  to 
keep  a  school  room  at  70°  F.  under  differing  temperatures 
of  the  outer  air  :  —

The  bize  of  the  warm-air  ducts  should  be  sufficient  to 
carry  the  required  amount  of  air  at  a  velocity  not  exceeding 
300  liueal  feet  per  minute.  For  a  supply  of  1,500  cubic  feet 
per  minute  this  would  require  a  cross-sectional  area  of  the 
duct  of  5  square  feet.    In  the  best  recent  work  the  supply 
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of  air  in  gravity  systems  in  average  winter  weather  is  fully 
2,000  cubic  feet  per  room  per  minute,  and  the  area  of  the 
supply  ducts  b\  to  6  square  feet. 

The  area  of  the  ducts  for  the  extraction  of  the  foul  air  may 
be  less  than  that  of  the  supply  ducts,  as  the  movement  of 
air  through  the  outlets,  if  they  are  properly  located,  may  be 
of  much  greater  velocity  than  at  the  inlets  without  danger  of 
sensible  draughts  in  the  rooms.  Recent  reports  of  some  of 
the  best  work  done  in  ventilation  by  gravity  systems  give  an 
average  supply  of  air  of  2,031  cubic  feet  per  minute  per 
room,  with  an  average  difference  of  temperature  in  the 
rooms  at  five  points  on  the  breathing  plane  of  1.46°  F. 

During  the  past  year  the  requests  for  information  on  the 
subject  of  heating  and  ventilating  school  and  other  public 
buildings  have  been  frequent.  To  all  interested  in  this  sub- 
ject I  present  in  this  portion  of  my  report  plans  showing 
reliable  methods  of  ventilation,  submitted  to  me  by  the  in- 
spectors assigned  to  this  scientific  branch  of  our  inspection 
work. 
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Description  of  Plans  for  Heating  and  Ventilating  a  School- 
house,    DRAWN   BY   F.    W.    MERRIAM,    STATE   INSPECTOR  OF 

Public  Buildings. 

The  building  is  227  feet  long,  148  feet  deep,  and  covers  about 
28,000  square  feet  of  ground.  The  exterior  is  of  dark-gray  granite 
and  light-gray  brick,  with  red  slate  roof.  In  construction  the  in- 
terior walls,  partitions,  flues  and  heating  chambers  are  of  brick  or 
hollow  terra-cotta.  Steel  beams  or  girders  are  used  where  neces- 
sary to  give  strength  and  stiffness,  all  timbering  and  spaces  are 
thoroughly  fire-stopped,  and  lath,  where  used,  is  expanded  metal. 
The  stairways  are  of  iron  with  asphalt  filled  treads,  and  so  located 
as  to  give  safe  egress  ;  and  the  rise,  6 1  inches,  and  run,  12  inches, 
make  them  practical  for  pupils  of  all  ages.  The  exterior,  vesti- 
bule and  assembly  hall  doors  swing  outward.  The  floors  in  base- 
ment are  of  concrete  covered  with  rock  asphalt,  in  vestibules  and 
toilet  rooms  of  tile,  and  elsewhere  of  rift  sawed  hard  pine.  There 
are  24  class  rooms  or  laboratories,  an  assembly  hall  midway  be- 
tween the  first  and  second  stories,  a  library,  specimen  room,  manual 
training  room,  and  about  30  smaller  rooms  used  for  administration, 
clothing  and  storage.  The  basement  and  all  rooms  are  well  lighted, 
and  all  chalk  boards  are  of  dark-green  slate.  The  coat  rooms  are 
provided  with  racks  covered  with  heav}7  wire  netting,  and  arranged 
so  the  air  circulates  freely  through  the  clothing  at  all  times. 

The  heating  and  ventilation  of  the  building  is  by  steam  and  me- 
chanical means  of  circulation  of  the  air,  that  of  the  assembly  hall 
being  separate  from  that  of  the  main  building,  and  each  system  is 
divided  into  two  sections,  for  the  better  adjustment  to  different 
exposures.  The  fans  are  driven  by  clutch  pulleys  on  the  main 
line  of  shafting,  so  by  the  use  of  shippers  either  system  may  be 
used  independently,  or  the  systems  changed  to  the  plenum,  or  ex- 
haust, as  best  suited  to  existing  conditions.  By  the  use  of  switch 
valves  in  the  exhaust  ducts,  either  system  can  be  changed  to  a 
direct  or  rotating  system  for  heating  only.  The  class  rooms  or 
laboratories,  assembly  hall,  library,  manual  training  and  specimen 
rooms  are  heated  by  indirect  surface  wholly,  and  the  balance  of 
the  building  by  direct  radiation.  The  size  and  location  of  the 
flues  and  arrangement  of  ducts  and  heating  surfaces  are  such  that, 
in  the  absence  of  power,  practical  results  are  obtained  by  gravity 
circulation.  The  sanitaries  are  ventilated  by  separate  fans  driven 
by  water  motors.  These  fans  are  of  such  height  in  the  flues  as  to 
admit  connection  of  the  closets  in  the  third  story  class  rooms  or 
laboratories  through  the  attic,  if  used  for  laboratory  demonstra- 
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tion.  The  capacity  and  adjustment  of  the  heating  and  ventilating 
apparatus  is  such  as  to  provide  the  class  rooms  or  laboratories  with 
45,  and  the  assembly  hall  with  35,  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  per 
pupil  for  the  maximum  seating  or  laboratory  accommodations,  and 
to  maintain  the  required  temperatures  in  the  coldest  weather. 

Plate  I,  sub-basement  plan,  shows  the  general  arrangement  of 
the  rooms,  the  boilers,  mechanical  apparatus,  indirect  heating 
primary  chambers  and  source  of  fresh-air  supply.  The  four  heat- 
ing boilers  are  low-pressure,  steel,  horizontal-tubular,  of  usual 
type,  with  side-feed  settings,  in  two  nests  with  their  respective 
smoke  flues,  and  arranged  and  connected  so  that  either  one  or  more 
may  be  used,  as  desired.  The  depth  of  this  story  is  such  as  to 
insure  a  perfect  return  of  condensation  from  all  parts  of  the  sys- 
tem by  gravity.  The  power  boiler  is  a  high-pressure,  steel,  up- 
right type,  with  submerged  tubes,  and  the  engine  is  automatic  in 
its  work  ;  and  the  capacity  of  both  are  sufficient  to  drive  the  fans 
and  provide  necessary  power  for  the  manual  training  room  machin- 
ery. All  the  indirect  heating  primary,  and  the  supplementary 
for  the  manual  training  room  and  assembly  hall,  are  controlled  by 
valves  in  the  engine  room,  the  return  pipes  having  check  valves. 
The  foul-air  ducts  shown  are  under  the  basement  floor  of  that  part 
of  the  building. 

Plate  II,  basement  plan,  shows  the  indirect  heating  chambers 
and  surface,  both  primary  and  supplementary  ;  the  fresh-air  ducts 
overhead  in  corridor,  but  concealed  by  sub-ceiling ;  the  overhead 
and  wall  steam  pipes  for  heating  the  basement  rooms  ;  the  sani- 
taries,  and  method  of  ventilating  same  ;  and  basins  in  sanitary 
rooms.  The  manual  training  room  is  midway  between  the  base- 
ment and  first  story,  and  the  foul-air  ducts,  in  dotted  lines,  are  on 
ceiling,  and  provide  for  the  exhaust  from  the  stage  side  of  the 
assembly  hall.  The  basement  connects  with  all  the  general  stair- 
ways, and  with  outside  through  tower  vestibule  and  bicycle  rooms. 

Plates  III,  IV  and  V,  first,  second  and  third  story  plans,  show 
the  general  arrangement  of  the  building  and  the  connections  of  the 
several  rooms  with  the  heating  and  ventilating  system.  The  heat- 
ing or  fresh-air  flues  are  indicated  by  arrows  pointing  from,  and 
the  exhaust  or  foul-air  flues  by  arrows  pointing  toward,  them. 
The  assembly  hall,  midway  between  the  first  and  second  stories, 
connects  with  the  exhaust  on  two  sides,  and  the  heat  or  fresh  air 
is  supplied  through  four  openings  in  the  ceiling  of  80  square  feet 
each  (see  attic,  Plate  V),  at  velocities  not  to  exceed  80  feet  per 
minute,  thus  insuring  the  most  perfect  circulation  without  draughts, 
and  uniformity  in  temperature.    The  location  of  the  direct  radia- 
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tion  is  shown.  The  sanitaries  in  toilet  rooms  have  local  vents  con- 
nected with  the  general  sanitary  vent  flues,  though  not  shown. 

Plate  VI,  sectional  views :  that  of  X  A  is  a  transverse  view 
through  the  centre  of  the  building,  showing  the  different  eleva- 
tions in  floors  and  the  ground,  heights  of  rooms,  and  the  general 
construction  ;  that  of  X  B  through  the  main  foul-air  flues  from  the 
sub-basement  to  the  open-air ;  that  of  X  D  through  the  sanitary 
vent  flues  with  upright  shaft  and  exhaust  fan  ;  and  that  of  X  C 
a  longitudinal  view  through  the  water-motor  closets  in  basement, 
showing  the  motor,  counter  shaft  and  belt  connections. 

Plate  VII,  sectional  views,  enlarged  :  that  of  X  E  is  a  transverse 
view  through  a  double  section  of  sanitaries,  showing  approved 
syphon  pattern,  with  automatic  flushing  tank  concealed,  their  con- 
nections and  method  of  ventilation  ;  that  of  X  F  a  transverse  view 
through  one  of  the  plenum  fans,  showing  the  driving  clutch  pulley, 
belt  connection  and  shipper,  a  general  section  of  the  indirect  heat- 
ing surface  primary,  and  one  of  the  heating  or  fresh-air  flues  for 
the  manual  training  room  with  the  indirect  heating  surface  supple- 
mentary and  mixing  damper ;  that  of  X  G  a  transverse  view 
through  an  indirect  heating  chamber  supplementary  and  heating 
or  fresh-air  flue,  showing  the  heating  surface  in  two  stacks,  the 
mixing  valve  and  the  several  connections  ;  that  of  X  H  a  longi- 
tudinal view  through  a  nest  of  indirect  heating  chambers  supple- 
mentary, heating  or  fresh-air  and  foul-air  flues  in  basement,  first 
and  second  stories,  and  elevation  in  third  story,  showing  the  heat- 
ing surface,  connections,  the  carrying  of  flues  for  proper  locations 
of  the  inlet  and  outlet  in  rooms,  and  their  heights  (the  inlets  are 
provided  with  a  metallic  thermometer  with  perforated  back  and 
sides  to  designate  the  temperature  of  the  entering  air  at  all  times ; 
that  of  X  I  a  transverse  view  through  a  foul-air  flue,  showing  its 
connections  ;  that  of  X  K  a  transverse  view  through  one  of  the 
assembly  hall  exhaust  or  foul-air  flues,  showing  the  exhaust  fan 
and  the  connections  ;  and  that  of  X  L  a  transverse  view  through 
one  of  the  assembly  hall  heating  chambers  and  heating  or  fresh-air 
flues,  showing  the  plenum  fan,  indirect  heating  surface,  both 
primary  and  supplementary,  mixing  valve  and  metal  duct  in  the 
attic,  in  part,  and  one  of  the  enlarged  receiving  chambers.  This 
method  of  delivering  the  air  in  assembly  halls  and  rooms  with 
beamed  ceilings  has  many  advantages  over  the  usual  wall  inlets, 
and  is  particularly  adapted  to  a  mechanical  exhaust  system. 

The  several  sectional  views  on  Plates  VI  and  VII  are  located  on 
basement  plans  by  their  respective  letters,  X  A  to  L  inclusive.

Description  of  Plans  for  A  Two-room  School 
Building. 


Designed  by  Inspector  F.  W.  Merriam. 
The  plans  herewith  submitted  are  for  a  two-room  school  building, 
adapted  to  the  requirements  of  small  villages  and  outlying  districts, 
designed  to  illustrate  a  system  of  heating  and  ventilation  by  jack- 
eted stoves  and  an  aspirating  shaft,  with  flushing  sanitaries  con- 
nected. 

The  first-floor  plan  shows  the  general  arrangement  of  the  build- 
ing. Each  class  room,  G  G,  has  a  rear  entrance  with  large  storage 
closet,  M  M,  and  the  passes  connecting  the  corridor,  C  C,  with  toilet 
rooms,  L  L,  also  have  rear  entrances.  The  jacketed  stoves,  B  H, 
are  placed  in  alcoves,  with  curved  ceilings,  to  give  a  proper  direc- 
tion of  the  air,  and  so  located  as  to  insure  the  l-equired  circulation 
throughout  the  rooms.  The  foul  air  is  taken  from  the  rooms  through 
floor  registers.  The  aspirating  shaft,  A  W,  is  provided  with  a  small 
combination  direct  and  hot  water  heater,  B  I,  for  creating  a  circu- 
lation in  the  shaft  and  warming  the  toilet  rooms  by  pipe  circulation 
on  the  inner  walls  near  the  ceilings.  The  corridor  is  warmed  by 
overflows  from  the  alcove  ceilings,  the  smoke  pipes  and  a  smoke 
pipe  radiator,  B  J. 

The  foundation  plan  shows  the  arrangement  of  metal  ducts  sus- 
pended from  the  floor  timbering,  and  their  connections.  Those  for 
the  fresh  air,  A  T,  are  connected  with  the  open  air  each  side  of  the 
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The  various  room9  and  parts  of  the  building,  heating  and  ven- 
tilating apparatus  and  sanitary  appliances  are  indicated  on  plans 
by  letters,  as  follows  :  —

Description  of  Plans  for  Heating  and  Ventilating  a  School- 
house,  drawn  by  John  T.  White,  State  Inspector  of  Pub- 
lic Buildings. 

Description  of  plans  of  a  ten-room  building,  illustrated  by  a 
perspective  view  and  by  plans  and  sectional  drawings  on  the  five 
following  cards :  — 

The  building  is  built  of  red  brick  with  freestone  trimmings,  with 
a  tile-covered  roof,  copper  gutters  and  roof  ornaments.  On  the 
first  card  in  the  series  is  shown  a  perspective  view  of  the  building, 
which  needs  no  description. 

On  card  numbered  1  is  shown  a  plan  of  the  basement  story. 
Here  are  the  heating  boilers,  fuel  room,  janitor's  room  and  motor 
room,  girls'  and  boys'  sanitaries,  and  rooms  to  be  used  if  desired 
for  manual  training.  In  case  these  last-mentioned  rooms  are 
occupied  by  pupils,  they  can  be  supplied  with  air  from  the  main 
air-duct  and  ventilated  into  the  same  ducts,  from  which  the  air  is 
taken  from  the  hall  on  second  floor,  but  such  method  is  not 
shown  on  the  plans.  The  sanitaries  are  of  the  best  modern  make, 
located  as  shown  on  plans,  and  thoroughly  ventilated,  as  shown 
on  detail  drawings,  into  heated  flues  separate  from  all  other  venti- 
lation. 

On  card  numbered  2  is  a  plan  of  the  first  or  ground  floor  of  the 
building.  There  are  6  class  rooms  on  this  floor,  principal's  and 
teachers'  private  rooms,  with  toilet  rooms  and  book  closets.  The 
stairs  leading  to  the  second  floor  are  of  good  width  and  easy  in- 
clination, affording  convenient  and  safe  egress  for  all  the  pupils. 
Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  outside  entrances,  wide  cor- 
ridors and  roomy  and  well-arranged  wardrobes.  Careful  provision 
is  made  for  preventing  spread  of  fire  in  the  building  or  its  com- 
munication from  any  portion  of  the  heating  apparatus. 

On  card  numbered  3  is  shown  a  plan  of  the  second  floor. 
Here  are  4  class  rooms,  and  in  the  central  portion  an  assembly 
hall  capable  of  comfortably  seating  all  the  pupils  accommodated 
in  the  building.  The  class  rooms  connect  with  the  hall,  so  that  it 
is  possible  to  go  from  any  of  the  rooms  to  either  stairway,  thus 
securing  safety  in  case  of  fire.  There  is  a  stairway  leading  from 
one  end  of  this  story  to  the  attic,  which  is,  however,  unfinished 
and  only  to  be  used  for  storage. 

On  these  first  and  second  floors  are  also  shown  the  heating  and 
ventilating  flues.  The  location  of  these  flues  and  the  inlets  and 
outlets  for  air,  as  shown  on  the  plans  and  sectional  drawings, 
is  such  as  experience  has  proved  to  be  the  best  possible  under 
the  present  accepted  methods  of  ventilating  school  buildings. 
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On  card  numbered  4  is  shown  a  cross-sectional  view  of  the 
building  on  the  line  marked  A  B  on  basement  plan,  showing  the 
boilers,  main  air  duct,  primary  heaters,  fan  and  main  supply  and 
return  pipes ;  also  the  first  and  second  floors,  the  roof  and  support- 
ing trusses,  the  various  details  of  finish  and  the  direct  and  indirect 
radiators.  There  are  also  shown  detail  sectional  drawings  of  the 
fresh-air  and  foul-air  ducts  and  flues,  valves,  dampers,  etc.,  all 
drawn  to  scale  as  marked,  also  the  water-closets  and  urinals, 
with  method  of  ventilation  of  these  appliances.  There  is  also 
shown  on  this  card,  on  an  enlarged  scale,  an  arrangement  for  heat- 
ing the  rooms  by  what  is  generally  called  a  gravity  supply  system, 
the  fan  and  primary  stack  of  radiators  being  dispensed  with,  and 
the  whole  heating  surface  for  each  room  being  massed  as  nearly 
as  practicable  under  the  flue  leading  to  that  room,  the  air  being 
taken  directly  from  the  outside  into  the  chambers  enclosing  the 
radiators. 

The  system  of  heating  for  the  building  is  that  known  as  a  two- 
pipe  gravity  system,  the  water  of  condensation  returning  from  the 
whole  system  without  the  aid  of  pumps  or  traps. 

The  boilers  are  of  steel,  of  the  ordinary  return  tubular  type, 
and  rate  at  about  40  horse-power  each,  set  in  brick,  as  shown, 
in  the  best  manner.  The  steam  supply  piping  is  arranged  as 
shown,  of  good  size,  the  supply  main  being  6  inches  in  diameter, 
and  ranging  down  to  1J  niches,  according  to  the  amount  of  radia- 
tion to  be  supplied  with  steam.  The  supply  pipes  are  shown  in 
red  lines.  The  return  pipes  are  not  shown,  except  a  small  portion 
of  main. 

The  method  of  supplying  fresh  air  to  the  building  is  as  shown, 
by  means  of  a  fan  or  blower  driven  by  an  electric  motor.  The 
air  is  admitted  to  the  fresh-air  rooms  through  two  large  windows 
shown  on  plan  ;  from  there  it  passes  to  the  fan  and  is  blown 
through  the  first  stacks  of  radiators  into  the  main  duct  under  the 
corridor  ceiling  and  thence  through  the  branch  ducts  to  the  sup- 
plementary heaters. 

In  the  primary  heaters  the  air  is  raised  to  about  60°  F.,  and 
reaching  the  supplementary  or  auxiliary  heaters,  it  is  raised  to  any 
degree  necessary  to  properly  warm  the  rooms.  The  temperature 
of  the  air  as  it  enters  the  room  is  regulated  by  a  mixing  valve  fully 
shown  on  the  detail  drawings,  and  this  valve  is  put  under  the  im- 
mediate control  of  the  teacher  by  means  of  a  chain  from  the  valve 
to  the  room,  within  easy  reach,  and  fastened  at  any  point  desired. 
Metallic  thermometers  are  placed  on  the  inlet  guards  and  also  in 
the  main  warm-air  duct,  to  aid  janitor  and  teachers  in  regulating 
temperature  of  the  incoming  air. 
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The  flues  leading  to  the  rooms  have  each  a  cross-sectional  area 
of  5  square  feet,  and  enter  the  rooms  at  a  height  of  about  7  feet 
from  the  floor,  the  openings  being  covered  with  a  coarse  wire 
grating. 

The  amount  of  air  supplied  is  about  40  cubic  feet  per  pupil  per 
minute,  but  this  can  of  course  be  increased  by  increasing  the  ve- 
locity of  the  fan.  The  air  is  extracted  from  the  rooms  through 
brick  flues  of  the  same  cross-sectional  area  as  the  entering  flues. 
Provision  is  made  for  heating  these  flues  by  a  small  cast-iron 
radiator  in  each  flue,  located  just  above  the  damper  which  closes 
the  opening.  These  dampers  are  provided  with  chains  and  catches 
by  which  they  can  be  closed  when  the  rooms  are  unoccupied,  or  the 
flow  of  air  regulated  as  may  be  desired. 

There  are  two  stacks  of  indirect  radiators  in  the  basement  corri- 
dor, with  registers  over  in  the  corridor  of  first  floor  for  foot  warm- 
ers. These  indirect  radiators  take  their  air  by  rotation  from  the 
first  story.  There  are  registers  in  the  floor  of  the  central  rooms  in 
first  story  directly  over  the  fresh-air  chamber  in  basement,  by 
opening  which  the  fan  can  take  air  by  rotation  from  the  building 
instead  of  from  the  outside. 

The  various  apartments,  corridors,  stairways  and  portions  of  the

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Description  of  Plans  for  Heating  and  Ventilating  a  School- 
house,   SUBMITTED  BY  JOSEPH   A.   MOORE,    STATE  INSPECTOR 

of  Buildings.  . 

Brock  Avenue  School. 

This  school-house,  in  the  city  of  New  Bedford,  is  a  two-story 
building,  constructed  of  red  brick  with  granite  trimmings,  with  the 
roof  covered  with  black  slate. 

It  contains  8  class  rooms  and  2  teachers'  rooms,  also  wide  cor- 
ridors and  vestibules.  In  the  basement  are  located  play  rooms  and 
sanitary  rooms  for  the  pupils,  a  room  for  the  janitor,  boiler  and 
fuel  rooms,  together  with  fresh-air  chambers  and  the  indirect  steam 
heating  radiators  and  boilers. 

The  class  rooms  are  intended  to  accommodate  49  pupils  and 
teacher,  a  total  of  50.  They  are  well  lighted.  The  pupils'  desks 
and  seats  are  so  placed  that  the  light  is  received  from  the  left  and 
rear.  The  blackboards  are  of  best  black  slate.  The  teachers' 
rooms  in  the  second  story  are  provided  with  heating  radiators  and 
toilet  closets. 

The  corridors  are  wide  and  well  lighted,  there  being  glass  in  the 
transoms  over  the  doors  and  a  large  panel  of  heavy  glass  in  each 
door  leading  from  the  class  rooms. 

The  walls  of  the  corridors,  staircase  wings  and  vestibules  are 
faced  with  selected  smooth  cut  brick.  The  vestibule  floors  are  of 
tiles.  The  basement  floor  is  of  concrete,  well  rolled  and  smoothed. 
The  plastering  is  of  Windsor  cement,  and  steel  lathing  is  used  on 
ceilings  and  wooden  partitions.  The  plastering  on  the  brick  walls 
is  laid  directly  on  the  brick.  The  partitions  around  the  stairways 
are  provided  with  fire  stops,  as  required  by  the  Massachusetts 
building  regulations,  approved  by  Chief  Inspector  Rufus  R.  Wade. 

The  conductors,  gutters  and  flashings  are  of  rolled  copper.  The 
inside  finish  of  the  first  and  second  stories  is  of  selected  red  oak, 
and  the  floors  are  double,  the  upper  floors  being  of  the  best  rift 
yellow  pine,  not  over  3  inches  wide. 

In  each  corridor  are  clothes  rails  with  bronzed  hooks  for  holding 
the  pupils'  clothing. 

Electric  call  bells  and  speaking  tubes  are  provided  from  each 
class  room  to  the  principal's  room,  also  to  the  janitor's  room,  and 
from  the  main  entrance  to  the  janitor's  room. 

The  sanitary  closets  and  urinals  in  the  basement  are  provided 
with  automatic  flushing  tanks,  are  well  trapped  and  well  ventilated 
into  a  special  vent  flue  which  contains  steam  pipes,  to  cause  an 
outflow  of  foul  air  from  the  basement  rooms  and  sanitary  fixtures. 

In  the  first  and  second  story  corridors  is  a  galvanized  iron  stand- 
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pipe  and  50  feet  of  hose  for  use  in  case  of  lire.  Suitable  hose  racks 
are  provided.  In  the  basement,  corridors  and  teachers'  rooms  are 
water  faucets  and  basins  or  bowls,  well  trapped. 

For  heating  the  building  two  horizontal  tubular  boilers  are  pro- 
vided, each  being  42  inches  in  diameter,  14  feet  long,  having  38 
tubes  3  inches  in  diameter  and  13  feet  long.  Each  boiler  rated  at 
32  horse-power  and  tested  to  150  pounds  under  hydraulic  pressure. 
Safety  valves,  automatic  damper  regulator,  steam  gauges,  water 
gauges,  fusible  plugs,  blow-off  cocks  and  all  required  valves  are 
provided.  A  supplementary  sectional  boiler  of  the  rated  capacity 
of  400  square  feet  is  also  provided  for  the  vent  shaft  heaters  and 
to  be  used  in  mild  weather  when  the  main  heating  boilers  are  not 
in  use.  The  piping  for  the  vent  shaft  heaters  is  so  arranged  that 
either  or  both  main  boilers  or  the  sectional  boilers  may  be  used  as 
desired.  The  piping  in  the  building  is  what  is  known  as  the  two- 
pipe  system,  with  supply  and  return  for  each  radiator  or  coil,  and 
so  adjusted  that  water  hammer  or  snapping  is  prevented  during 
the  circulation  of  the  steam,  and  suitable  allowance  is  made  for 
expansion  and  contraction.  The  return  pipes  are  not  shown  on 
the  drawings  (except  in  Drawing  V),  but  generally  follow  the  line 
of  supply  pipes. 

Valves  are  provided  by  which  part  or  the  whole  of  the  heating 
radiators  and  pipes  may  be  used  as  desired.  The  fresh  air  for 
each  class  room  is  warmed  by  being  passed  through  cast-iron  in- 
direct radiators  in  the  basement.  Four  hundred  square  feet  of 
indirect  radiation  is  provided  for  each  class  room,  and  is  divided 
into  three  sections  or  stacks,  that  a  part  or  the  whole  may  be  used 
as  desired. 

In  the  teachers'  rooms  and  corridors  are  direct  radiators  and  in 
the  basement  are  lines  of  steam  pipes  overhead.  Radiators  are 
also  provided  for  bringing  warm  air  up  through  two  registers  in 
the  floor  of  the  first  story  corridor.  These  are  designated  as  foot 
warmers,  and  enable  the  pupils  to  warm  their  feet  and  hands  and 
dry  their  clothing  in  cold,  stormy  weather.  In  the  floor  of  the 
closets  between  the  class  rooms  are  what  are  termed  rotating 
registers,  for  use  at  night,  or  when  the  rooms  are  not  in  use.  The 
windows  in  the  cold-air  rooms  and  the  dampers  in  the  vent  flues 
being  closed,  the  rotating  registers  are  opened  and  air  is  drawn 
down  from  the  class  rooms,  passes  through  the  indirect  radiators 
and  is  returned  to  the  class  rooms  through  the  warm-air  flues, 
thereby  keeping  the  rooms  warm  and  saving  fuel.  These  rotating 
registers  are  never  to  be  used  while  the  school  is  in  session.  The 
warm  fresh  air  is  brought  into  the  class  rooms  through  openings 
8  feet  above  the  floor,  as  shown  in  the  drawings,  and  the  vitiated 
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air  is  removed  through  openings  at  the  floor  level,  located  as  shown 
in  the  plans.  The  warm-air  and  foul-air  flues  are  of  brick,  and 
well  smoothed  up  on  the  inside.  Each  foul-air  flue  contains  20 
square  feet  of  steam  pipe  heating  surface,  for  causing  an  outward 
flow  of  vitiated  air,  and  is  also  provided  with  a  curved  damper  of 
galvanized  iron,  operated  by  a  chain  and  catch,  by  which  the 
amount  of  air  taken  from  the  rooms  can  be  regulated  or  shut  off 
when  the  rooms  are  not  in  use.  In  each  warm-air  flue  is  a  galvan- 
ized-iron  damper,  called  a  mixing  valve,  by  which  the  temperature 
of  the  incoming  air  can  be  regulated  without  materially  reducing 
the  quantity.  There  is  also  an  adjusting  damper  by  which  the 
supply  of  fresh  warm  air  to  each  room  may  be  regulated  or  shut 
off  if  any  room  is  not  occupied. 

The  direct  radiation  consists  of  vertical  loop  cast-iron  radiators, 
of  an  aggregate  of  325  square  feet  of  surface  in  corridors  and 
teachers'  rooms,  and  280  square  feet  of  surface  of  1J  inch  steam 
pipe  in  coils  overhead,  in  the  basement.  The  indirect  radiators 
for  the  foot  warmers  consist  of  100  square  feet  each  of  cast-iron 
radiators. 

At  an  inspection  of  this  building  by  Capt.  Joseph  A.  Moore,  the 
district  inspector,  the  following  conditions  were  found  :  weather 
fair,  wind  north  and  moderate  ;  outside  temperature,  21°  F. ;  out- 
side relative  humidity,  57  per  cent.  ;  barometer,  30.32 ;  average 
temperature  of  air  at  inlets  to  class  rooms,  87.1°  F.  ;  average 
supply  of  fresh  air  through  inlet  to  each  class  room,  in  cubic  feet 
per  minute,  2,337;  average  amount  of  air  removed  at  outlet  from 
each  class  room,  in  cubic  feet  per  minute,  2,984  ;  average  amount 
of  air,  in  cubic  feet  per  minute,  supplied  at  inlet  for  seating 
capacity  of  each  class  room,  47.7  ;  average  amount  of  air,  in  cubic 
feet  per  minute,  removed  through  outlet  in  class  rooms  for  each 
pupil,  60.9  ;  greatest  amount  of  air,  in  cubic  feet  per  minute, 
supplied  at  inlet  to  any  class  room,  3,247;  least  amount,  1,730 
cubic  feet ;  average  difference  in  temperature  in  any  room  taken 
at  the  same  time  at  four  places,  at  the  breathing  plane,  2°  F. ; 
least  difference  at  same  points,  .5°  F.  ;  average  temperature  at 
teachers'  desks,  69.5°  F.  No  uncomfortable  draughts  could  be 
perceived  in  the  several  rooms.

Report  of  Buildings  inspected,  including  Plans  re- 
ceived and  Changes  recommended. 

Report  of  Inspector  John  T.  AVhite. 
Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  my  work  as  an 
inspector  of  public  buildings  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  1,  1900,  in- 
cluding a  list  of  the  buildings,  plans  for  which  have  been  filed  with 
me  since  my  last  annual  report,  with  the  more  important  orders  or 
recommendations  made  by  me  for  work  to  be  done  in  such  build- 
ings to  comply  with  law.  In  connection  with  the  examination  of 
these  plans  is  a  large  amount  of  correspondence,  as  even  in  cases 
where  a  full  compliance  with  law  is  intended  in  regard  to  means  to 
prevent  spread  of  fire,  and  other  matters,  architects  and  owners 
neglect  to  show  such  work  on  the  plans  or  to  set  it  forth  in  the 
specifications. 

The  work  of  putting  in  fire-stops  in  buildings  needs  constant 
supervision  while  the  work  is  going  on,  if  it  is  to  be  properly  done. 
In  ventilation  also  very  much  depends  on  the  proper  carrying  out 
of  all  the  details  of  the  work.  I  note  an  increased  interest  on  the 
part  of  committees  and  owners  in  the  matter  of  ventilation  of  pub- 
lic buildings.  No  school-houses  are  now  erected  in  my  district 
without  modern  systems  of  ventilation,  and  much  greater  attention 
is  given  this  important  matter  in  public  halls  and  churches  than 
ever  before.  The  very  great  improvement  in  school  buildings 
since  the  ventilation  law  was  enacted  in  1888  must  be  apparent  to 
every  one  who  has  given  the  matter  any  consideration,  and  this 
improvement  has  not  been  in  ventilation  only.  The  enforced  at- 
tention to  this  matter  required  by  that  law  has  attracted  attention 
to  other  needed  improvements,  in  securing  safety  from  fire,  in  sani- 
tary appliances,  lighting  of  rooms  and  in  the  general  arrangement, 
style  and  finish  of  such  buildings.  The  requirement  of  law  that 
plans  of  public  buildings  shall  be  deposited  with  this  department 
has  been  in  itself  an  incentive  to  greater  care  in  all  these  matters 
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independently  of  any  orders  or  recommendations  by  the  inspectors 
under  authority  of  the  law,  and  the  work  of  improvement  is  still 
going  on.

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Report  of  Inspector  Bard  well. 

Sir:  —  I  respectfully  submit  tabulated  reports  of  the  plans  re- 
ceived of  buildings  erected  in  my  district  during  the  past  year 
which  come  under  the  State  laws,  and  of  the  inspections  made  of 
hotels,  apartment  houses,  tenement  houses  and  factories. 

The  high  prices  of  materials  have  curtailed  building  somewhat, 
and  fewer  plans  were  filed  than  during  the  year  previous.  Most 
of  the  new  buildings  required  orders  or  suggestions  regarding  fire- 
stops,  and  many  of  them  needed  additional  ways  of  egress,  which 
have  been  supplied.  All  work  required  by  the  State  laws  has 
been  looked  after  as  closely  as  possible. 

As  usual,  I  have  found  a  number  of  tenement  houses,  built  be- 
fore State  supervision  was  established,  that  needed  and  have  been 
furnished  with  additional  ways  of  egress,  by  means  of  outside 
fire-escapes  or  changes  in  stairways  and  partitions.  There  were 
others  which  should  have  had  such  attention,  but,  not  having  the 
"  ten  or  more  persons  lodging  above  the  second  story"  required 
by  law,  I  could  do  nothing.  Most  of  the  hotels  and  lodging 
houses  visited  were  found  to  need  one  or  more  rope  fire-escapes, 
or  means  of  extinguishing  fires,  or  both  ;  this  was  true  of  those 
which  were  inspected  last  year  as  well  as  of  others. 

Nearly  all  of  the  orders  given  have  been  complied  with,  or  will 
be  without  unnecessary  delay.

Report  of  Inspector  Moore. 
Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  by 
me  as  an  inspector  of  public  buildings  in  districts  2,  3  and  6  for 
the  year  ending  Nov.  1,  1900.    In  the  report  of  buildings  in- 
spected only  buildings  where  orders  have  been  given,  changes 
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recommended  or  special  reports  made  are  included.  Many  other 
buildings  have  been  inspected  where  no  orders  were  required. 

Requests  have  been  received  from  local  authorities  for  the  in- 
spection of  buildings  considered  unsafe,  and  have  been  promptly 
attended  to.  Considerable  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  exam- 
ination of  plans  for  new  buildings,  changes  in  old  ones  and  con- 
sultation with  owners,  committee,  architects  and  engineers,  both 
by  personal  interviews  and  by  correspondence  ;  also  in  the  inspec- 
tion of  buildings  in  the  process  of  construction  or  alteration,  to 
see  that  the  requirements  of  law  are  complied  witb,  many  cases 
requiring  several  visits  to  the  building.  After  completion  many 
school-houses  have  been  inspected,  to  determine  if  the  require- 
ments for  heating,  ventilation  and  sanitation  have  been  met,  and 
reports  sent  to  the  committee  in  charge.  A  considerable  part  of 
this  work  cannot  well  be  reported  in  tabulated  form. 

In  public  buildings,  especially  in  school-houses,  improvements 
are  constantly  being  made,  not  only  in  the  general  plans  but  also 
in  the  details  of  heating,  ventilation  and  sanitary  appliances.

Report  of  Inspector  Dyson. 
Sir  :  —  Enclosed  find  tabulated  report  of  the  work  done  by  me 
in  District  No.  5.  As  usual,  much  of  the  work  performed  is  of  a 
nature  that  cannot  be  shown  in  any  report,  more  especially  as  to 
the  time  spent  in  the  examination  of  plans  and  specifications  for 
new  buildings,  first  appearance  of  which  plans  generally  are  mere 
pencil  sketches,  thus  saving  the  architects  the  time  and  trouble  in 
making  such  changes  as  are  required  by  the  Public  Statutes.  In- 
spection of  buildings  in  the  course  of  construction  requires  a  great 
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deal  of  the  inspector's  time,  because  such  things  as  fire-stops  and 
faulty  construction  are  easily  covered  by  contractors  ;  and  even 
owners  are  at  times  readily  convinced  that  they  are  of  little  use, 
when  the  cost  of  the  same  are  considered  ;  and  the  changes  rec- 
ommended by  this  department  require  close  attention  and  many 
visits  from  the  inspector  during  the  process  of  construction. 

Within  a  short  time  I  found  in  a  school-house,  now  being  con- 
structed, the  floor  joists  and  two  8-inch  girders  being  built  into 
the  main  smoke-flue,  the  walls  of  which  were  but  8  inches  thick, 
there  being  less  than  3  inches  of  brick  and  mortar  between  the 
inside  of  flue  and  end  of  timbers.  Runs  of  stairs,  thickness  of 
walls  and  partitions,  carrying  load  of  girders  and  trusses,  capacity 
of  heat  and  vent  flues  are  but  few  of  the  many  matters  that  are 
daily  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  inspector.  Steady  improve- 
ment is  being  made  in  the  reconstruction  of  old  school-houses,  in 
regard  to  the  means  of  egress  and  the  heating  and  ventilating 
systems  in  same,  and  all  of  the  new  buildings  are  supplied  with 
modern  systems. 

This  work  requires  few  orders,  but  a  careful  inspection  while 
in  process  of  construction.  Also,  the  adjusting  of  the  same  when 
completed  at  all  times  by  request  of  building  committee  is  requisite 
to  obtain  satisfactory  results.

Report  of  Inspector  Foulds. 
Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  work 
done  during  the  past  year  in  District  No.  6,  which  comprises  Bris- 
tol, Barnstable,  Dukes  and  Nantucket  counties. 
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I  have  had  occasion  to  keep  a  close  watch  on  many  places  of 
amusement  in  stores,  which,  owing  to  lack  of  accommodations, 
were  very  apt  to  be  overcrowded  if  not  well  taken  care  of. 

In  this  district  you  will  see  by  the  report  that  very  few  plans  for 
large  tenement  houses  have  been  received.  In  the  early  part  of 
the  year  the  prices  of  building  material  were  high,  and  contractors 
had  to  figure  accordingly.  This  had  a  tendency  to  deter  persons 
who  contemplated  building  this  spring  from  doing  so.  Labor 
troubles  also  affected  building  to  a  certain  extent,  for  early  in  the 
year  a  demand  had  been  made  for  an  eight-hour  work  day,  and  in 
some  branches  of  the  building  trades  an  increase  of  pay.  The 
agitation  and  uncertainty  as  to  just  what  would  occur  made  it  diffi- 
cult for  contractors  to  give  figures,  and  consequently  prevented 
many  who  had  intended  to  build  from  perfecting  their  plans  early 
enough  to  take  advantage  of  the  building  season.  Many  buildings 
and  theatres  have  been  inspected  which  are  not  in  the  tabulated 
report,  as  they  were  in  good  condition  and  the  means  of  egress 
were  considered  ample.

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Report  op  Inspector  Buxton. 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  nineteenth  annual 
report  of  work  done  the  past  year  in  District  No.  7,  which  com- 
prises Hampden  and  Hampshire  counties. 

In  reviewing  the  work  done  for  several  years  past  I  find  that 
during  the  present  year  there  has  been  quite  a  large  increase  over 
any  previous  year  of  plans  received  of  buildings  which  come  under 
the  provisions  of  section  25  of  chapter  481,  Acts  of  1894.  Also, 
I  find  that  there  is  a  better  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the 
requirements  of  this  department  as  to  the  means  adopted  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  fire  and  the  stopping  of  smoke  from  filling  the 
building  to  the  extent  that  the  occupants  would  be  suffocated  be- 
fore they  could  get  out,  or  any  outside  assistance  could  reach  them. 
It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  nearly  all  persons  who  lose  their  lives 
in  a  burning  building  are  either  suffocated  by  smoke  or  prevented 
from  reaching  a  place  of  safety.  For  this  reason,  where  possible, 
I  have  recommended  that  the  tops  of  elevator  shafts  be  of  glass, 
with  a  suitable  open  ventilator  on  the  roof,  so  as  to  draw  the  smoke 
and  fire  out  of  the  building  through  the  elevator  shaft.  As  all 
elevator  wells  or  shafts  are  required  to  be  constructed  of  brick  or 
some  other  incombustible  material,  the  ventilator  on  top  would 
induce  a  draft,  so  that  the  heat  would  soon  break  the  glass  and 
thus  make  a  good  flue  to  carry  off  the  smoke. 

I  find  that  it  is  quite  necessary  to  visit  these  buildings  several 
times  during  their  construction  in  order  to  get  the  work  done  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  so  that  it  will  be  of  some  use  in  stopping  the 
spread  of  fire  and  smoke.  Unless  this  work  is  properly  done,  it 
would  prove  useless.  The  best  possible  manner  that  these  stops 
can  be  put  in  will  prove  none  too  good  when  a  fire  occurs.  Thus 
much  time  must  of  necessity  be  spent  by  the  inspector  in  order  to 
make  them  even  fairly  good. 

The  matter  of  ventilation  in  public  buildings  also  requires  much 
time  in  order  to  get  fair  results.  This  work  is  mostly  of  an  ad- 
visory nature. 

The  law  requiring  that  all  fire-escapes  shall  be  kept  at  all  times 
free  from  obstructions  has  been  fairly  well  complied  with,  although 
in  quite  a  number  of  instances  there  has  been  found  rubbish  of  all 
kinds  on  the  fire-escape.  The  tenants  living  in  blocks  which  have 
from  twelve  to  forty  tenements  do  not  have  any  place  for  such 
rubbish,  and  the  fire-escapes,  in  their  opinion,  seem  to  be  the  only 
place  for  it.  When  told  that  it  must  be  removed,  they  seem  to 
be  astonished,  and  ask  the  reason  why.  When  told  that  it  is 
unlawful  and  unsafe  in  case  of  fire,  they  exclaim,  "  Oh,  we  never 
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will  have  a  fire  in  this  block,  — there  never  has  been."  This  kind 
of  reasoning  is  decidedly  dangerous,  therefore  it  requires  constant 
watching,  both  by  the  owner  and  inspector. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  called  several  times  to  inspect 
dangerous  buildings,  all  of  which  have  been  made  safe  without 
any  prosecution  or  trouble. 

Taking  the  work  as  a  whole,  during  the  past  year  it  has  been 
very  satisfactory,  and  I  can  see  a  marked  gain  from  year  to  year, 
as  the  laws  are  better  understood  and  appreciated  by  nearly  all, 
especially  the  tenement  blocks.  For  instance,  quite  a  number  of 
the  owners  of  such  buildings  have  told  me  that  they  could  not  rent 
the  tenements  until  they  were  assured  that  the  inspector  had  ap- 
proved of  the  means  of  egress,  also  fire  and  smoke  stops,  thus 
proving  that  the  general  public  have  confidence  in  and  appreciate 
the  work  of  this  department.

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Report  of  Inspector  Cheney. 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report, 
together  with  tabulated  reports  of  buildings  inspected,  orders  is- 
sued, plans  received,  changes  recommended  and  certificates  issued 
during  the  year,  in  District  No.  8. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  build- 
ings built  during  the  past  year  over  the  previous  one,  but  not  much 
change  in  the  character  and  occupancy  of  the  same.  As  was  the 
case  last  year  when  making  my  report,  the  tenement  houses  have 
exceeded  all  others  in  number;  large  wooden  structures,  nearly 
all  being  four  stories  high,  and  many  of  them  located  in  the  back 
yards,  with  a  house  in  fronton  the  street,  and  containing  from  six 
to  sixteen  tenements.  They  are  comfortable  places  to  live  in,  so 
far  as  the  cold  of  winter  is  concerned,  but  void  of  that  space  for 
grounds  around  them  that  is  necessary  for  good  circulation  of  air, 
patches  of  green  grass,  shrubs  and  flowers,  and  the  many  beauties 
of  nature  so  much  needed  in  our  surroundings  to  make  life  con- 
tented and  happy.  These  houses  are  nearly  all  occupied  by  for- 
eigners, and  occupied  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  them  very  much 
crowded.  The  attention  that  this  class  of  buildings  require  during 
their  construction  is  materially  greater  than  that  called  for  in  the 
class  of  buildings  used  for  manufacturing  purposes.  The  egress 
would  be  the  principal  thing  to  be  considered  in  the  factory,  con- 
structed as  they  usually  are  to-day.  In  mill  construction,  the  fire- 
stopping  that  you  can  do  or  that  is  required  in  them  is  very  limited. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  tenement  house  has  to  be  provided  with 
proper  ways  of  egress,  all  channels,  pockets,  partitions  and  flues 
have  to  be  properly  fire-stopped  at  every  floor,  and  the  sanitation 
looked  after.  In  order  that  this  may  be  properly  done,  and  to  the 
inspector's  satisfaction,  it  requires  several  visits  and  considerable 
time  on  each  building.  The  importance  of  having  this  work  prop- 
erly performed  and  giving  it  personal  attention  can  well  be  realized 
when  I  tell  you  that  some  of  these  houses  contain  from  150  to  200 
people,  a  large  number  in  one  building  to  be  protected  from  the 
ravages  of  fire,  long  enough,  we  hope,  for  all  to  escape  in  case 
there  should  be  one.  In  the  many  years  that  I  have  been  an  in- 
spector I  have  tried  to  devise  some  plan  in  the  construction  of 
buildings  that  will  make  them  as  fire  resisting  and  slow  burning 
as  structures  constructed  of  such  material  can  possibly  be,  and  in 
doing  so  I  am  receiving  the  co-operation  of  architects  and  in  most 
cases  of  the  owners.  As  many  of  these  tenement  houses  are  built 
for  speculation  and  investment,  the  owners  realize  that  the  better 
convenience  and  protection  they  can  give  their  tenants  the  better 
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tenants  they  are  able  to  get,  and  for  this  reason  I  am  able  to  give 
this  class  of  baildings  the  best  possible  protection  against  the 
spread  of  fire. 

I  have  been  called  upon  to  examine  several  dangerous  baildings 
the  past  year.  The  most  important,  perhaps,  was  a  building  used 
for  manufacturing  purposes.  It  had  been  reported  to  the  proper 
authorities  and  I  was  requested  to  examine  it.  Together  with  in- 
spectors John  T.  White  and  Joseph  A.  Moore  we  made  a  careful 
examination  of  the  building,  and  found  some  things  to  convince 
us  that  the  report  was  not  without  reasonable  cause.  The  girdere 
were  considerably  deflected,  and,  while  the  walls  and  columns 
seemed  to  be  all  right,  the  floor  between  them  seemed  to  be  weak. 
An  order  was  issued  to  the  proper  parties  to  strengthen  this  floor ; 
but  by  arrangement  with  the  owner,  who  immediately  commenced 
to  remove  the  weighty  material  to  the  ground  floor,  and  who  agreed, 
if  he  again  used  this  floor  for  such  a  heavy  business,  that  he  would 
strengthen  the  same  according  to  our  recommendation,  the  order 
has  not  yet  been  complied  with,  but  the  floor  has  been  abandoned 
for  this  heavy  business. 

I  have  found  it  necessary  to  send  several  more  orders  this  year 
than  last,  but  the  most  of  them  were  for  minor  matters,  like  the 
posting  of  notices  or  the  supplying  of  certain  rooms  in  a  hotel  with 
a  knotted  rope  which  had  been  removed  by  the  last  occupant  or 
some  one  else.  My  associate,  Inspector  John  J.  Sheehan,  who  is 
instructed  to  report  any  building  that  he  may  find,  in  his  duties  as 
a  factory  inspector,  that  is  not  properly  provided  with  egress,  has 
reported  eight  places.  I  have  immediately  inspected  them,  and 
those  that  in  my  judgment  were  not  properly  provided  for  were 
made  to  comply  with  the  law. 

But  few  certificates  have  been  issued,  the  most  of  the  applica- 
tions coming  from  occupants  of  buildings  that  were  built  several 
years  ago,  before  the  law  requiring  plans  to  be  deposited  with  the 
inspector  went  into  effect ;  and,  as  a  plan  has  to  be  made  before  a 
certificate  can  be  issued,  and  not  finding  time  to  make  such  plans, 
I  have  acknowledged  the  application  and  from  time  to  time  renewed 
the  same,  as  the  limited  time  that  they  comply  with  the  law  expired.

Report  of  Inspector  Splaine. 
Sir  :  —  I  respectfully  submit  herewith  tabulated  and  other  re- 
ports of  my  inspections  and  other  duties  performed  during  the  past 

year. 

Persistent  effort  to  secure  timely  possession  of  the  plans  of  such 
new  buildings  as  come  under  our  jurisdiction  has  been  crowned 
with  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  these  buildings  have  been 
supplied  with  suitable  means  of  extinguishing  fire  and  with  ample 
means  of  egress  for  their  future  occupants.  Many  of  these  plans 
had  to  be  carefully  scanned,  and  as  a  result  changes  of  importance 
have  been  exacted  and  secured  from  architects  and  owners.  The 
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regular  inspections  of  factories,  workshops,  hotels,  boarding  houses 
and  apartment  houses  have  been  diligently  made  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  from  year  to  year  that  the  ways  of  egress  and  mean3  of 
extinguishing  fire  are  being  maintained  serviceably  and  accessibly 
at  all  times ;  and  also,  and  of  great  importance,  too,  to  see  to  it 
that  some  of  the  ways  of  egress  have  not  been  obliterated  or 
diverted  at  the  whim  of  somebody,  because  of  a  desire  to  reclaim 
floor  area  or  because  additions  may  have  been  recently  made  to 
such  establishments. 

I  have  issued  during  the  year,  to  many  of  the  owners  or  man- 
agers of  such  buildings  as  I  have  already  referred  to  in  this  report, 
certificates  bearing  the  great  seal  of  the  Commonwealth.  These 
certificates  tend  to  show  that  the  State  of  Massachusetts  secures, 
as  far  as  practicable,  the  safety  and  comfort  of  such  of  her  people 
as  see  fit  to  occupy  or  resort  to  such  buildings  as  by  the  law  come 
under  the  eyes  of  the  inspectors  of  factories  and  public  buildings. 

In  addition  to  the  many  inspections  made  during  the  year  and 
the  many  days  spent  in  scrutinizing  plans  and  specifications,  I 
have  found  it  necessary  to  make  very  many  visits  to  both  new  and 
old  buildings,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  beyond  the  remotest 
doubt  that  stipulations  and  regulations  have  been  observed  and 
that  the  orders  of  the  inspector  have  been  complied  with.

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  work 
performed  by  me  during  the  past  year,  tabulated  so  far  as  prac- 
tical in  usual  form. 

The  number  of  plans  filed  with  me  has  been  very  small  in  com- 
parison with  some  years,  particularly  for  school  buildings,  owing 
to  the  high  price  of  certain  materials  early  in  the  season ;  but  in 
most  cases  the  plans  were  submitted  in  a  preliminary  form  for 
suggestions,  and  in  general  there  is  a  noticeable  improvement  in 
the  matter  of  safety  from  fires.  The  usual  number  of  buildings 
have  been  inspected,  and  where  changes  were  required,  as  tabu- 
lated, they  have  been  promptly  carried  out.

Reports  by  Districts  of  Factories,  Workshops  and 
Mercantile  Establishments  Inspected  and  Orders 
Issued. 

Report  of  Inspector  Burfitt. 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  work  as 
factory  inspector  in  District  No.  1  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  1. 
1900. 

The  duties  of  a  factory  inspector  are  the  same  from  year  to 
year,  unless  new  laws  affecting  the  line  of  factory  inspection  are 
passed.  There  has  been  one  new  law  passed  this  year  that  affects 
this  department,  —  the  new  mercantile  law.  This  law  was  passed 
to  lessen  the  hours  of  labor  of  women  and  minors.  Section  10 
of  chapter  508,  Acts  of  1894  (an  act  to  regulate  the  employment 
of  labor),  is  as  follows  :  tk  No  minor  under  eighteen  years  of  age 
shall  be  employed  in  laboring  in  any  mercantile  establishment 
more  than  sixty  hours  in  any  one  week."  The  new  law  does  away 
with  the  above,  and  is  as  follows  (chapter  378,  Acts  of  1900,  re- 
lating to  the  hours  of  labor  for  women  and  minors  employed  in 
mercantile  establishments)  :  "  No  minor  under  eighteen  years  of 
age,  and  no  woman,  shall  be  employed  in  laboring  in  any  mercan- 
tile establishment  more  than  fifty-eight  hours  in  any  one  week ; 
provided,  that  the  restrictions  imposed  by  this  section  shall  not 
apply  during  the  month  of  December  in  each  year  to  persons  em- 
ployed in  shops  for  the  sale  of  goods  at  retail." 

This  law  I  find  in  my  visits  to  mercantile  establishments  is  very 
generally  complied  with.  Some  of  the  larger  stores  had  lists 
already  made,  dividing  the  time  of  women  and  minors  in  such 
proportion  that  each  employee  did  not  exceed  the  required  time. 
Some  of  the  smaller  stores  had  not  given  it  much  thought,  and  to 
these  a  copy  of  the  law  was  given,  and  notice  to  comply.  I  think 
there  will  be  a  full  compliance  in  future.    I  find  but  very  little 
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change  in  the  numbers  employed ;  the  difference,  if  any,  is  in 
favor  of  the  females,  as  there  are  more  employed  this  year  than 
the  year  previous.  There  have  been  less  labor  troubles,  and  on 
the  whole  a  better  feeling  seems  to  exist  between  employer  and 
the  employed. 

Ways  of  egress  have  been  well  looked  after,  especially  in  build- 
ings used  for  currying  purposes,  as  there  is  a  quantity  of  inflam- 
mable matter  used,  of  a  kind  that  in  case  of  fire  causes  a  very 
dense  smoke,  and  makes  it  very  difficult  for  operatives  to  find  the 
ways  of  getting  out.  New  fire-escapes  have  been  placed  on  all 
of  such  buildings  in  the  district  under  my  charge. 

In  regard  to  the  inspection  of  elevators,  I  know  of  but  one  acci- 
dent occurring  in  District  No.  1,  during  the  year  just  ending,  and 
that  was  not  fatal.  It  was  caused  by  the  breaking  of  the  machine, 
and  not  by  the  breaking  of  the  hoisting  rope,  as  is  generally  the 
case.  The  safety  device  was  what  is  called  the  Canfield  safety, 
but  was  not  of  sufficient  strength  to  hold  the  load.  I  consider 
this  safety  device  one  of  the  best  in  use,  as  it  works  independently 
of  any  part  of  the  machinery  or  hoisting  rope. 

In  conclusion,  I  might  say,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  judge, 
all  requirements  have  been  very  willingly  complied  with,  and  a 
general  feeling  of  contentment  seems  prevalent  in  regard  to  the 


employed.

Report  of  Inspector  Burleigh. 


Sir  :  —  I  respectfully  submit  a  tabulated  report  of  inspections 
made  in  District  No.  3  for  the  year  now  ended. 

Since  the  subject  is  a  much-discussed  one,  little  remains  to  be 
said  concerning  the  proper  guarding  of  dangerous  machinery.  As 
a  rule,  small  manufacturers  are  constantly  putting  up  new  machin- 
ery to  be  run  only  part  of  the  time,  and  changing  the  old  without 
adding  safeguards  to  protect  employees.  In  other  cases  the  ex- 
cuse for  not  guarding  the  machinery  is  that  they  are  fully  insured 
against  accidents.  Most  of  the  large  manufacturers  are  more 
willing,  when  convinced  of  the  advantage  to  employer  and  em- 
ployee, to  apply  and  use  the  best  safeguards  obtainable. 

In  many  instances  where  the  requirements  are  not  complied 
with,  there  is  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  law ;  in  other  cases 
superintendents  and  managers  are  not  trained  in  the  best  methods 
of  guarding  dangerous  machinery,  and,  on  account  of  the  multi- 
plicity of  their  duties,  they  leave  this  important  matter  to  others. 

Fatal  elevator  accidents  are  far  too  many,  and  I  am  convinced 
many  of  them  come  from  a  lack  of  knowledge  and  proper  instruc- 
tion of  the  person  allowed  to  have  charge  of  the  elevator.  In 
many  places  safety  devices  are  fastened  back  and  automatic  gates 
are  tied  up,  —  temporarily,  as  they  say;  but  in  most  instances 
they  are  forgotten  and  left  thus  unguarded.  Another  common 
fault  is^that  any  employee  may  use  the  elevator  without  previous 
knowledge  of  its  proper  working. 

The  labor  law  for  women  and  minors  is  accepted  as  wise  and 
just  by  the  manufacturers,  and  is  generally  complied  with.  Very 
few  illiterate  minors  were  found  at  work,  and  they  attend  evening 
school. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  all  the  large  manufactories  in  District 
No.  3  were  found  to  be  greatly  improved,  while  in  the  smaller 
places,  especially  in  Boston,  even  with  frequent  visits  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  better  conditions.

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Report  of  Inspector  Sillars. 

Sir  :  —  I  submit  with  this  a  tabulated  report  of  inspections  made 
by  me  in  this  district  during  the  year. 

Of  the  440  orders  given  during  the  year,  63  were  for  sanitary 
improvements;  119  in  regard  to  posting  up  notices  of  the  hours 
of  labor;  200  general  orders,  mostly  in  relation  to  guarding 
machinery,  etc.  ;  and  58  were  in  relation  to  evening  schools  and 
certificates  for  children  employed,  etc.  I  found  but  two  children 
under  fourteen  ^ears  employed,  and  they  were  sent  home,  when 
their  employer's  attention  was  called  to  the  law.  There  has  been 
no  complaint  this  year  in  regard  to  heating  street  railroad  cars, 
neither  has  their  been  any  complaint  in  regard  to  the  weekly  pay- 
ment of  wages.  The  matter  of  egress  from  factories,  also  the 
elevators  in  the  city  of  Boston,  are  by  law  placed  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  proper  city  officers  (chapter  481,  Acts  of  1894,  sections 
24  to  38)  ;  but  in  my  inspections  when  I  found  means  of  egress 
poor  or  elevators  in  poor  condition  I  have  notified  the  proper  city 
officials  of  the  same.  Several  orders  have  been  given  in  regard 
to  controlling  power  in  factories  ;  there  should  be  clutches  in  every 
room,  so  that  the  machinery  could  be  controlled  in  the  room. 
There  have  been  four  fatal  accidents  in  my  district  this  year,  three 
of  them  on  elevators  in  Boston. 

The  year  has  passed  off  with  little  or  no  friction  in  this  district, 
all  manufacturers  freely  and  willingly  comply  with  the  law ;  and 
I  report  District  No.  4  to  be  in  good  condition  and  living  up  to 
the  law.

Sir  :  — In  accordance  with  instructions,  I  forward  tabulated  re- 
port of  portions  of  work  performed  the  current  year.  In  the  list 
of  buildings  and  factories  inspected  only  those  where  orders  were 
issued  are  given.  There  is  nothing  new  to  say  about  the  ordinary 
work  of  inspection ;  it  is  about  the  same  from  year  to  year,  except 
as  new  methods  and  new  machinery  are  brought  into  use  and  new 
laws  are  passed  by  the  Legislature.  Much  of  the  work  of  the  in- 
spector cannot  be  reported  in  all  its  detail;  if  that  were  done, 
there  would  be  much  less  time  in  which  to  do  the  work. 

Complaints  must  be  investigated  which  sometimes  require  con- 
siderable time,  and  the  statements  made  are  found  not  to  be 
borne  out,  those  making  them  being  mistaken  either  in  the  facts 
or  in  the  law  bearing  on  the  subject,  —  locked  doors  and  overtime 
employment  especially.  Some  one  trying  to  get  into  a  factory, 
not  being  able  to  do  so,  reports  doors  locked  contrary  to  law,  on 
investigation,  we  find  the  doors  fastened  in  such  a  manner  that 
they  cannot  be  opened  from  the  outside,  but  perfectly  free  as  to 
egress.  Some  one  seeing  a  factory  lighted  up  in  the  evening,  re- 
ports working  in  violation  of  the  statutes  ;  but  on  investigation 
we  find  only  men  at  work,  generally  in  some  department  that  has 
fallen  behind. 

Sanitary  arrangements  are  fairly  well  up  to  the  requirements  of 
the  statutes.  In  small  towns  with  no  sewerage  it  is  a  hard  matter 
to  say  just  what  to  do.  In  old  buildings  in  the  city  the  arrange- 
ments are  so  poor  and  out  of  date  that  the  only  way  to  make  them 
what  they  should  be  is  to  have  the  old  system  taken  out  and  a 
wholly  new  one  put  in.  The  Board  of  Health  and  the  plumbing 
inspectors  having  full  power  to  say  what  the  material  shall  be  and 
how  it  shall  be  installed,  it  appeared  to  me  that  they  should  order 
it,  so  in  one  case  I  reported  to  them.  Where  better  ventilation, 
cleaning  up  and  deodorizing  were  needed,  or  where  there  was  an 
insufficient  number  of  closets,  I  have  given  the  orders  myself. 
Chapter  481,  section  51,  Acts  of  1894,  requires  communication  in 
plants  operated  by  steam  between  each  room  and  the  engine  room 
by  speaking  tubes,  electric  bells  or  other  appliances  that  shall  con- 
trol the  motive  power,  or  such  means  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the 
inspector  of  factories,  provided  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspec- 
tors such  communication  is  necessary.  All  of  these  different 
things,  including  automatic  stops,  are  used  in  the  various  fac- 
tories, except  in  some  where  I  think  they  have  something  better, 
which  is  a  friction  clutch,  by  which  the  main  shaft  of  each  room 
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can  be  cut  off  immediately  by  one  motion  of  a  lever,  stopping  the 
machinery  in  that  room,  in  case  of  accident  to  any  person,  more 
quickly  than  could  be  done  by  stopping  the  engine,  besides  many 
other  advantages.  One  of  the  largest  plants  in  this  district,  the 
Lancaster  Mills  at  Clinton,  has  the  present  year  equipped  its  plant 
with  electricity,  having  a  motor  in  each  room  absolutely  under 
the  control  of  the  overseer. 

Elevators  are  a  constant  source  of  anxiety.  In  some  factories 
they  are  inspected  by  a  competent  machinist  every  week,  in  others 
every  month,  and  kept  in  good  order.  In  some  places  they  are 
scarcely  looked  after  at  all,  notably  in  the  large  blocks  in  the  city 
where  there  are  several  tenants,  no  one  in  charge,  elevators  used 
by  express  and  truck  men,  or  any  one  who  wishes  to  use  them. 
They  are  liable  to  be  out  of  order  any  time.  Safety  appliances 
cannot  be  relied  upon,  for  sometimes  when  they  appear  to  be  all 
right  they  fail  to  work  in  an  emergency.  There  was  one  fatal 
accident  in  this  city  on  an  elevator,  the  safest  that  can  be  built, 
hydraulic  direct  plunger,  automatic  hatches  and  gates,  electric 
bells  to  signal  from  each  floor,  —  in  fact,  all  precaution  taken  that 
could  be  thought  of  to  secure  safety,  —  still,  a  man  was  killed. 
From  the  position  in  which  his  body  was  found  it  appeared  that 
he  must  have  attempted  to  get  onto  the  elevator  while  it  was  in 
motion,  —  a  most  dangerous  practice,  which  has  been  the  cause 
of  death  in  previous  years.  Such  accidents  no  safety  devices  can 
prevent. 

Many  accidents  are  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  operators. 
As  they  become  familiar  with  the  various  machines,  they  lose 
caution,  and  operate  them  without  that  attention  that  is  necessary 
to  safety. 

Complaints  have  been  few,  and  all  troubles  satisfactorily 
settled  without  resort  to  the  courts.  Most  of  the  employers  know 
the  law,  and  are  willing  to  comply  with  its  requirements.  Of 
course  there  is  carelessness  on  their  part,  and  some  things  are 
allowed  to  go  that  should  have  been  attended  to  before  their 
attention  was  called  to  it.  Many  employers  when  in  doubt  send 
or  come  to  the  office  to  ascertain  just  what  they  can  do.  My  rela- 
tions with  both  employers  and  employees  have  been  pleasant,  and 
the  various  laws  have  been  enforced  without  any  unnecessary 
friction.

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Report  of  Inspector  Tierney. 

Sir:  —  In  making  this  my  annual  report  I  am  to  present  but 
little  in  addition  to  my  previous  ones,  the  duties  being  of  the  same 
general  character  as  heretofore  ;  orders  given  being  in  all  cases 
cheerfully  complied  with,  and  the  inspector  given  every  facility  to 
examine  the  machinery  and  make  inquiries  as  to  the  employment 
of  women  and  minors. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  our  factories  and  workshops  is  a  matter 
of  great  importance,  for  on  this  depends  to  a  great  extent  the 
health,  well-being  and  energy  of  the  operatives.  I  am  pleased  to 
be  able  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  much  improvement  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  in  very  many  of  our  manufacturing 
establishments ;  but,  while  most  of  them  are  in  a  very  good  sani- 
tary condition,  there  is  still  room  for  further  improvement.  Some 
are  not  kept  in  that  condition  of  cleanliness  which  is  conducive  to 
health,  and  I  have  had  occasion  to  issue  several  orders  during  the 
past  year  for  better  sanitary  closets  and  ventilation,  all  of  which 
have  either  been  complied  with  or  are  in  the  process  of  construction. 

The  law  requiring  specifications  to  be  furnished  to  persons 
employed  in  cotton,  worsted  and  woollen  factories  is  generally 
observed  in  this  district.  The  law  relating  to  hours  of  labor  re- 
quired of  conductors  and  motormen  on  street  railroad  cars  is  work- 
ing in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  in  this  district,  and  there  have 
been  no  complaints  the  last  year ;  also  they  all  comply  with  the 
law  in  regard  to  heating  the  cars.  The  fifty-eight-hour  law  for 
women  and  minors  has  been  fully  complied  with,  only  a  few  com- 
plaints having  been  received  during  the  year.  Seeing  that  time 
tables  are  properly  filled  out  and  kept  posted  is  a  matter  requiring 
constant  vigilance.  From  time  to  time  they  are  either  torn  down 
or  defaced,  necessitating  new  ones  being  posted.  The  usual  at- 
tention has  been  given  to  the  guarding  of  dangerous  machinery, 
such  as  exposed  gearing,  dangerous  shafting,  projecting  set  screws, 
etc.,  all  of  which  orders  have  been  cheerfully  complied  with  or  are 
in  process.  The  evening  schools  in  this  district  have  been  well 
attended  this  last  session,  and  promise  as  well  for  the  coming  term. 
The  superintendents  of  the  different  establishments  have  been 
notified  that  they  must  send  all  illiterate  minors  in  their  employ 
to  these  schools.  The  law  in  regard  to  the  locking  or  bolting  of 
doors  in  buildings  where  operatives  are  employed,  so  as  to  prevent 
free  egress  in  case  of  fire  during  the  hours  of  labor,  is  complied 
with  very  generally,  only  two  or  three  cases  being  brought  to  ray 
attention  during  the  year.  The  laws  regarding  safety  of  elevators 
are  well  complied  with,  all  having  some  kind  of  safety  device  ;  and 
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elevator  openings  are  guarded  either  by  automatic  trap  doors  or 
gates,  and  most  of  them  have  wire  cables. 

Chapter  378,  Acts  of  1900,  relating  to  the  hours  of  labor  of 
women  and  minors  in  mercantile  establishments,  provides  that  no 
women  or  minors  under  eighteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed 
more  than  fifty-eight  hours  in  a  week.  Said  act  took  effect  July 
last,  and  has  been  thoroughly  enforced,  and  all  have  complied  with 
the  law,  and  the  change  of  time  from  sixty  to  fifty-eight  hours  for 
a  week's  work  was  made  without  friction. 

The  law  requiring  the  inspector  to  visit  all  theatres  and  places 
of  assemblage  I  have  attended  to  in  this  district.  I  think  this  law 
has  been  fully  enforced,  and  when  the  aisles  have  been  obstructed 
in  any  manner  by  portable  seats,  or  crowding,  or  sitting  in  the 
aisles  in  the  galleries,  blocking  the  egress  to  fire-escapes,  etc.,  I 
have  given  the  managers  notice,  and  all  obstructions  were  immedi- 
ately removed. 

All  manufacturers  with  whom  I  have  been  brought  in  contact  in 
the  performance  of  my  various  duties  have  been  most  courteous 
and  agreeable,  and  have  complied  with  all  orders  and  recommenda- 
tions suggested  by  me.

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Report  of  Inspector  Howes. 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  tabulated  re- 
port of  work  performed  by  me  during  the  past  year.  Many  of  the 
manufacturing  companies  in  this  district  have  consolidated,  there- 
by causing  a  change  of  management  in  the  different  establishments. 
The  majority  of  these  combinations  are  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  other  States,  and  are  therefore  somewhat  indifferent  as  regards 
the  laws  governing  the  inspection  of  factories  and  public  buildings 
of  this  State,  although  after  a  full  explanation  of  the  laws  the  new 
managers  do  comply. 

Chapter  494,  Acts  of  1898,  relating  to  child  labor  has  been  very 
well  complied  with.  I  have  found  the  posting  of  children's  lists  to 
be  of  great  help  in  enforcing  the  law.  In  regard  to  minor's  cer- 
tificates, I  would  recommend,  in  cases  where  children  will  be  four- 
teen years  old  at  the  beginning  of  the  coming  school  term,  that 
permission  should  be  granted  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  to 
labor  during  vacation,  as  it  is  a  hardship  to  remain  idle  under 
these  circumstances.  Section  7  of  the  above  chapter,  relating  to 
illiterate  minors,  has  been  well  complied  with. 

In  regard  to  the  hours  of  labor,  I  find  most  of  the  manufacturers 
thoroughly  understand  the  law,  and  are  willing  to  comply  with  the 
hours  that  are  posted. 

To  the  elevators  in  manufacturing,  mercantile  and  public  build- 
ings I  have  annually  given  a  great  deal  of  time,  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  work  has  been  on  those  located  in  mercantile  and  pub- 
lic buildings.  My  experience  has  been  that  the  elevators  in  mercan- 
tile and  public  buildings  are  not  in  as  good  condition  as  those  of 
the  manufacturing  establishments,  and  are  more  dangerous,  as  they 
are  used  for  both  freight  and  passengers.  Communications  have 
been  introduced  in  a  great  many  manufacturing  establishments 
where  steam  power  is  used.  A  majority  of  the  manufacturers  in 
this  district  are  using  steam  and  water  combined,  and  in  such  cases 
it  would  not  be  practical. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  most  of  the  manufacturing  establish- 
ments are  very  good,  and,  where  ventilation  can  be  improved  through 
the  introduction  of  fans  or  other  mechanical  devices,  the  manufact- 
urers are  most  willing  to  follow  the  suggestions  of  the  inspectors. 

Chapter  378,  Acts  of  1900,  relating  to  the  hours  of  labor  of 
women  and  minors  in  mercantile  establishments  in  this  district  has 
been  fully  complied  with  in  the  past,  with  the  exception  of  one 
city.  This  city  has  employed  its  minors  and  women  sixty  hours 
and  over  per  week,  by  laboring  through  the  day  and  three  even- 
ings.   The  employees  that  come  under  the  above  provisions  are 
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now  obliged  to  go  out  during  the  day  time  and  work  three  even- 
ings, so  as  to  comply  with  the  above  chapter.

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Report  of  Inspector  Putnam. 
Sir  :  —  In  the  work  of  a  factory  inspector  there  is  much  accom- 
plished that  there  is  no  way  of  showing  in  compiling  the  detailed 
report  for  the  year.  Many  visits  have  been  made  to  different  fac- 
tories with  members  of  the  local  boards  of  health,  with  the  pur- 
pose in  view  of  improving  the  sanitary  conditions  of  such  factories 
where  needed.  In  one  city  in  the  district,  I  visited,  with  the  secre- 
tary of  the  board,  every  factory,  and  made  a  thorough  and  syste- 
matic inspection  of  the  sanitary  conditions  ;  and,  without  sending 
any  formal  notices  of  the  changes  desired,  our  suggestions  were 
in  nearly  all  cases  pleasantly  received  and  cheerfully  complied 
with,  and  as  a  result  the  conditions  in  those  factories  are  vastly 
improved. 

The  number  of  orders  issued  during  the  past  year  shows  a  de- 
crease of  just  100,  and  of  the  251  issued  there  were  but  115  for  the 
guarding  of  machinery  and  elevator  entrances,  thus  indicating  that 
employers  are  paying  closer  attention  to  the  safeguarding  of  their 
employees  than  formerly.  In  many  of  the  cases  above  referred  to 
the  manufacturer  had  provided  good  and  sufficient  guards,  which 
had  been  removed  and  not  replaced.  I  find  that  it  is  an  easy  task 
to  get  manufacturers  to  provide  guards,  but  a  difficult  matter  to  in- 
duce employees  to  keep  them  in  place.  "  I  have  worked  on  that 
kind  of  a  machine  for  years,  and  never  got  caught ;  so  what  is  the 
need  of  a  guard?  "  is  the  usual  expression.  I  remind  them  of  the 
"pitcher  that  goes  to  the  well  too  often,"  and  that  "familiarity 
breeds  contempt,"  and  insist  on  the  guard  being  used.  Where  I 
formerly  looked  for  probable  danger  I  now  make  a  close  examina- 
tion for  the  possibility  of  it  and  the  practical  means  of  guarding 
against  it. 

That  section  of  the  law  relating  to  the  locking  of  doors  during 
working  hours  troubles  me  but  little,  as  its  provisions  are  very 
fully  complied  with.  Few  complaints  of  overtime  are  received; 
weekly  payments  are  the  rule ;  projecting  set-screws  and  coupling 
pins  are  seldom  seen  ;  gears  are  well  protected  ;  fly  wheels,  crank 
shafts,  belts  and  pulleys  are  railed  or  boxed  where  necessary ;  ele- 
vator entrances  are  well  guarded ;  and  all  matters  concerning  the 
safety  of  employees  are  generally  well  looked  after  by  the  proprietors 
of  the  manufacturing  establishments  in  the  district. 

Where  once  the  factory  inspector  was  looked  upon  as  somewhat 
of  an  interloper,  he  is  now  received  with  courtesy,  and  his  sugges- 
tions for  the  improvement  of  the  conditions  of  the  people  employed 
therein  are  usually  adopted  without  the  question  of  authority  being 
brought  up  at  all.

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Report  of  Inspector  Sheehan. 
Sir  :  —  In  accordance  with  your  order,  I  submit  a  tabulated  re- 
port of  the  work  performed  in  this  district  and  a  short  review  of 
the  same. 

My  time  has  been  fully  occupied  during  the  year.  In  the  per- 
formance of  my  duties  it  has  been  necessary  for  me  to  make  fre- 
quent visits  to  most  of  the  large  factories  in  this  district. 

The  law  has,  in  general,  been  well  observed.  Its  requirements 
are  much  better  understood,  and  compliances  have  been  more 
readily  secured  than  in  previous  years.  Good  results  of  past 
work  are  seen  in  many  factories.  It  is  evident  that  greater  care 
is  exercised  in  these  places,  and  that  the  unfavorable  conditions 
under  which  men  and  women  formerly  labored  have  been  materially 
improved. 

Some  manufacturers  have  voluntarily  put  their  establishments 
in  excellent  condition,  and  have  invited  inspection.  Their  prime 
object  has  been  to  secure  the  safety  and  comfort  of  their  employees, 
and  they  have  made  many  changes  and  improvements  which,  under 
a  strict  construction  of  the  laws,  could  not  have  been  required. 

Chapter  494,  Acts  of  1898,  relating  to  the  employment  of  minors, 
is  generally  observed  by  the  owners  of  the  factories,  and  they  be- 
lieve in  the  law  ;  but  the  frequent  changes  of  overseers,  who  are 
either  ignorant  of  the  law  or  careless  in  its  observance,  require 
constant  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  inspector  to  get  a  proper 
compliance  with  the  law. 

Chapter  508,  Acts  of  1894,  relating  to  the  employment  of  women 
and  minors  in  manufacturing  and  mechanical  establishments,  is 
well  observed.  I  have  had  a  few  complaints,  which,  when  investi- 
gated, proved  to  be  untrue,  but  I  found  a  disposition  on  the  part 
of  some  of  the  help  to  loiter  around  the  shop,  instead  of  going 
home.  I  have  been  visiting  the  mercantile  establishments  in  this 
district  to  notify  them  of  chapter  378,  Acts  of  1900,  and  found  on 
inquiring  that  they  were  already  complying  with  the  law,  and  the 
women  and  minors  in  their  employ  were  not  working  more  than 
fifty-six  or  fifty-seven  hours  per  week,  and  four  of  the  largest 
establishments  were  surprised  to  know  that  they  were  complying 
with  a  law  that  did  not  exist. 

The  weekly  payment  law  is  generally  complied  with,  but  one 
case  of  non-payment  has  been  reported  to  me,  which  was  adjusted 
by  the  firm  when  they  were  notified  of  the  law. 

Most  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  this  district  maintain  evening 
schools,  and  the  school  boards  and  their  officers  have  so  well  en- 
forced the  law  in  regard  to  illiterate  minors  that  the  number  attend- 
ing schools  have  greatly  increased. 
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The  sanitary  condition  of  the  factories  and  workshops  is  very 
good.  The  dangerous  machinery  has  been  carefully  inspected  and 
protected  when  necessary. 

I  have  given  a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  inspection  of  elevator 
ropes  and  the  hoisting  machinery,  and  have  called  the  attention 
of  the  owners  to  the  necessity  of  giving  constant  attention,  to 
see  that  they  are  in  proper  working  order  for  the  safety  of  their 
employees. 

In  my  visits  of  inspection  to  the  factories  I  have  been  received 
kindly,  and  the  owners  have  cheerfully  complied  with  all  orders 
and  suggestions  from  the  inspector.

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Report  of  Inspector  Dam. 

Sir:  —  I  herewith  respectfully  submit,  in  tabulated  form,  a  re- 
port of  inspections  made  where  orders  were  issued,  also  a  sum- 
mary of  work  performed  in  District  No.  10  during  the  year. 

I  would  report  that  chapter  378,  Acts  of  1900,  restricting  the 
hours  of  labor  of  women  and  minors  in  mercantile  establishments 
to  fifty-eight  in  any  one  week,  except  during  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber, is  being  complied  with  very  satisfactorily.  Communication 
between  different  rooms  where  machinery  is  used  and  the  room 
where  the  engineer  is  stationed  has  been  installed,  where  deemed 
necessary,  according  to  the  law.  But  few  accidents  have  occurred. 
Attention  has  been  given  to  the  various  laws  intrusted  to  my  charge 
for  enforcement,  only  one  complaint  being  entered,  and  that  for 
intentional  violation  of  the  fifty-eight-hour  law. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  the  general  condition  of  the  dis- 
trict is  good,  and  my  relations  with  all  the  manufacturing  and 
mercantile  establishments  are  as  pleasant  as  could  be  expected.

Sir  :  —  In  connection  with  my  tabulated  report  I  submit  a  brief 
report  of  some  of  the  laws  intrusted  to  me  to  enforce  in  my  district. 

Chapter  378,  Acts  of  1900,  is  in  relation  to  the  hours  of  labor 
required  of  women  and  minors  employed  in  mercantile  establish- 
ments. In  Lowell  and  Lawrence  in  most  of  the  large  stores  the 
proprietors  confine  themselves  to  the  fifty-eight  hour  law  now  in 
force  in  all  manufactories,  and  I  find  but  very  few  women  and 
minors  employed  over  fifty-eight  hours  per  week  in  such  places  in 
the  District  No.  11. 

Chapter  481,  section  51,  Acts  of  1894,  requires  communication 
between  the  different  rooms  and  the  engine  room.  Most  of  the 
manufactories  in  my  district  have  complied  with  this  law,  and 
in  many  cases  agents  have  gone  to  considerable  expense  to 
make  everything  safe  and  secure  in  event  of  an  accident  occurring 
to  the  machinery. 

Night  work  has  commenced  in  some  of  the  corporations,  but  for 
this  class  of  work  new  gangs  are  employed,  and  in  no  cases  have 
the  help  worked  over  fifty-eight  hours  per  week. 

The  evening  schools  in  Lowell  and  Lawrence  are  now  in  session, 
with  very  full  attendance  in  both  cities.  I  have  assisted  the  super- 
intendents of  schools  in  both  places  in  urging  the  overseers  to 
have  all  illiterate  minors  employed  by  the  different  corporations 
attend  the  evening  sessions  of  schools. 

The  elevators  in  my  district  are  in  first-class  condition.  Much 
care  is  used  on  the  several  plants  by  the  management,  and  when 
orders  are  given  to  remedy  any  defects  on  the  elevators  or  the 
machinery  connected  with  the  same,  they  are  very  promptly  com- 
plied with. 

In  my  investigations  of  theatres  and  places  of  assembly  I  find 
the  managers  are  trying  to  live  up  to  the  law.  In  but  one  or  two 
places  do  they  sell  too  many  tickets  to  the  gallery,  and  this  is  when 
good  or  extra  performances  come  to  the  city.  In  these  theatres  I 
am  a  frequent  visitor,  to  see  that  the  law  is  strictly  complied  with. 

I  have  had  no  complaints  against  the  electric  roads  this  year  on 
account  of  insufficient  heating  of  the  cars.  Since  more  power  has 
been  added  in  the  power  houses,  the  complaints  have  been  few. 

All  agents  and  managers  of  the  manufactories  have  complied 
with  all  orders  promptly  and  courteously.

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  me  to  note  the  improvements  that  are 
constantly  being  made  in  the  large  stores,  not  only  in  Boston,  but 
in  nearly  all  of  the  fourteen  cities  that  I  visit  outside  of  Boston. 
These  improvements  are  made  in  many  cases  simply  to  facilitate 
the  handling  of  trade,  yet  there  is  a  growing  tendency  to  consider 
the  needs  and  conveniences  of  the  employees,  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  following.  One  of  Boston's  large  mercantile  firms,  before 
completing  plans  for  the  enlargement  of  its  establishment,  con- 
sulted me  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  I  could  suggest  any- 
thing more  for  the  convenience  or  well-being  of  their  people.  This 
firm,  as  well  as  some  others,  has  a  custom  of  holding  meetings  of 
their  employees  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  matters  of  mutual 
interest,  and  some  questions  are  submitted  and  decided  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  employees.  Such  a  course  cannot  fail  of 
bringing  employer  and  employed  to  a  better  understanding  of  their 
relations  to  each  other,  more  kindly  feelings  must  ensue,  followed 
by  better  service  on  one  side  and  a  fuller  appreciation  of  that 
service  on  the  other  side. 

In  regard  to  employment  of  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age, 
I  have  found  but  one,  and  he  was  discharged  immediately.

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Inspectors'  Reports  of  Clothing  made  tn  Tenement 
Houses  and  Workshops. 

Report  of  Inspector  Griffin. 
Sir  :  —  A  retrospection  of  the  work  accomplished  during  the 
year  1900  demonstrates  the  necessity  and  importance  of  the  law 
regulating  the  manufacture  of  clothing  in  tenement  houses,  espe- 
cially that  section  which  compels  home  workers  to  obtain  a  license. 
One  of  the  regulations  governing  such  licenses  obliges  the  holders 
thereof  to  report  at  once  the  existence  of  any  contagious  or  infec- 
tious disease,  either  in  their  own  family  or  in  any  family  residing 
in  the  same  building.  Out  of  the  twenty-nine  cases  of  diphtheria 
and  scarlet-fever  that  occurred  in  buildings  where  a  license  had 
been  issued,  only  five  failed  to  report.  This  indicates  a  knowledge 
and  an  observance  of  this  most  important  condition  of  their  li- 
censes. A  great  number  of  the  applicants  for  a  license  to  finish 
trousers  are  of  the  lowest  type  of  our  foreign  population,  residing 
in  musty,  foul-smelling  rooms,  in  filthy  buildings,  many  of  them 
situated  in  back  courts  and  lanes,  surrounded  by  poverty,  filth  and 
disease.  Were  it  not  for  the  license  law,  these  people  would  be 
manufacturing  clothing  for  the  public  use  indiscriminately  in  such 
places,  as  facts  have  disclosed  that  the  employer  seldom  inquires 
into,  or  troubles  himself  to  ascertain,  the  condition  of  the  premises 
where  he  sends  his  work.  Another  condition  of  the  licenses  de- 
mands absolute  cleanliness  of  rooms  and  surroundings,  and  in 
many  cases  we  are  obliged  to  refuse  a  license  to  persons  whose 
rooms  are  kept  very  clean  but  located  in  dirty  tenement  houses. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  majority  of  the  applicants  for  a  license  to 
make  ladies'  and  children's  garments  are  of  the  English-speaking 
class,  who  are  forced,  through  the  non-employment  of  their  hus- 
bands, sickness  or  other  misfortunes,  to  seek  employment  to  aid 
in  the  support  of  their  families.  The  compensation  they  receive 
for  this  kind  of  work  is  so  small  that  they  discontinue  it  the  mo- 
ment that  they  can  obtain  other  employment.  We  generally  find 
their  apartments  in  a  cleanly  condition,  the  principal  trouble  with 
them  being  their  removal  from  place  to  place.  Again,  there  are 
many  who  receive  a  temporary  license,  make  only  a  dozen  or 
two  garments,  and  then  give  up  in  disgust  on  account  of  the  very 
poor  pay.  This  necessitates  a  great  amount  of  clerical  work  in 
sending  out  notices  for  securing  and  revoking  their  temporary 
licenses.  Continual  visits  to  places  where  licenses  are  granted, 
as  well  as  to  those  where  licenses  have  been  refused,  are  necessary 
in  order  that  the  law  may  be  strictly  enforced.  Considerable 
trouble  has  been  experienced  with  the  custom  dressmakers,  many 
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of  them  having  their  work  rooms  connected  with  their  tenements. 
However,  when  the  law  was  fully  explained  to  them,  they  were 
obliged  to  disconnect  their  work  rooms  from  their  living  apart- 
ments, or,  in  cases  where  they  were  unable  to  do  that,  to  move 
into  suitable  shops. 

The  regular  workshops  inspected  were  found,  with  few  excep- 
tions, in  fairly  good  order,  their  great  fault  being  the  dirty  state 
of  their  water-closets.  If  the  owners  of  these  establishments  were 
compelled  to  obtain  a  permit  from  this  department,  similar  to  the 
home  workers'  license,  strict  cleanliness  and  healthier  conditions 
could  be  easily  obtained. 

Court  cases  were  as  follows  :  Jacob  Levin,  1  Bartlett  Place, 
Boston,  was  fined  $50  for  maintaining  a  tenement  house  workshop 
for  the  manufacture  of  ladies'  garments.  He  was  also  obliged  to 
move  on  account  of  the  filthy  condition  of  the  building.  While 
he  tried  to  demonstrate  to  the  court  that  he  kept  a  clean  and 
healthy  workshop,  a  few  days  after  he  moved  out  diphtheria  broke 
out  in  the  building.  Morris  Green,  109  Salem  Street,  Boston,  was 
fined  $50  for  violation  of  the  ten-hour  law.  The  difficulty  en- 
countered in  prosecuting  this  class  of  violators  of  the  law  may  be 
better  understood  when  I  state  that,  although  two  inspectors  stood 
in  front  of  his  shop  and  watched  his  help  at  work  from  7.15  in  the 
morning  until  7.30  at  night,  he  and  five  of  his  employees  swore 
that  they  did  not  begin  to  work  until  1  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
and  that  every  other  day  in  the  year,  except  that  particular  day, 
they  worked  from  7  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  Among  the  employees  who  so 
testified  was  one  who  the  day  previous  notified  us  of  the  violation. 

Through  carelessness  during  repairs,  rather  than  any  intention  of 
violating  the  laws,  time  tables  have  been  lost  or  destroyed  in  many 
shops.    When  notified  of  this  laxity,  employers  have  promptly 


posted  them  again.

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Report  of  Inspector  Plunkett. 

Sir  :  —  Having  completed  another  year's  labor  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law  relating  to  sale  and  manufacture  of  clothing  made 
in  unhealthy  places,  there  is  nothing  which  suggests  itself  to  me 
for  the  better  protection  of  the  public  from  the  dangers  of  con- 
tagion arising  from  their  purchase  of  wearing  apparel  which  had 
been  manufactured  under  the  tenement-house  system,  other  than 
the  faithful  enforcement  of  this  law.  Section  44  of  the  law  pro- 
hibits the  use  of  any  room  or  apartment,  in  any  tenement  or  dwell- 
ing house  for  the  manufacture  of  wearing  apparel  except  by  the 
members  of  the  family  dwelling  therein  ;  but  contains  a  proviso, 
which  excepts  from  the  provisions  of  the  law  any  room  or  apart- 
ment in  a  tenement  or  dwelling  house  which  is  not  connected  with 
any  room  or  apartment  used  for  living  or  sleeping  purposes,  and 
which  has  a  separate  and  distinct  entrance  from  the  outside.  This 
exception  is  the  only  portion  of  the  law  which  is  the  cause  of  any 
conflict  between  the  inspector  and  the  proprietors  of  this  class 
of  workshops.  These  workshops  are  usually  situated  in  stores 
located  in  the  first  story  of  tenement  or  dwelling  houses,  and  are 
generally  connected  with  a  tenement  in  the  rear  by  doorways  from 
the  store,  which  doors  must  be  closed  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  law.  There  will  always  be  more  or  less  of  this 
class  of  workshops  while  this  exception  to  the  law  exists,  as  the 
people  who  engage  in  this  method  of  manufacture  have  a  natural 
tendency  to  conduct  business  on  their  own  account,  even  if  the 
financial  results  are  not  as  large  as  if  they  were  in  the  employ  of 
another ;  and  consequently  new  shops  are  continually  starting  up, 
more  particularly  during  the  busy  seasons.  There  have  been 
twenty-eight  of  this  class  of  workshops  discovered  during  the 
year,  wherein  it  was  necessary  to  order  changes  made  so  as  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  ;  eight  of  these  the  pro- 
prietors were  obliged  to  vacate,  they  not  being  able  to  make  the 
changes  ordered.  The  number  of  persons  employed  in  this  class 
of  workshops  averaged  less  than  five  to  each  shop  at  the  time  of 
inspection ;  but  they  would  probably  employ  twice  that  number 
during  the  busy  season.  The  proprietors  of  these  shops  claim  to 
be  making  garments  for  private  customers  only,  but  my  investiga- 
tion convinces  me  that  most  of  these  garments  are  made  for,  and 
sold  by  travelling  pedlers  and  small  retail  stores.  A  strict  com- 
pliance with  the  requirements  of  section  44  of  the  law  has  been 
exacted  in  all  cases,  and  when  necessary  a  compliance  with  section 
33,  chapter  508,  relating  to  sanitary  provisions  in  workshops. 

That  portion  of  section  44  of  the  law  which  requires  that  a 
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license  must  first  be  procured  before  any  family  or  any  member 
thereof  can  engage  in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel  in  any  tene- 
ment or  dwelling  house  is  now  thoroughly  understood  and  faith- 
fully complied  with  by  the  employers  of  this  class  of  labor.  Over 
eight  hundred  applications  for  licenses  have  been  received  during 
the  year  in  the  district  assigned  to  me ;  and  in  a  majority  of  cases 
the  homes  and  surroundings  of  the  applicants  were  such  as  to  war- 
rant the  issuing  of  a  permanent  license  ;  but  three  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  of  these  having  been  granted  a  temporary  license,  upon 
visiting  them  it  was  found  that  they  were  unable  to  earn  sufficient 
at  the  business  to  warrant  their  continuance  therein,  and,  conse- 
quently, they  did  not  require  a  permanent  license. 

Forty-one  licenses  have  been  refused  during  the  year,  after  an 
inspection  of  the  premises  occupied  by  the  applicants,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  filthy  condition  of  their  premises  or  of  the  building 
in  which  they  lived  ;  but  less  applications  for  licenses  have  been 
received  from  this  class  of  places  than  in  former  years,  and  the 
general  standard  of  cleanliness  surrounding  home  workers  engaged 
in  making  wearing  apparel  has  been  greatly  improved  through  the 
enforcement  of  this  part  of  the  law. 

One  of  the  conditions  upon  which  licenses  are  granted  is  that 
the  holder  of  a  license  is  required  to  notify  the  inspector  in  case 
of  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  in  the  building  in  which  he 
resides ;  this  important  requirement  has  been  faithfully  complied 
with  in  every  instance,  notwithstanding  that  the  license  is  sus- 
pended until  such  time  as  it  is  deemed  prudent  to  again  issue  the 
same.  During  the  year  thirty-one  licenses  have  been  revoked  in 
consequence  of  the  occurrence  of  contagious  disease  in  buildings  in 
which  a  license  had  been  granted.  The  holder  of  a  license  is  also 
required  to  notify  the  inspector  in  case  of  removal,  and  seventy- 
six  licenses  have  been  transferred  on  this  account.  The  number 
of  licenses  issued  to  persons  employed  in  finishing  men's  clothing 
diminishes  each  year,  the  greater  portion  of  those  now  holding  a 
license  being  engaged  in  making  men's  shirts  and  overalls,  ladies' 
wrappers  and  underwear  and  children's  garments. 

The  amount  of  time  necessarily  required  for  the  enforcement  of 
sections  44  to  48  of  this  law  has  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  in- 
spect but  a  small  number  of  the  factories  and  workshops  in  the 
district  in  which  clothing  is  manufactured.  Several  complaints  of 
overtime  work  have  been  investigated,  none  of  which  have  devel- 
oped any  flagrant  violation  of  the  fifty-eight-hour  law  for  women 
and  minors.  The  law  relating  to  the  employment  of  children  is 
complied  with  in  those  places  inspected. 

I  have  found  no  very  marked  improvement  over  former  years  in

the  condition  of  the  sanitaries  in  these  shops  inspected,  and  have 
been  obliged  to  issue  several  orders  for  the  cleaning  of  the  same, 
the  filthy  condition  of  which  is  entirely  due  to  the  careless  and 
dirty  habits  of  some  of  the  employees.

Report  of  Inspector  Dyer. 
Districts  Nos.  1  and  9. 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  direction,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  my  annual  report  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  ending 
Oct.  15,  1900.  The  steam  plants  in  District  No.  9  are  generally 
in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  The  improvement  goes  gradually 
and  steadily  on.  It  is  a  rare  thing  now  to  find  a  steam  plant, 
especially  boilers,  in  a  bad  condition.  The  care  of  boilers  has  be- 
come much  better  understood,  and  this  knowledge  is  bearing  good 
fruit.  The  laws  are  giving  general  satisfaction  as  they  become 
better  understood,  and  under  the  circumstances  are  being  well  com- 
plied with.  In  this  district  a  remarkably  few  complaints  have 
been  made  in  relation  to  the  violation  of  law,  and  none,  I  believe, 
which  have  not  immediately  been  corrected  when  notified.  One 
fatal  accident  has  occurred  in  this  district  during  the  year,  caused 
by  the  bursting  of  the  fly  wheel  of  an  engine,  the  probable  cause 
being  the  defective  hearing  of  the  victim. 

I  am  not  qualified  to  give  an  opinion  in  relation  to  the  district 
which  I  now  have,  owing  to  the  short  time  I  have  been  located 
there,  but  presume  the  same  conditions  exist  there  as  in  other  dis- 
tricts.   The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  :  —

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the 
twelve  months  ending  Sept.  30,  1900,  with  tabulated  statements 
of  boiler  inspections,  summaries  of  same  and  of  examinations  of 
engineers  and  firemen. 

The  boilers  inspected  are  scattered  through  thirty-four  towns 
and  villages  of  this  district,  and  boilers  suspected  of  being  in  es- 
pecially dangerous  condition  because  of  having  been  long  idle  and 
recently  put  in  use,  or  other  causes,  have  received  attention  in 
preference  to  boilers  better  known  to  the  inspector. 

The  boilers  in  this  district  are  generally  in  much  better  and 
safer  condition  than  they  were  a  few  years  ago,  but  I  occasionally 
find  one  not  properly  taken  care  of,  or  rendered  unsafe  by  reason 
of  some  special  negligence  or  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  owner 
or  operator.  One  boiler  was  found  with  an  iron  spike  driven  into 
the  fusible  plug  in  place  of  the  fusible  metal,  which  probably 
leaked,  and  the  iron  was  driven  in  to  stop  the  leak,  thoughtlessly 
or  ignorantly.  This  boiler  had  been  idle  for  a  considerable  time, 
and  it  was  not  possible  to  determine  who  did  it.  An  upright 
tubular  boiler  found  leaking  at  the  bottom,  which  was  level  with 
the  floor  on  the  leaky  side,  had  a  piece  of  board  nailed  to  the  floor 
against  that  side  and  oakum  calked  between  it  and  the  boiler,  to 
stop  the  leak.  This  boiler  was  found  to  be  unsafe,  and  was  con- 
demned. A  road  roller  boiler  was  found  provided  with  two  pop 
safety  valves,  but  the  engineer  who  made  the  joint  below  them 
had  neglected  to  cut  out  the  gasket,  thus  effectually  preventing 
the  frightening  of  horses  on  the  street  by  the  sudden  popping  of 
the  valves,  though  in  that  condition  they  would  not  be  of  any  use 
to  prevent  an  explosion.  This  boiler  had  not  been  in  use  for  some 
time,  and  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  locate  the  engineer  who  did 
the  job.  He  operated  the  boiler  doubtless  for  a  considerable  time 
without  trying  his  safety  valves.  I  found  but  twenty-six  boilers 
this  year  without  fusible  plugs.  Fortunately  no  serious  accidents 
have  occurred  to  boilers  in  this  district  the  past  year. 

The  summary  of  examinations  of  engineers  and  firemen  indi- 
cates a  striking  similarity  in  classification  to  that  of  last  year's 
work,  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  revoke  but  few  licenses.

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Report  of  Inspector  Amell. 
District  Nos.  3  and  7. 

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  the  regular  custom  of  past  years,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  of  the  work  per- 
formed by  me  in  the  inspection  of  steam  boilers  and  the  examina- 
tion of  engineers  and  firemen  for  licenses. 

But  two  or  three  important  incidents,  which  require  special  men- 
tion, have  come  to  my  notice  during  the  time  covered  by  this  re- 
port. One  of  these  relates  to  a  steam  boiler,  which  had  never 
been  reported  by  the  owner  for  inspection,  either  to  you  or  the  in- 
spectors. It  was  located  in  a  building  used  for  manufacturing, 
where  a  number  of  people  were  employed.  The  boiler  was  set  up 
in  this  place  in  the  year  1860,  making  it  forty  years  old.  It  was 
of  the  old  two-flue  type,  twenty-five  feet  in  length  and  forty-two 
inches  in  diameter.  The  shell  was  composed  of  plates  one  quarter 
inch  in  thickness  and  the  two  flues  twelve  inches  in  diameter 
were  of  the  same  thickness  of  plate.  The  two  rear  courses  were 
covered  with  a  heavy  scale,  and  ic  was  found  to  be  badly  grooved 
and  pitted  internally  and  badly  pitted  externally.  The  safety 
valve  was  found  to  be  dangerously  defective.  The  water  feed 
entered  the  boiler  through  the  front  head  under  the  flues  and  di- 
rectly over  the  furnace,  and  the  same  pipe  was  the  only  blow-off 
provided  ;  the  pressure  carried  was  ninety  pounds  to  the  square 
inch.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  more  dangerous  combination  of  con- 
ditions than  this  could  not  be  arranged  by  careful  planning. 
Orders  were  given  to  remove  the  scale,  provide  a  new  safety  valve, 
put  in  fusible  plug,  provide  a  blow-off  pipe  in  the  proper  place, 
and  reduce  the  pressure  to  thirty-five  pounds  to  the  square  inch. 
But  two  weeks  later  the  buildings  were  destroyed  by  fire,  thus 
putting  this  boiler  out  of  use  altogether. 

The  other  case  which  I  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  is  in  refer- 
ence to  the  employment  of  persons  not  qualified  by  age  or  ex- 
perience to  have  charge  of  boilers  or  engines.  A  man  applied  to 
me  to  have  his  boy,  a  lad  of  barely  fourteen  years,  receive  a 
license  to  have  charge  of  a  boiler  and  engine.  I  refused  him  a 
license,  but  he  still  had  the  boy  perform  this  work.  This  man  was 
brought  before  a  judge  and  fined. 

These  cases  show  the  necessity  of  a  law  regulation  for  the  pro- 
tection of  life  and  property  for  those  who  do  not  realize  the  danger 
to  which  they  expose  some  who  are  obliged  to  obey  their  com- 
mands. Other  violations  of  less  magnitude  might  be  cited,  re- 
quiring a  ^constant  watchfulness  upon  the  part  of  the  inspector. 
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But  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  very  large  percentage  of 
the  people  are  not  only  willing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
the  law,  but  commend  both  statutes  regulating  the  inspection 
of  boilers  and  the  examination  of  engineers  and  firemen  as  neces- 
sary and  highly  beneficial. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  licenses  averages  about  the  same 
as  in  former  years,  as  you  will  see  by  former  reports. 

No  fatal  accidents  have  occurred  during  the  year  in  my  district. 
A  full  tabulated  report  of  the  work  follows.

Sir  :  —  Complying  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit to  you  in  tabulated  form  the  work  done  in  District  No.  4  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Contrary  to  predictions  previously  made,  that 
as  the  years  go  by  the  number  of  applicants  for  licenses  would 
diminish,  there  has  been  received  in  this  district  nearly  one  hun- 
dred more  applications  during  the  current  year  than  the  year  be- 
fore, being  an  increase  of  about  twenty-five  per  cent. 

Many  of  the  boilers  inspected  have  been  in  the  more  remote 
parts  of  the  district,  and  have  never  been  inspected  before,  the 
owners  having  failed  to  comply  with  the  law  by  not  reporting  their 
boilers  for  inspection.  Quite  a  number  were  found  to  be  in  very 
bad  condition,  and  several  had  to  be  condemned  as  being  unfit  for

Sir  :  —  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  herewith  transmit  you 
my  sixth  annual  report,  embracing  a  tabulated  statement  of  the 
work  performed  by  me  the  past  year. 

I  have  inspected  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  boilers,  many  hav- 
ing dangerous  defects,  and  more  having  defects  that  at  the  period 
of  inspection  would  probably  not  result  in  immediate  danger,  but 
if  allowed  to  continue  would  without  doubt  result  in  an  accident  of 
startling  magnitude. 

The  wisdom  and  prudence  of  the  boiler  inspection  law  passed  in 
the  year  1895  have  been  justified,  as  in  that  year  seven  disastrous 
explosions  occurred,  with  the  loss  of  many  lives  ;  but  since  the 
enactment  of  the  statute  of  1895  boiler  explosions  have  become  so 
rare  that  the  public  with  whom  I  have  intercourse  admit  the  great 
benefit  derived  from  its  enforcement. 

Statistics  of  the  United  States  show  that  about  three  hundred 
and  eighty  boiler  explosions  occur  annually.  If  the  State  of  Mas- 
sachusetts should  record  her  ratio  of  this  number  (nine),  we  could 
still  say  with  truth  that  our  proportion  is  no  greater  than  that  of 
many  other  States  having  not  one-tenth  of  the  manufacturing  which 
Massachusetts  has ;  but,  out  of  the  thousands  of  boilers  that  have 
been  inspected  by  this  department  in  six  years,  one  has  yet  to  be 
recorded  as  causing  the  loss  of  a  single  life  or  even  the  maiming 
of  a  single  individual. 

By  the  above  statement  I  do  not  imply  that  boiler  explosions  can 
be  wholly  eliminated  ;  but,  by  the  method  pursued  by  this  depart- 
ment, boiler  explosions  can  be  reduced  to  a  minimum,  as  there  are 
dangerous  defects  which  are  inherent  in  boilers,  which  grow  with 
age,  and  which  occur  between  inspections,  all  being  possible  fac- 
tors for  the  destruction  of  the  boiler. 

The  number  of  boilers  inspected  by  me  the  past  year  in  the  dis- 
trict assigned  is  very  small,  compared  to  the  whole,  as  new  boilers 
are  being  reported  or  found  daily.  If  a  complete  list  of  the  un- 
insured boilers  in  Essex  County  could  be  had,  the  same  would 
without  doubt  approximate  over  one  thousand,  evidencing  the 
amount  of  work  to  be  performed  in  said  district. 

The  many  orders  issued  by  me  in  regard  to  boilers  that  I  have 
inspected  have,  with  one  exception,  been  complied  with  ;  and  in 
this  case,  if  a  practical  explanation,  personally  given  to  the  owner, 
fails,  legal  means  will  be  resorted  to,  to  secure  the  enforcement  of 
said  order. 

The  working  of  the  law  relative  to  engineering,  which  is,  properly 
speaking,  a  part  of  the  boiler  inspection  law,  has  progressed  in  a  prac- 
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tical  way  the  past  year ;  and  it  must  be  conceded  that  the  results 
obtained,  in  freedom  from  boiler  explosions,  can  in  a  measure  be 
attributed  to  the  advanced  state  of  knowledge  attained  during  the 
past  five  years  by  those  who  operate  or  have  charge  of  steam  boilers. 

If  the  boiler  inspection  law  were  not  combined  with  a  statute 
providing  for  the  advancement  in  knowledge  of  the  operator,  we 
should  be  very  little  safer  than  if  such  a  law  did  not  exist.  I  was 
compelled  to  revoke  many  licenses  the  past  year ;  the  majority 
being  for  intoxication.  What  inspection  law  can  be  effective  with 
an  intoxicated  man  in  charge  ?  Many  illustrations  could  be  cited 
to  prove  the  effectiveness  of  the  engineers'  license  law.  Advanced 
knowledge  and  improvement  among  the  men  who  follow  the  opera- 
tion of  steam  boilers  as  a  means  of  living  continue,  with  no  signs 
of  abatement.  A  desire  to  obtain  practical  knowledge  is  to  be 
recommended  at  every  opportunity. 

Attaining  practical  knowledge  of  engineering  does  not  mean  that 
a  man  can  take  a  mechanical  paper  or  book,  and,  by  reading  the 
same,  become  a  proficient  engineer.  Neither  can  information, 
transferred  from  one  individual  to  another,  be  considered  as  making 
a  man  fit  to  be  entrusted  with  the  powers  and  duties  which  would 
be  incumbent  on  any  one  in  charge  of  engines  and  boilers  ;  but 
any  additional  knowledge,  however  obtained,  will  be  an  assistance 
to  the  practical  operator. 

Violations  of  this  statute  are  not  of  common  occurrence,  but 
reports  of  such  violations  are  numerous  ;  which,  when  investigated, 
are  generally  found  to  be  without  supporting  facts.

Sir:  — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report,  in- 
cluding a  tabulation  of  examinations  and  inspections. 

The  inspection  of  boilers  has  continued  as  in  previous  years. 
Boilers  that  have  been  inspected  the  second  time  usually  show  im- 
proved care  and  management.  Quite  a  number  of  boilers  have  been 
condemned  as  unfit  for  use,  and  in  every  case  owners  have  promptly 
complied  with  the  order  and  put  in  a  new  or  better  boiler.  Repairs 
ordered  have  been  made,  and  the  engineers  and  firemen  are  as 
interested  as  the  owners  to  know  that  their  plant  is  working  safely. 

The  work  of  examining  engineers  and  firemen  continues  un- 
abated, especially  with  young  men  who  are  constantly  applying  for 
high-grade  licenses,  some  of  whom  have  had  no  practical  experience 
and  expect  to  commence  at  the  top  with  the  knowledge  acquired 
from  books.  They  go  away  disappointed.  Engineers  and  firemen 
who  have  previously  received  a  low-grade  license  and  have  done 
practical  work  from  one  to  three  years  almost  invariably  show 
marked  improvement  on  their  second  examination,  and  receive  a 
better  license. 

Complaints  are  continually  made  of  men  working  without  licenses, 
and  most  of  them  prove  groundless.  Whenever  a  case  of  violation 
has  been  found,  the  man  either  stops  work  or  complies  with  the 
law,  and  no  arrests  have  been  made.  Investigating  complaints, 
and  clerical  work,  take  considerable  time  which  it  is  difficult  to 


report.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  work  done  in  District 
No.  7,  Berkshire  and  Franklin  counties,  and  District  No.  10,  the 
cities  and  towns  in  the  northern  part  of  Middlesex  and  Worcester 
counties. 

Nothing  of  serious  import  has  occurred  during  the  past  year. 
The  value  of  boiler  inspection  is  especially  noticeable  when  boilers 
are  purchased  and  brought  into  this  Commonwealth  "  guaranteed" 
to  pass  inspection,  but  found  in  many  cases  in  need  of  extensive 
repairs  before  a  certificate  of  inspection  can  be  granted.  In  one 
instance  the  statement  was  made  that  the  boiler  was  in  first-class 
condition,  and  had  been  tested  with  cold  water  at  one  hundred 
pounds  pressure  per  square  inch.  On  inspection,  the  furnace 
sheet,  adjoining  a  soft  patch,  was  found  corroded  to  such  an  ex- 
tent as  to  be  punctured  by  a  light  blow  of  the  testing  hammer. 
The  hydrostatic  test,  when  applied  by  owners  or  their  agents,  leads 
ofttimes  to  erroneous  conclusions  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the 
boiler,  and,  when  the  pressure  is  excessive,  is  detrimental  to 
the  boiler.  Fewer  cases  of  ''freezing  up"  of  locomotive  type 
boilers,  used  for  portable  saw  mill  work,  are  found  than  formerly, 
and  greater  care  is  taken  to  prevent  external  and  internal  corrosion 
and  incrustation.  A  question  frequently  asked  is,  Should  a  heat- 
ing boiler  be  filled  with  water  or  left  empty,  during  the  summer 
months  ?  This  can  be  answered  correctly  only  when  the  type  and 
condition  of  boiler,  location  and  general  care  are  known  to  the 
inspector. 

Numerous  complaints  of  alleged  violations  of  the  license  law 
have  been  investigated,  and  three  cases,  found  to  be  violations, 
were  prosecuted  and  the  offenders  convicted.

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  your  orders,  I  herewith  transmit,  in 
tabulated  form,  my  annual  report,  giving  number  of  engineers  and 
firemen  examined  and  boilers  inspected.  All  orders  for  changes 
have  been  complied  with  without  a  word  of  dissent.  The  viola- 
tions of  the  law  have  been  very  few  indeed.  I  find  the  boilers  in 
very  much  better  condition  than  when  I  first  began  to  inspect.  I 
attribute  this  to  the  license  law.  Engineers  and  firemen  now 
understand  much  better  the  proper  care  of  steam  plants.  Our 
Massachusetts  engineers  and  firemen  will  compare  favorably  with 
any  in  the  world.  Since  the  enactment  of  the  license  law  they 
have  all  become  students.  Their  association  halls  are  well  sup- 
plied with  engineering  literature  and  appliances,  and  they  usually 
have  a  course  of  lectures  at  their  times  of  meeting.  On  the  whole, 
the  license  law  has  demonstrated  its  great  benefit  to  the  public, 
the  owners  of  plants  and  the  engineers  and  firemen.

Sir  :  —  I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  for  your  ap- 
proval. Nothing  has  occurred  in  the  districts  in  which  I  have 
been  located  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  mentioned  in  a  report 
to  you.  Many  complaints  have  been  investigated,  where  it  was 
claimed  that  the  law  had  been  violated ;  but  they  were  found  to 
be  without  foundation.  Several  boilers  have  been  condemned  or 
put  out  of  service,  as  the  owners  preferred  to  put  in  new  boilers 
rather  than  incur  the  expense  of  repairing  the  old  ones.  The  effect 
of  the  law  is  seen  at  present  in  the  better  condition  of  the  plants, 
and  the  engineers,  as  a  rule,  are  doing  all  they  can  to  have  every- 
thing as  it  should  be  in  the  engine  and  boiler  rooms.  Applications 
have  been  received  at  the  average  rate  of  sixty  a  month,  and  boil- 
ers have  been  inspected  on  an  average  of  twenty  a  month.  Fol-

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REPORTS  OF  ACCIDENTS. 


EEPORTS  OF  ACCIDENTS  IN  MANUFACTURING  AND 
MERCANTILE  ESTABLISHMENTS. 


In  relation  to  the  subject  next  for  consideration,  the  re- 
ports of  accidents  in  manufacturing  and  mercantile  establish- 
ments, there  is  hardly  any  matter  for  reference  or  suggestion 
here  which  is  not  contained  in  my  former  reports,  as  being 
identical  in  nature.  The  similarity  in  circumstances  in  most 
of  these  accidents  is  natural  and  inevitable,  and  the  chief  in- 
terest, as  it  is  also  the  duty  of  this  department,  is  to  note 
the  operation  and  effect  of  the  measures  adopted  through 
legislative  provision  in  securing  all  possible  means  for  per- 
sonal safety  to  those  whose  daily  work  is  performed  in  the 
running  of  machinery  in  factories  and  workshops.  Whatever 
devices  or  methods  are  resorted  to  for  protection  in  these 
cases,  there  is  always  present  in  more  or  less  degree  the  ele- 
ment of  danger,  requiring  on  the  part  of  every  one  thus  en- 
gaged the  utmost  care  and  watchfulness,  even  though  the 
safety  appliances  provided  seem  to  be  adequate.  In  some 
classes  of  machinery  the  construction  necessary  for  the  work 
designed  renders  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  the  providing 
of  a  safeguard  which  would  not  interfere  with  its  regular 
operation.  Machinery  of  this  description,  however,  is  mo.-tly 
confined  to  works  where  the  men  employed  are  trained  in  a 
knowledge  of  the  risks  to  which  they  are  likely  to  be  ex- 
posed, and  where  the  very  nature  of  their  employment  is  a 
constant  reminder  of  danger.  It  has,  nevertheless,  been  the 
purpose  of  the  inspection  department  of  the  district  police  to 
cause  provisions  for  the  prevention  of  accident  to  be  made, 
as  far  as  possible,  in  cases  such  as  described,  which  pro- 
visions, it  is  believed,  have  been  in  a  great  measure  effectual 
to  that  end. 

As  an  indication  of  the  desire  and  purpose  of  those  en- 
gaged in  manufacturing  to  secure  the  proper  safeguards  for 
their  machinery  and  obtain  the  best  possible  results,  it  is 
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worthy  of  mention  that  the  record  of  these  reports  of  acci- 
dents has  been  sought  for  the  information  therein  contained 
regarding  cases  where  injuries  were  received  in  operating 
some  particular  type  of  machinery,  with  a  view  in  this  way 
to  gather  such  facts  as  might  aid  or  enable  them  to  devise 
some  new  and  better  methods  for  prevention  of  accident  than 
those  already  in  use.  This  incidental  evidence  of  the  interest 
felt  by  those  having  direct  control  and  management  of  ex- 
tensive industries  shows  a  sincere  regard  and  solicitude  for 
the  safety  of  their  employees. 

The  statute  requiring  notice  of  every  accident  in  manufac- 
turing and  mercantile  establishments  to  be  sent  to  the  chief 
of  the  district  police  comprises  sections  8,  9,  10  and  61  of 
chapter  481  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1894;  and  an  abstract 
of  the  record  kept  of  all  such  accidents  is  included  herein,  in 
which  are  stated  the  various  causes  leading  to  the  same,  with 
such  particulars  as  were  found  in  some  cases.  The  statute 
reads  as  follows  :  — 

Report  of  Accidents. 

Sect.  8.  All  manufacturers,  manufacturing  corporations  and 
proprietors  of  mercantile  establishments  shall  forthwith  send  to  the 
chief  of  the  district  police  a  written  notice  of  any  accident  to  an 
employee  while  at  work  in  any  factory,  manufacturing  or  mercan- 
tile establishment  operated  by  them,  whenever  the  accident  results 
in  the  death  of  said  employee  or  causes  bodily  injury  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  prevent  the  person  injured  from  returning  to  his  work 
within  four  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the  accident. 

Sect.  9.  When  notice  of  any  accident  is  sent  to  the  chief  of  the 
district  police  under  the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  this  act  he 
shall  forthwith  return  to  the  sender  of  such  notice  a  written  or 
printed  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  the  same. 

Sect.  10.  The  chief  of  the  district  police  shall  keep  a  record  of 
all  accidents  so  reported  to  him,  together  with  a  statement  of  the 
name  of  the  person  injured,  the  city  or  town  where  the  accident 
occurred  and  the  cause  thereof,  and  shall  include  an  abstract  of 
said  record  in  his  annual  report. 

Sect.  61.  Any  person  or  corporation  failing  to  send  notice  of 
any  accident  as  required  by  section  eight  of  this  act,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

The  record  shows  that  1,547  cases  were  reported  during 
the  year.    It  may  be  noted,  however,  that  of  this  number 
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602  cases  had  their  origin  in  sources  other  tk»  the  opera- 
tion of  machinery,  being  injuries  referred  in  direr*  ways, 
and  doe  to  causes  which  the  statute  in  its  prnrinioin  hardly 
contemplates  ;  but,  having  occurred  within  the  limits  of  the 
factories  or  workshops,  were  reported  bj  those  in  charge,  in 
order,  presumably,  to  comply  with  the  strict  letter  of  the 
law,  which  makes  no  discrimination  as  to  the  cause.  All 
such  reports  are  received  and  made  a  part  of  the  record,  and 
included  in  this  report.

The  cases  in  this  list  mentioned  as  not  enumerated,  and 
to  which  reference  has  already  been  made,  include  334,  in 
each  of  which  the  person  injured  was  employed  at  work  m 
no  way  connected  with  the  running  of  nuwliineij.  A  luge 
percentage  of  this  number  were  laborers  who  were  injured 
while  about  their  work  in  and  around  the  factories  in 
or  unloading  goods  for  shipment  or  delivery,  or 
some  kind  of  work  of  like  necessity  ;  and  several 
those  of  carpenters  and  other  workmen  employed  in 
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repairs  and  doing  such  other  work  as  the  occasion  called  for, 
all  incident  in  the  maintenance  of  such  establishments.  There 
were  58  cases  in  which  the  persons  injured  received  scalds 
or  burns,  mostly,  in  the  former,  occurring  in  dye  houses, 
and  in  the  latter  from  molten  iron  in  foundries.  Twenty-one 
were  injured  in  the  handling  of  tools  used  at  their  work ;  28 
were  struck  by  heavy  articles  rolling  or  falling ;  15  had  sus- 
tained injuries  by  missiles,  flying  sparks,  pieces  of  steel,  etc. ; 
70  met  injuries  by  getting  splinters  in  their  hands  or  feet,  or 
stepping  upon  projecting  nails  ;  18  others  fell  from  ladders 
or  stagings.  Falls  from  other  sources  were  reported  in  38 
cases,  and  the  remaining  number  in  this  class  of  accidents 
are  made  up  of  the  great  variety  of  mishaps  of  every-day 
occurrence. 

Mention  is  made  in  the  list  of  248  who  were  injured  while 
attempting  to  clean  the  machinery  when  it  was  running,  or 
who  were  at  the  time  trying  to  remove  bobbins,  waste  or 
some  other  material  which  had  caught  or  become  entangled 
therein,  adding  thus  to  the  casualties,  and  causing  suffering 
which  discretion  and  tbou^htfulness  would  have  avoided. 
The  number  in  this  way  injured  is  about  31  per  cent,  of  the 
entire  number  meeting  with  accidents  by  machinery.  While 
the  percentage  of  injuries  is  considerably  reduced  from  that 
of  last  year  arising  from  the  same  cause,  yet  the  proportion 
which  accidents  attributed  to  carelessness  reach  is  a  matter 
of  much  surprise  and  concern.  It  would  seem  that  the  ad- 
monitions so  frequently  received,  through  painful  and  costly 
experience,  should  serve  as  a  warning  to  those  at  their  work 
to  be  circumspect  and  cautious  in  their  daily  surroundings  ; 
and  that  such  is  not  the  fact,  in  so  many  instances,  is  a 
source  of  regret  and  disappointment. 

In  describing  the  nature  of  injuries  which  were  received, 
the  larger  portion  of  them  were  slight  and  temporary.  In 
791  cases  injuries  resulted  to  the  hand,  in  more  than  600  of 
these  the  thumb  and  fingers  being  the  suffering  members  ; 
in  20  cases  each  lost  one  finger,  in  each  of  3  cases  two  fin- 
gers were  lost ;  in  one  case  three  fingers  were  lost  on  the 
right  hand  and  two  on  the  left  hand ;  in  another  the  four 
fingers  were  lost ;  and  still  another  suffered  the  loss  of  the 
thumb  and  four  fingers  ;  in  69  cases,  partial  loss  of  one  or 
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more  fingers  resulted.  Loss  of  the  hand  was  suffered  in 
three  cases,  one  being  the  right  hand  and  two  being  the  left. 
Five  persons  sustained  each  a  broken  wrist.  Loss  of  arm 
occurred  in  five  cases,  and  in  these,  as  also  in  the  cases  men- 
tioned where  loss  of  the  hand  resulted,  the  particulars  will 
be  given  more  at  length.  The  arm  was  broken  in  10  other 
cases.  In  18  cases  the  leg  was  broken,  and  there  were 
several  cases  of  sprained  ankles.  In  almost  all  of  the  in- 
juries to  the  lower  limbs,  the  accidents  happened  to  men  at 
laboring  work.  In  one  case  the  foot  had  to  be  amputated, 
as  the  result  of  injury  by  having  been  caught  in  a  machine. 
The  injuries  about  the  head,  with  a  few  exceptions,  were  of 
a  slight  nature.  In  three  cases  loss  of  the  left  eye  occurred. 
In  one  case  an  operative  in  the  card  room  was  caught  by  the 
belting  and  thrown  agairjst  the  end  of  the  machine,  causing 
his  jaw  to  be  broken.  In  another  case  the  right  leg  was 
crushed  and  was  taken  off,  being  injured  while  removing 
cores  from  carriage  at  a  foundry.  There  were  a  great  many 
general  bodily  injuries,  almost  all  of  which  were  received  at 
work  in  mill  yards  and  in  other  places  outside  of  factory 
buildings. 

An  operative  in  one  case  was  working  in  front  of  a 
machine  known  as  a  slasher,  when,  without  any  warning, 
the  drying  cylinder  burst,  the  concussion  throwing  the  oper- 
ative to  the  floor,  causing  a  scalp  wound  on  the  left  side  of 
his  head  and  injuring  his  right  hand. 

In  another  case  a  man  employed  in  a  picker  room  was 
clearing  the  cotton  from  the  machine,  which  was  in  motion, 
and  in  doing  so  he  raised  the  doors  to  the  cylinder,  and, 
reaching  his  left  arm  the  full  length  in  the  machine,  brought 
his  hand  in  contact  with  the  beater,  the  said  beater  revolving 
at  the  rate  of  1,400  revolutions  per  minute,  resulting  in  his 
hand  being  taken  off  at  the  wrist. 

A  case  was  reported  in  which  loss  of  an  arm  occurred  in 
operating  a  machine  known  as  a  rag  picker.  Connected 
with  the  machine  was  a  fan  covered  by  a  wooden  hood. 
The  fan  runs  at  high  speed,  in  order  to  blow  stock  into  the 
room  from  the  picker.  The  hood  should  not  be  raised  when 
the  machine  is  in  motion,  and  the  operative  either  raised  the 
hood  or  put  his  hand  in  under  it  without  first  stopping  the 
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machine,  neither  of  which  he  should  have  done.  His  left 
arm  was  caught  in  the  picker,  resulting  in  injuries  which 
necessitated  the  amputation  of  the  arm  above  the  elbow. 

A  belt  connecting  a  carding  machine  with  the  shafting 
came  off,  and  was  getting  wound  around  the  shaft,  when  the 
operative  seized  the  belt  to  prevent  it  from  becoming  en- 
tangled, and  in  doing  so  his  right  hand  was  caught  and 
drawn  around  the  shafting,  and  the  hand  was  torn  off  from 
the  wrist. 

A  man  engaged  as  a  laborer  was  assisting  others  in  changing 
a  pattern  in  a  printing  machine,  when  he  caught  the  rope  falls 
he  was  using  on  the  steam  handle,  causing  the  engine  to  move 
enough  to  trap  his  right  foot  between  the  gears  on  which  he 
was  standing,  resulting  in  his  foot  being  so  crushed  as  to 
necessitate  amputation  of  the  same,  excepting  the  heel  portion. 

An  employee  was  tending  a  scouring  machine,  and  was 
oiling  box  of  squeeze  rolls  which  have  gears  on  their  ends. 
The  gears  caught  the  sleeve  of  his  jumper  and  drew  his  arm 
through.  His  arm  was  badly  lacerated,  and  he  was  taken 
to  the  hospital,  where  the  arm  was  amputated. 

In  another  case  an  operative  was  cleaning  a  picker  machine 
while  it  was  running,  and  lifted  the  hood  of  the  beater  partly 
up  with  his  left  hand,  and  in  some  manner  inserted  his  right 
hand  into  the  beater,  which  severed  his  hand  at  the  wrist, 
throwing  it  forward  to  the  screens  ;  also,  by  some  means, 
the  arm  was  aeaio  struck  below  the  elbow,  and  severed.  He 
was  removed  to  the  hospital,  where  amputation  was  made 
below  the  shoulder.  Had  prompt  measures  not  been  taken 
at  the  time,  he  would  have  probably  bled  to  death.  The  last 
report  stated  that  he  was  doing  well. 

A  female  operative  lost  the  fingers  of  her  left  hand  by 
having  them  caught  betweeu  the  safety  stop  on  an  elevator 
and  the  hatch  door. 

The  loss  of  the  thumb  and  fingers  of  the  right  hand, 
which  was  referred  to  in  a  former  part  relating  to  the  in- 
juries received,  was  caused  by  an  operative  getting  his  hand 
caught  in  the  beater  of  a  picker  machine.  The  report  in  this 
case  stated  that  the  person  injured  was  foreman  of  the  room, 
and  thus  tamiliar  with  the  machiuery. 
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A  man  employed  as  a  card  stripper  caught  his  hand  in  the 
cylinder  of  a  card,  causing  his  arm  to  be  drawn  in.  He  was 
sent  to  the  hospital,  where  the  arm  was  amputated  at  the 
elbow. 

The  fatal  accidents  numbered  54.  Of  these,  11  were  from 
causes  which  had  no  connection  with  running  machinery, 
and  the  majority  of  which  occurred  outside  of  the  factories. 
They  were  as  follows  :  killed  by  the  falling  or  tipping  of  a 
heavy  truss  ;  struck  on  head  by  a  piece  of  iron  which  fell 
through  an  elevator  well ;  struck  by  a  plank  thrown  from  a 
chimney  ;  receiving  electric  shock  from  wire  on  street  poles ; 
struck  in  abdomen  by  the  corner  of  a  box  which  he  was 
moving  through  the  alley  in  mill  room  ;  falling  from  an  ele- 
vated track,  where  he  was  at  work  ;  falling  from  a  step 
ladder ;  crushed  by  the  falling  of  a  smoke  flue  ;  falling  from 
the  roof  of  a  mill  building,  where  he  was  at  work ;  falling 
into  a  canal  and  drowned  ;  falling  from  a  freight  car. 

In  the  other  fatal  cases,  13  were  the  results  of  being  caught 
and  crushed  by  elevator  cars ;  9  lost  their  lives  by  falling 
through  elevator  wells;  4  were  fatally  injured  by  being 
caught  and  carried  over  shafting;  2  were  killed  by  the 
bursting  of  fly-wheels ;  in  each  of  2  other  cases  death  re- 
sulted from  injuries  by  being  caught  between  pulley  and 
belt ;  2  received  fatal  injuries  while  working  at  circular  saws  ; 
and  there  was  1  case  in  each  of  the  following  causes  :  struck 
on  the  head  by  a  block  which  became  loosened  and  flew  from 
a  lathe  ;  struck  by  the  revolving  drum  in  a  machine  known 
as  an  extractor ;  caught  and  thrown  by  a  belt ;  caught  in 
what  is  called  a  mixing  machine  in  a  bakery  establishment ; 
falling  under  the  crank  of  an  engine  ;  suffocated  by  gases 
in  a  coal  tar  still ;  explosion  of  a  blow-off  tank  connected 
with  a  steam  boiler ;  falling  into  the  crank  bed  of  an  engine  ; 
falling  elevator ;  coming  in  contact  with  an  electric  wire ; 
explosion  of  gas  oil.  The  circumstances  attending  these 
cases,  as  obtained  by  the  investigations  made  by  the  inspect- 
ors of  this  department,  are  given  here  in  each  case  with  the 
name  of  the  person  who  received  fatal  injuries,  the  city  or 
town  and  the  establishment  where  such  accident  happened, 
as  follows :  — 
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Thomas  Tuohey,  Clinton.  Lancaster  Mills.  Date  of  accident, 
January  1.  Tuohey  was  caught  in  an  elevator  and  fatally  injured. 
The  elevator  was  used  for  freight,  and  was  not  for  passengers.  It 
appears  there  were  two  cars  of  spools  on  the  elevator  when  Tuohey 
got  on.  The  accident  occurred  at  the  second  floor,  and  it  is  pre- 
sumed was  caused  by  his  leaning  out  a  little,  or  else  there  was  not 
room  enough  on  the  elevator  for  him  and  the  goods  with  which  it 
was  loaded.  It  is  said  he  was  struck  by  the  brick  arch  which  was 
close  to  the  lift,  and  the  force  of  the  blow,  which  struck  on  his 
shoulder,  threw  him  down,  causing  him  to  be  caught  by  the  elevator 
directly  across  the  body,  a  portion  of  the  body  being  on  the  ele- 
vator and  the  lower  extremities  close  to  the  ceiling  of  the  room 
below.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  rescue  him,  the  elevator 
being  moved  so  he  could  be  taken  out,  but  he  was  injured  to  such 
an  extent  that  he  died  a  short  time  afterward. 

Charles  Kezer,  Lynn.  Pevear  Building.  Date  of  accident, 
January  9.  This  accident  was  caused  by  falling  through  an  ele- 
vator well.  Kezer  was  employed  as  the  janitor  of  the  building, 
and  while  he  was  at  work  about  the  elevator  he  slipped  and  fell 
into  the  elevator  well,  falling  from  the  second  floor  to  the  first, 
and  receiving  injuries  which  resulted  in  death  on  the  11th  of  Jan- 
uary, two  days  after  the  accident.  He  was  seen  at  the  hospital, 
but  was  unable  to  give  a  clear  account  of  the  accident.  The  gate 
to  the  elevator  having  been  found  in  perfect  working  order,  the 
accident  is  unaccountable. 

Hans  Olson,  Worcester.  Norton  Emery  Wheel  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  January  18.  Olson  was  employed  to  truck 
materials  from  one  part  of  the  works  to  another,  as  they  were 
called  for.  He  took  a  truck  load  from  the  upper  to  the  lower  floor. 
He  had  taken  his  load  from  the  elevator,  when  some  one  on  the 
upper  floor  shipped  the  elevator  so  as  to  have  it  come  up,  and  the 
ascending  car  brought  Olson  with  it  to  the  second  floor,  where  he 
was  caught  between  the  platform  and  the  floor.  He  was  taken 
into  the  office  of  the  superintendent  and  a  surgeon  was  sent  for, 
but  the  surgeon  found  on  his  arrival  that  Olson  had  died  from  the 
effects  of  his  injuries.  The  elevator  was  provided  with  gates, 
automatic  hatches  and  electric  call  bells  on  each  floor,  with  notices 
in  regard  to  ringing. 

Louis  Rezyani,  Springfield.  Excelsior  Laundry.  Date  of  acci- 
dent, January  22.  The  machine  on  which  this  accident  occurred 
is  known  as  an  extractor.    Rezyani  was  engaged  in  cleaning  the 
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inside  of  the  machine.  It  is  built  like  a  tub,  with  a  second  re- 
volving tub  inside,  this  inner  part  being  so  arranged  as  to  revolve 
at  the  rate  of  1,500  revolutions  per  minute.  Rezyani  in  some  way 
caught  his  hand  in  the  revolving  part,  and  his  arm  was  drawn  in 
and  his  head  struck  the  revolving  drum.  His  brother,  who  was 
an  engineer  at  the  works,  saw  him  fall  into  the  extractor,  and 
stopped  the  machinery,  but  not  until  his  brother  Louis  had  sus- 
tained terrible  injuries.  His  arm  had  to  be  taken  off,  and,  from 
the  other  injuries  he  received,  he  died  on  the  following  day. 

Ralph  W.  E.  Nye,  Boston.  Andrew  Dutton,  4  Canal  Street. 
Date  of  accident,  February  9.  It  appears  that  a  workman  em- 
ployed by  Andrew  Dutton  was  engaged  in  repairing  the  automatic 
gate  to  the  elevator  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  building,  and,  in 
reaching  over  the  side  of  the  elevator  well  to  replace  a  piece  of 
iron,  the  piece  fell  from  his  hand,  descending  to  the  basement. 
At  that  moment,  Nye,  who  was  in  the  basement,  where  the  ele- 
vator car  was  standing,  stepped  on  the  platform  of  the  elevator, 
and  the  piece  of  iron  struck  him  on  the  head,  causing  his  death, 
it  is  said,  the  following  day. 

Abraham  Bedrick,  Fall  River.  Globe  Yarn  Mills.  Date  of 
accident,  February  23.  Bedrick  was  a  man  about  twenty-two 
years  of  age,  who  had  charge  of  the  drawing  frames  in  the  card- 
room.  It  appears  that  some  waste  got  wound  around  the  shaft 
on  one  of  the  drawing  frames,  and,  in  order  to  remove  the  waste, 
he  threw  the  belt  off  the  shafting.  After  removing  the  waste,  he 
directed  a  boy  to  hold  the  belt  on  the  lower  pulley,  and,  secur- 
ing a  ladder,  he  ascended  the  same  to  throw  the  belt  on  the  long 
pulley.  In  just  what  manner  he  was  caught  on  the  shafting  is  not 
known,  but  it  is  thought  his  hand  was  caught  between  the  pulley 
and  the  belt,  drawing  him  over  the  shafting,  around  which  he  was 
whirled  and  then  thrown  through  the  air,  his  right  arm  being  torn 
from  the  socket  and  left  revolving  on  the  shaft,  while  his  body  fell 
to  the  floor  in  a  terribly  mangled  condition.  The  speed  was  shut 
down  and  the  severed  arm  was  taken  from  the  shafting.  The 
ambulance  was  hastily  summoned,  and  Bedrick  was  taken  to  the 
hospital,  where  everything  possible  was  done  for  him,  but  he  died 
a  few  hours  afterward. 

Oscar  Henning,  Holyoke.  Germania  Mills.  Date  of  accident, 
February  26.  Henning  was  employed  in  the  mill,  in  charge  of  the 
picker  room,  and  was  in  charge  of  the  stock  belonging  to  that 
room.    He  left  the  mill  in  order  to  remove  some  stock  which  was 
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stored  at  the  Smith  Tablet  Company  building.  A  portion  of  the 
bales  of  wool  to  be  removed  was  on  the  first  floor  and  a  portion  on 
the  upper  floor.  He  entered  the  building,  and,  going  to  the  ele- 
vator, lifted  the  elevator  gate,  evidently  with  the  intention  of 
stepping  on  the  elevator,  but,  the  elevator  not  being  there,  as  he 
supposed,  he  fell  into  the  elevator  well,  a  distance  of  twelve  or 
fourteen  feet,  striking  face  downward,  his  skull  being  split  open, 
and  he  was  instantly  killed. 

Thomas  J.  Lonergan,  Worcester.  Howard  Brothers  Manu- 
facturing Company.  Date  of  accident,  February  28.  Lonergan 
was  employed  as  engineer  at  the  factory,  and  was  putting  on  a 
tight  belt,  which  it  seems  he  attempted  to  do  without  slowing 
down  the  engine.  He  was  caught  and  thrown,  his  head  striking 
the  eye  bolt  on  the  dynamo,  causing  his  skull  to  be  fractured,  and 
resulting  in  instant  death.  No  one  else,  it  is  said,  was  in  the 
room  at  the  time  the  accident  occurred. 

Woodbury,  T.  Langdon,  Cambridge.  Revere  Sugar  Refinery. 
Date  of  accident,  March  7.  Langdon  was  employed  as  assistant 
engineer  at  the  sugar  refinery,  and  was  engaged  in  oiling  a  belt, 
his  work  each  morning  being  to  oil  the  belts  in  the  mill  wherever 
so  needed.  In  some  way  while  at  this  work  he  was  caught  by  the 
belt  and  carried  over  and  around  the  shaft  and  pulley,  receiving 
injuries  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died  at  the  hospital  about  four 
hours  afterwards. 

Edward  Ryan,  Cambridge.  National  Biscuit  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  March  10.  Ryan  was  engaged  in  cleaning  a  machine 
which  is  known  as  a  mixing  machine.  In  some  manner  he  was 
caught  in  this  machine,  and  was  crushed  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
cause  instant  death.  He  had  been  employed  in  the  establishment 
twelve  years. 

Camillo  Zaccagnini,  Watertown.  Hood  Rubber  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  March  14.  Zaccagnini  was  employed  as  a 
laborer  at  the  factory,  and  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  the  acci- 
dent in  taking  up  a  piece  of  concrete  directly  in  front  of  the  crank 
of  the  engine.  The  bar  he  was  using  slipped,  causing  him  to  fall 
backward  and  under  the  crank,  which  was  in  motion,  the  injuries 
he  received  resulting  in  his  death  the  same  day. 

Henry  Copeland,  Boston.  76  Summer  Street.  Date  of  acci- 
dent, March  16.  Copeland  went  up  to  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
building  and  got  a  bundle,  then  returned  to  the  elevator.  Mean- 
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while,  the  elevator  had  descended,  and  when  Copeland  reached  the 
entrance  to  the  elevator  well  he  stepped  in,  supposing  the  car  at 
the  time  was  at  that  floor,  and  he  fell  a  distance  of  two  stories, 
striking  the  back  of  his  head  on  the  cross-beam  of  the  elevator, 
and  killing  him  instantly.  The  inspector  in  his  report  states  that 
the  elevator  was  in  a  place  which  was  not  lighted,  either  at  the 
well  or  the  entrance  to  the  same,  thus  adding  to  the  danger  of 
accident. 

James  M.  King,  Boston.  Boston  Mailing  Company.  Date  of 
accident,  March  19.  It  appears  that  King  was  standing,  with 
another  employee  of  the  company,  on  the  sidewalk  near  to  the 
elevator,  which  at  the  time  was  in  the  basement  of  the  building. 
The  other  employee  was  an  errand  boy.  King  started  the  elevator, 
and  when  it  reached  the  street  floor  his  companion  jumped  on  the 
car,  which  was  in  motion.  King  attempted  to  do  the  same,  but 
was  unsuccessful,  and  was  caught  between  the  ascending  elevator 
and  the  wall,  his  head  being  crushed  in  a  frightful  manner,  caus- 
ing death  instantly. 

Francis  McCormick,  Chelsea.  Samuel  Cabot  Chemical  Works. 
Date  of  accident,  April  3.  McCormick  went  into  one  of  the  stills 
used  for  running  coal  tax  through,  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  the 
still,  and,  while  so  engaged,  another  still  near  by,  in  which  coal 
tar  was  being  run,  became  clogged  in  some  way,  and  the  pressure 
within  apparently  caused  an  outburst  of  hot  gases,  which  burned 
inside  of  the  still  house,  communicating  with  the  still  in  which 
McCormick  was  at  work.  There  being  no  means  of  escape,  he 
was  suffocated  by  the  gases.  McCormick  was  not  found  for  some 
time  afterward,  and,  it  is  said,  was  not  missed  for  some  time.  It 
is  stated  that  he  would  not  have  been  allowed  by  the  foreman  to 
go  into  the  still,  had  he  been  seen  in  time  to  prevent  it. 

Thomas  Nolan,  Lawrence.  Mitchell  Paper  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  April  12.  Nolan  was  at  work  on  a  calendar  paper 
machine,  pulling  some  loose  lagging  off  a  four-foot  pulley  while  it 
was  in  motion.  It  is  supposed  that  he  was  reaching  over  a  small 
belt  from  the  wrong  side  of  the  pulley  to  accomplish  his  work,  and 
in  so  doing  his  right  arm  was  caught  between  the  twelve-inch  belt 
and  the  four-foot  pulley.  Nolan  was  carried  around  between  the 
pulley  and  belt.  He  was  found  on  the  floor,  having  been  crushed 
by  the  pressure.    He  must  have  been  instantly  killed. 

W.  F.  Cogswell,  Boston.  311  Atlantic  Avenue.  Date  of 
accident,  April  18.    Cogswell  was  employed  as  engineer  at  the 
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place,  aDd  was  killed  by  the  explosion  of  a  blow-off  tank  connected 
with  the  boiler  of  which  he  was  engineer  and  in  charge.  The 
boiler  was  of  horizontal  tubular  type,  having  its  blow-off  pipe  con- 
nected with  a  cast-iron  tank,  into  which  the  water  from  the  boiler 
is  blown,  and  from  which  it  is  supposed  to  overflow  into  the  city 
sewer.  It  is  the  duty  of  an  engineer  to  blow  off  a  portion  of  the 
water  from  the  boiler,  to  remove  sediment  and  other  injurious  sub- 
stances, every  morning  ;  and  this  duty  Cogswell  was  evidently 
performing  when  the  tank  into  which  the  water  is  blown  from  the 
boiler  exploded,  scalding  him  to  death.  The  tank  was  set  down 
in  the  earth  almost  completely  out  of  sight,  and  in  a  position  and 
under  conditions  that  would  lead  to  rapid  corrosion,  which  caused 
the  tank  probably  to  become  thin  and  weakened  to  such  an  extent 
that  it  could  not  withstand  the  shocks  and  pressure  caused  by  its 
daily  use. 

Arthur  Kaplian,  Boston.  Boston  Envelope  Company,  291 
Congress  Street.  Date  of  accident,  April  27.  Kaplian  was  about 
sixteen  years  of  age,  and  was  employed  as  a  messenger  boy.  He 
was  sent  with  two  small  bundles  to  be  delivered,  as  was  his  work, 
and,  instead  of  going  by  the  passenger  elevator  or  down  the  stair- 
way, he  opened  the  door  to  the  freight  elevator,  and,  as  that  was 
at  the  time  in  the  basement,  he  pulled  on  the  rope  to  bring  the 
elevator  up.  As  it  came  up,  it  is  supposed  that  he  put  his  head 
through  the  automatic  gate,  and  the  elevator  floor  caught  him,  cut- 
ting his  head  completely  off,  the  head  remaining  on  the  elevator, 
where  it  was  found  at  the  floor  above. 

Claus  Fahrenholz,  Boston.  Standard  Sugar  Refinery.  Date 
of  accident,  May  4.  Fahrenholz  was  cleaning  a  pulley  with  a 
broom,  when  the  broom  was  drawn  between  the  pulley  and  the 
belt,  and  he  was  thrown  against  another  pulley  and  belt,  sustain- 
ing injuries  to  his  forehead,  neck  and  shoulder.  He  died  at  the 
hospital  six  days  afterward. 

Charles  Gat,  Lynn.  A.  E.  Little  &  Co.  Date  of  accident, 
May  5.  Charles  Gay  was  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  shoe  factory 
building,  and  received  fatal  injuries  by  falling  through  the  elevator 
well,  death  resulting  two  hours  after  the  accident.  How  the  acci- 
dent occurred  is  not  known.  All  that  can  be  learned  is  that  he 
was  last  seen  standing  near  the  elevator,  having  raised  the  door 
and  gate  to  the  same,  but  the  exact  cause  of  his  falling  into  the 
elevator  well  is  all  conjecture. 
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Clifford  Nauffts,  Boston.  Silver,  Burdett  &  Co.  Date  of 
accident,  May  18.  This  was  the  case  of  a  boy,  eighteen  years  of 
age,  who  was  an  employee  of  the  company,  and  who  was  killed  by 
falling  from  the  sixth  floor  of  the  building  through  the  freight  ele- 
vator shaft.  The  building  is  known  as  the  Pope  Building,  221 
Columbus  Avenue.  No  one  witnessed  the  accident,  but  it  was 
stated  that  one  young  man  heard  a  noise  as  coming  from  the  ele- 
vator well,  and,  going  to  the  opening  to  the  well,  saw  the  body 
of  the  boy  at  the  bottom.  The  cause  of  his  falling  into  the  well 
is  not  known. 

Frank  Rogucki,  Boston.  J.  G.  &  B.  S.  Ferguson's  bakery. 
Date  of  accident,  May  18.  Rogucki  was  engaged  in  taking  a 
truck  load  of  baking  pans  from  the  second  floor  of  the  building  to 
the  third  floor,  using  the  elevator  for  that  purpose.  No  one  saw 
the  accident,  but  the  supposition  is  that  he  brought  the  elevator  up 
from  the  floor  below  by  operating  the  shipper  rope,  and,  seeing 
the  elevator  going  on  beyond  the  second  floor,  where  he  was  at  the 
time,  reached  for  the  shipper  rope  above  the  platform,  and  was 
carried  up  and  caught  between  the  elevator  platform  and  the  brick 
wall  of  the  well,  and  crushed.    He  was  dead  when  taken  out. 

Michael  J.  Davis,  Boston.  United  States  Leather  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  June  2.  Davis  was  employed  to  run  the  elevator. 
He  was  on  the  elevator  at  the  third  floor,  was  unable  to  start  the 
elevator  in  an  upward  direction,  and  started  it  downward.  When 
within  a  few  feet  of  the  basement  floor  he  crawled  under  the  ele- 
vator in  order  to  adjust  the  shipper  rope,  and  in  doing  so  the 
elevator  came  down,  crushing  him  between  the  platform  of  the 
elevator  and  basement  floor,  causing  injuries  which  resulted  in  his 
death  the  same  evening. 

Thomas  Peterson,  North  Abington.  Alonzo  P.  Henderson's 
saw  mill.  Date  of  accident,  June  4.  Peterson  was  standing  at 
the  back  end  of  the  saw  table,  while  the  proprietor  was  jointing  a 
board,  and  showing  Peterson  what  he  was  to  do  and  how  to  do  it, 
when  the  board  by  some  means  unknown  swung  around  suddenly, 
striking  Peterson  in  the  abdomen.  He  was  taken  up  stairs  and  a 
doctor  was  summoned,  who  ordered  the  injured  man  to  be  removed 
to  the  hospital,  where  he  died  on  June  7,  three  days  after  the 
accident. 

A.  S.  Clark,  Lowell.  Amraytoon  Paper  Tube  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  June  15.    Clark  was  employed  by  the  company  for 
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general  work,  and  was  engaged  in  oiling  the  shafting  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  mill.  He  stood  on  some  bales  of  paper  while  doing 
this  work,  and  in  some  way  his  clothes  were  caught  in  the  shafting, 
causing  him  to  be  drawn  and  carried  around  the  shafting.  His 
clothes,  with  the  exception  of  his  shoes  and  stockings,  were  en- 
tirely torn  from  his  body,  and  he  was  thrown  across  a  steam  pipe 
some  two  feet  away.  He  was  taken  down  from  the  steam  pipe  by 
a  shopmate,  and  was  removed  in  an  ambulance,  in  which  he  died 
while  on  the  way  to  the  hospital.  His  neck  was  found  to  be 
broken  and  skull  fractured,  either  of  which  would  have  caused 
death. 

Peter  Quan,  Fall  River.  Fall  River  Manufactory.  Date  of 
accident,  June  20.  Quan  was  employed  as  a  painter,  and  was 
engaged  in  varnishing  the  box  about  the  fly  wheel  and  other  wood 
work  in  the  engine  room.  He  had  completed  the  work  upon  the 
box  about  the  fly  wheel,  and  it  is  believed  that  he  was  moving  or 
placing  a  ladder  for  the  purpose  of  going  upon  a  staging,  which 
was  on  each  side  of  the  box,  to  do  the  varnishing  on  the  other 
wood  work,  and  was  close  to  the  crank  shaft  which  was  making 
about  seventy-five  revolutions  per  minute,  when  the  ladder  touched 
the  crank,  smashing  the  ladder  to  pieces,  and  Quan  was  knocked 
into  the  crank  pit,  where  he  was  horribly  crushed  and  mangled  by 
the  machinery,  killing  him  instantly.  The  speed  was  at  once  shut 
down  and  the  body  removed.  The  unfortunate  man  was  about 
twenty-five  or  twenty-six  years  of  age. 

John  Fitzgerald,  Taunton.  Mason  Machine  Works.  Date 
of  accident,  June  28.  Fitzgerald  was  employed  as  a  laborer,  and 
was  on  the  second  floor  of  the  building,  where  he  had  put  a  number 
of  pieces  of  casting  on  the  elevator  platform,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  them  to  the  third  floor.  He  had  started  the  elevator  up- 
ward, and  it  is  supposed  he  tripped  as  he  was  stepping  onto  the 
elevator,  and  fell,  striking  his  head  on  a  bolt  in  the  platform, 
which  stunned  him,  leaving  his  legs  hanging  over  the  platform. 
As  the  elevator  was  ascending  and  reaching  the  next  floor,  his 
legs  and  part  of  his  body  were  caught  between  the  flooring  and 
elevator  platform,  crushing  them  in  a  horrible  manner.  Other 
workmen,  hearing  his  cries,  ran  to  his  assistance,  and  the  elevator 
was  lowered  to  the  ground  floor.  The  doctor  who  was  called 
ordered  the  injured  man  removed  to  the  hospital,  where  he  died 
the  following  morning. 

John  Saarineen,  Fitchburg.  Simonds  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany.   Date  of  accident,  July  10.    Saarineen  had  thrown  off  a 
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belt,  and  had  put  the  friction  clutch  out  to  track  the  grinding 
stone,  as  was  the  usual  custom  at  the  work  he  was  engaged  in  as 
grinder.  The  stone  was  a  large  one,  used  to  grind  saw  backs. 
When  ready  to  start  up  again,  the  belt  was  put  on  the  upper 
pulley,  and  while  putting  it  on  the  lower  pulley,  in  some  way  not 
understood,  the  belt  slipped  off  the  upper  pulley  and  on  to  the  arms 
of  the  friction  clutch,  which  drew  the  belt  up,  and  Saarineen's  leg 
was  caught  and  he  was  carried  up  over  the  shaft.  His  leg  was 
torn  off  at  the  knee,  and  he  fell  to  the  floor.  When  the  doctor 
arrived,  life  was  extinct.  The  friction,  it  is  said,  worked  all  right 
the  day  before  the  accident,  and  again,  after  the  arms  had  been 
replaced,  without  change  of  blocks. 

Henry  Meter,  Cambridge.  Columbia  Jewelry  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  July  10.  Meyer  was  employed  as  an  engineer,  and 
was  killed  by  the  bursting  of  a  fly  wheel,  a  section  of  the  broken 
wheel  striking  him  on  the  head,  causing  instant  death.  The  acci- 
dent is  supposed  to  have  been  caused  by  the  belt  breaking  and 
allowing  full  pressure  of  steam  to  enter  the  cylinder.  Meyer  was 
about  sixty-two  years  of  age. 

Michael  Lynch,  Lynn.  M.  Hurley  &  Co.  Date  of  accident, 
July  23.  Lynch  was  on  the  third  floor  of  the  building,  operating 
the  elevator,  and  was  in  the  act  of  shipping  the  elevator  car  when 
he  lost  his  balance,  falling  into  the  well,  receiving  injuries  which 
caused  his  death. 

John  Anderson,  Fall  River.  American  Printing  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  August  9.  Anderson  was  employed  in  the  color- 
ing department  of  the  company,  and  was  operating  an  elevator 
running  from  the  basement  to  the  first  floor,  a  distance  of  about 
ten  feet.  It  seems  he  was  going  to  take  an  empty  tub  down  to 
the  basement,  and  had  just  got  onto  the  elevator  when  it  dropped 
to  the  basement  floor,  throwing  him  over  on  the  edge  of  the  tub, 
his  right  side  striking  the  same,  causing  four  ribs  to  be  broken. 
The  ambulance  was  at  once  sent  for,  but  he  died  before  it  could 
reach  the  hospital  to  which  he  was  being  conveyed. 

Henry  E.  Wells,  Cambridge.  Cambridge  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany. Date  of  accident,  August  16.  Wells  was  employed  as  an 
oiler  at  the  electric  works,  and  was  killed  by  coming  in  contact 
with  a  live  wire.  He  went  up  into  a  cage  which  is  suspended  from 
a  travelling  crane  in  the  dynamo  room,  to  move  the  cage  along  a 
little  distance,  and  in  getting  down  from  this  position  he  stepped 
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on  the  said  wire,  which  was  of  2,000  volts,  and,  the  cage  being 
grounded,  he  received  the  current  through  his  body. 

Salvador  Delmoxto,  Boston.  The  Cudahy  Packing  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  August  21.  This  was  the  case  of  a  boy  about 
twelve  years  of  age,  who  fell  through  an  elevator  well  and  was 
killed.  He  was  not  employed  by  the  Cudahy  Packing  Company, 
or  in  the  building  where  the  accident  occurred.  He  was  a  news- 
boy, having  a  license  to  sell  newspapers  on  the  street.  Two  men 
employed  by  the  said  company  had  just  left  the'elevator  standing 
at  the  street  floor,  where  there  is  an  opening  direct  to  the  sidewalk, 
with  a  chain  across  for  protection,  and  which,  it  was  reported  by 
these  two  men,  was  in  proper  place  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 
The  first  known  of  the  accident  was  when  Delmonto  fell  down 
through  the  well  hole  to  the  basement,  and  the  elevator  at  the  time 
was  at  the  top  of  the  building,  stationary.  It  is  thought  that  Del- 
monto got  under  the  chain  to  the  platform  from  the  sidewalk,  the 
elevator  then  being  at  the  street  floor,  and  started  the  elevator 
upward  ;  that  when  it  reached  the  second  floor  he  jumped  from 
the  elevator  to  that  floor,  under  the  automatic  gate,  and,  reaching 
for  the  cable  to  stop  the  elevator  car,  he  slipped  and  fell  to  the 
basement. 

William  W.  Pool,  Fall  River.  Fall  River  Gas  Works  Com- 
pany. Date  of  accident,  September  14.  Pool  was  the  night 
engineer  at  the  gas  works,  and  was  burned  at  a  fire  there,  which 
caused  his  death  a  few  hours  afterward.  He  was  alone  at  work 
in  the  engine  room,  and  no  one  knows  the  cause  of  the  fire.  It  is 
the  general  belief  that  one  of  the  oil  pumps,  used  for  pumping  gas 
oil,  burst,  causing  the  oil  to  fly  all  about  Pool's  clothing  ;  and  the 
theory  is  that  in  passing  a  gas  jet  or  the  furnace  of  the  boilers  the 
oil  by  contact  exploded,  which  wrecked  the  entire  engine  room, 
Pool's  body,  the  report  stating,  being  literally  roasted.  It  was 
about  4  o'clock  in  the  morning  when  the  fire  department  was  called 
to  this  fire.  Two  men  who  were  employed  at  wheeling  went  to  the 
rescue  of  the  engineer.  They  tore  the  burning  remnants  of  cloth- 
ing from  him,  and  he  was  removed  to  the  yard.  The  ambulance 
was  called  and  he  was  taken  to  the  hospital,  where  death  ended 
his  sufferings  about  9.30  o'clock  the  same  forenoon. 

Mary  J.  Guimoxt,  Lawrence.  Atlantic  Cotton  Mills.  Date  of 
accident,  September  15.  The  bursting  of  a  fly  wheel  on  an  engine 
caused  this  accident,  resulting  in  the  death  of  one  person  and 
injuring  several  others.    The  fly  wheel  was  22  feet  in  diameter, 
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was  39  inches  on  the  face  and  2  inches  thick.  This  wheel  made 
62  revolutions  per  minute,  and  was  connected  with  a  Corliss 
engine,  and  used  for  reserved  power  in  case  of  low  water  at  the 
mills.  Portions  of  the  wheel  were  thrown  through  the  floor  above, 
used  as  a  weave  room,  and  also  through  the  floor  of  the  warp  room 
on  the  same  flight.  Several  pieces  were  carried  the  entire  length 
of  the  warp  room,  in  which  Mary  J.  Guimont  worked,  and  she  was 
struck  by  a  fragment  of  the  wheel  at  the  far  end  of  the  room,  kill- 
ing her  instantly.  The  piece  of  iron  by  which  she  was  struck  is 
said  to  have  weighed  about  500  pounds.  Seven  other  persons 
were  reported  as  injured  more  or  less  seriously,  and  were  attended 
to  in  most  of  the  cases  at  the  hospital. 

Charles  J.  Delcga,  Boston.  White-Smith  Music  Publishing 
Company.  Date  of  accident,  September  21.  Deluga  was  about 
sixteen  years  of  age,  and  was  employed  as  an  errand  boy.  He 
was  caught  in  an  elevator,  receiving  fatal  injuries.  The  first  inti- 
mation of  the  accident  was  hearing  a  commotion  in  the  elevator 
well,  and  on  going  there  the  boy  was  found  jammed  between  the 
elevator  car  and  the  sill  of  the  second  floor  of  the  building.  Part 
of  his  body  was  on  the  platform  and  part  beneath  it.  The  boy 
was  so  wedged  in  that  the  elevator  was  stopped,  and  it  was  neces- 
sary to  saw  out  a  portion  of  the  platform  in  order  to  release  his 
body.  The  doctor  who  had  been  called  pronounced  life  extinct. 
The  actual  facts  regarding  the  accident  are  not  known.  The 
theory  is  that  the  boy  descended  the  elevator  to  the  first  floor,  and 
on  reaching  that  floor  stepped  off,  as  a  bundle  which  he  had  been 
given  to  deliver  elsewhere  was  found  on  the  landing  at  that  point. 
It  is  supposed  that  after  stepping  off  he  allowed  the  elevator  to  go 
to  the  basement,  where  it  was  automatically  stopped,  and  that  he 
then  pulled  the  rope,  causing  the  elevator  to  reascend.  As  it 
passed  the  landing  where  he  was  standing  he  probably  allowed  the 
platform  to  get  almost  waist  high  to  him  before  he  undertook  to 
get  on.  The  result  was  that  before  he  could  scramble  on  to  the 
platform  he  was  caught  between  the  upper  part  of  the  door  to  the 
entrance  of  the  elevator  on  the  first  floor  and  the  platform  of 
the  elevator,  and  crushed  to  death.  The  report  of  the  White- 
Smith  Music  Publishing  Company  states :  "  As  near  as  we  can 
understand  the  case,  the  boy  must  have  been  playing  with  the 
elevator." 

William  Baldauf,  Lee.  American  Writing  Paper  Company 
(Hurlburt  Paper  Manufacturing  Company  Division).  Date  of 
accident,  September  21.    Baldauf  was  employed  to  change  the 
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stock  cabs  which  were  taken  to  and  from  the  elevator.  It  appears 
that  he  hoisted  the  elevator  door  and  went  for  a  cab  to  deliver  to 
the  lower  floor,  but  the  elevator  was  on  the  floor  above,  which  he 
did  not  at  the  time  notice,  and  he  pushed  the  cab  into  the  well. 
Immediately  noticing  that  the  elevator  was  not  there,  he  attempted 
to  save  the  cab  from  falling,  and  in  doing  so  he  fell  with  the  cab 
to  the  bottom  of  the  well,  a  distance  of  about  eighteen  feet,  caus- 
ing internal  injuries  from  which  he  died  a  few  hours  afterward. 

Seymour  Gilbert,  Pittsfield.  A.  A.  Mills  Company.  Date  of 
accident,  October  5.  Gilbert  was  sent  with  the  foreman  of  the 
E.  D.  Jones  &  Sons  Company  to  repair  the  elevator  in  the  store- 
house of  the  A.  A.  Mills  Company.  The  elevator  is  used  for 
freight  purposes.  Gilbert  and  the  foreman  were  ascending  on 
the  elevator  to  the  upper  floor,  the  distance  being  about  seventeen 
feet.  When  the  elevator  reached  the  upper  floor  the  foreman 
missed  Gilbert,  and  at  the  same  time  heard  a  cry  for  help.  He 
hurried  below,  and  found  Gilbert  holding  fast  to  the  automatic 
gate,  nine  feet  from  the  upper  floor.  He  was  removed  and  carried 
to  the  hospital,  and  it  was  found  on  examination  that  his  back  was 
broken  and  his  leg  severely  injured,  and  he  lived  but  one  hour 
afterward.  It  is  said  by  those  present  that  before  he  died  he  told 
them  that  he  jumped  from  the  elevator;  that  he  thought  it  was 
going  up  too  fast.  He  became  frightened,  it  would  seem,  and 
jumped  ofif,  unnoticed  by  the  foreman. 

George  D.  Allen,  Boston.  7  Exchange  Place.  Date  of  acci- 
dent, November  5.  Allen  was  a  passenger  on  the  elevator,  with 
seven  other  persons.  "When  the  car  reached  the  third  floor  it  be- 
came unmanageable.  It  continued  upward  to  the  top  floor,  strik- 
ing the  framework,  and  then  descended  slowly.  All  the  passengers 
but  Mr.  Allen  succeeded  in  escaping  to  the  landing,  but  he  ap- 
parently became  frightened  and  confused,  and  when  he  did  attempt 
to  reach  the  landing  the  car  had  descended  so  far  that  he  fell  and 
was  caught  between  the  upper  part  of  the  car  door  and  the  landing. 
He  was  conveyed  to  the  hospital,  where  he  died  about  noon  of  the 
same  day,  the  accident  having  occurred  about  9.30  o'clock  in  the 
morning.    Mr.  Allen  was  about  seventy-three  years  of  age. 

John  J.  O'Connell,  Cambridge.  John  P.  Squire  &  Co.  Date 
of  accident,  November  9.  O'Connell  was  a  boy  in  the  employ  of 
the  company,  and  with  two  other  boys,  all  taking  their  noon  hour, 
went  to  the  building  known  as  the  hog  house,  connected  with  the 
packing  establishment.  After  arriving  at  the  hog  house  the  O'Con- 
nell boy  got  upon  the  elevator  and  was  looking  down  at  the  hogs. 
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While  in  this  position  he  started  the  elevator,  still  looking  down. 
The  elevator  has  sides  some  two  and  one-half  or  three  feet  high  all 
around,  and  the  boy  was  leaning  over  this  curbing  while  the 
•elevator  was  moving  upward.  His  head  projected  so  far  over  the 
side  that  his  neck  came  in  contact  with  a  floor  timber  above,  and 
he  was  held  in  this  position,  the  elevator  stopping  there.  Some 
men  who  had  been  called  by  the  other  boys  came  to  his  relief,  but 
when  O'Connell  was  taken  out,  it  was  found  that  he  was  dead. 

Samuel  D.  Perry,  Maiden.  Geo.  P.  Cox  Last  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  November  9.  This  accident  was  caused  by  a 
block  or  last  which  flew  from  a  lathe,  striking  Perry,  it  is  sup- 
posed, on  the  back  of  the  head,  and  causing  him  to  fall,  striking 
other  blocks  which  were  lying  on  the  floor.  It  is  presumed  that 
the  block  which  flew  out  from  the  lathe  was  not  sufficiently  fast- 
ened in  its  place.  Perry's  injuries  were  such  that  he  died  two  days 
after  the  accident. 

Floyd  Griffin,  Boston.  Gas  Consumers  Association.  Date 
of  accident,  November  9.  Griffin,  who,  it  was  stated,  was  seven- 
teen years  of  age,  was  fatally  injured  by  a  fall  through  the  elevator 
well  at  657  Washington  Street.  The  cause  of  the  accident  can 
only  be  surmised,  as  there  was  no  one  who  witnessed  it.  He  was 
employed  on  the  fifth  floor,  and  it  is  supposed  that  he  fell  from  that 
floor,  the  elevator  being  found  at  the  floor  above.  It  was  stated 
that  his  skull  was  crushed  and  his  left  arm  and  shoulder  fractured. 

S.  Cloutier,  Fall  River.  Chace  Mills.  Date  of  accident,  No- 
vember 17.  The  accident  was  caused  by  Cloutier  being  caught 
between  the  elevator  platform  and  the  flooring  of  the  third  story 
of  the  building.  He  was  a  boy  about  thirteen  years  of  age,  who 
had  come  into  the  mill  to  see  his  sister,  he  not  being  employed 
there.  The  first  known  of  the  accident  was  when  the  boy's  body 
was  found  wedged  between  the  elevator  platform  and  flooring  of 
the  third  story.  It  would  appear  that  he  got  on  the  elevator  and 
started  it  up  to  have  a  ride,  and  it  is  supposed  that  after  starting 
the  car  he  lay  on  the  platform,  face  downward,  to  look  down  the 
elevator  well,  with  his  head  extending  over  the  edge  of  the  plat- 
form. While  in  this  position,  the  elevator  reaching  the  third  story, 
his  head  was  crushed  between  the  platform  and  the  flooring.  His 
neck  was  broken,  and  death  must  have  been  instantaneous. 


DETECTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 


EEPOET  OF  THE  DETECTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 


The  district  police  force  was  created  by  an  act  of  Legis- 
lature in  1879,  chapter  305.  Section  12  of  said  act  reads 
as  follows:  "The  governor  shall  appoint  two  or  more  of 
the  district  police  to  act  as  inspectors  of  factories  and  public 
buildings.  In  a  district  where  a  district  police  officer  is 
appointed  to  act  as  such  inspector,  the  governor  may  ap- 
point an  additional  district  police  officer;  but  the  whole 
district  police  force  shall  not  exceed  sixteen  men."  Under 
this  law  as  then  enacted  any  member  of  the  force  was  liable 
to  be  detailed  to  do  inspection  or  detective  work,  as  occa- 
sion demanded.  The  Legislature  of  1894  drew  the  line,  and 
created  what  is  known  as  the  inspection  and  the  detective 
department  of  the  district  police  force.  The  detective  de- 
partment of  the  district  police  force  now  consists  of  thirteen 
members,  one  of  whom  is  detailed  especially  to  enforce  the 
fish  and  game  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  remaining 
twelve  members  are  assigned  to  different  districts  in  the 
State,  and  subject  to  the  call  of  the  district  attorney  in  that 
district,  who  in  many  cases  calls  upon  them  to  investigate 
cases  against  parties  under  arrest  and  to  prepare  the  evi- 
dence for  trial.  The  officers  of  this  branch  of  the  service 
have  a  very  wide  experience,  and  must  at  all  times  be  ready 
to  cope  with  any  class  of  crime.  It  is  impossible  to  present 
in  tabulated  form  all  the  work  performed  by  this  branch  of 
the  service,  as  a  great  part  of  the  work  performed  is  in  cases 
where  it  is  impossible  to  secure  evidence  enough  to  convict, 
and.  the  work  must  necessarily  remain  secret ;  but  it  may 
come  to  light  at  some  future  day,  as  it  is  the  rule  of  this 
department  never  to  drop  a  case,  and  the  officers  are  always 
looking  for  evidence. 

To  show  the  importance  of  the  work  performed  by  the 
officers  of  the  detective  department,  I  wish  to  state  that  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years  the  officers  have  procured  and  assisted 
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other  officers  (of  local  departments)  in  procuring  evidence 
in  many  cases  of  murder,  some  of  which  I  will  now  men- 
tion :  —

Among  the  most  important  cases  investigated  were  the

Stephen  A.  Reynolds,  alias  S.  H.  Raymond,  alias  Frederick 
Marshall,  with  several  other  aliases,  was  arrested  in  New  York 
City,  charged  with  the  crime  of  forgery  and  uttering.  Reynolds 
was  brought  back  to  Massachusetts  on  requisition  papers,  and  in 
the  superior  court  at  Boston,  on  June  19,  1900,  Reynolds  pleaded 
guilty  to  uttering  on  six  counts  in  the  indictment,  and  was  sen- 
tenced to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory.  Reynolds  has  had  quite 
an  experience  ;  he  has  served  in  the  British  army,  and  also  in  the 
regular  army  of  the  United  States ;  he  received  his  discharge  on 
account  of  injury  received  in  the  service.  When  the  Spanish- 
American  war  broke  out  he  re-enlisted  under  the  name  of  Robert 
D.  Trevor  in  the  third  U.  S.  Cavalry.  Under  an  act  passed  by 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  he  was  entitled  to  a  bounty  of  $7  a 
month  during  the  war,  which  bounty  he  collected  and  also  forged 
a  number  of  papers,  on  which  he  also  collected  the  bounty. 

Herman  L.  Chase  was  arrested  at  Concord,  N.  H.,  charged 
with  the  crime  of  embezzlement,  was  brought  back  to  Massa- 
chusetts on  requisition  papers,  and  tried  in  the  superior  court  at 
Boston,  on  May  29,  1900.  He  was  found  guilty,  and  sentenced 
to  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  ten  years  in  the  Massachusetts 
State  Prison.  Chase  was  an  ex-government  official,  and  of  good 
address.  He  succeeded  in  gaining  the  confidence  of  one  of  the 
first  families  of  the  State,  and,  on  the  representation  that  he  could 
invest  money  so  as  to  insure  large  returns,  he  succeeded  in  secur- 
ing about  $12,000,  which  sum  he  appropriated  to  his  own  use. 
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Everett  E.  Crosby  was  arrested  at  Derry,  N.  H.,  and  was 
brought  back  to  Massachusetts  charged  with  the  crime  of  em- 
bezzlement to  the  amount  of  $6,262.28  from  the  town  of  Wmthrop. 
Crosby  pleaded  guilty  in  the  superior  court  at  Boston,  on  Aug.  14, 
1900,  to  two  counts  in  the  indictment,  and  was  sentenced  to  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  four  years  in  the  Massachusetts  State 
Prison.  Crosby  was  tax  collector  of  the  town  of  Winthrop  at  the 
time  of  the  embezzlement.

During  the  month  of  February,  Mark  E.  Couch,  Esq.,  of  North 
Adams,  who  had  been  conducting  the  several  adjourned  sessions 
of  the  inquest  in  the  case  of  Henry  and  Blanche  M.  Reed,  who 
were  murdered  at  North  Adams  in  August,  1897,  presented  to  the 
Attorney-General  a  copy  of  the  testimony  in  the  case,  which  tes- 
timony pointed  strongly  towards  two  men  living  near  that  city. 
About  February  20,  I  was  instructed  to  find  if  additional  evidence 
could  be  had  in  order  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
grand  jury.  I  was  employed  almost  constantly  from  said  Febru- 
ary 20  until  July  14,  at  which  time  the  case  was  presented. 

After  entering  upon  the  case  I  found  an  entire  ignorance  among 
the  officers  of  any  knowledge  of  what  was  done  by  any  other  offi- 
cer, and  no  concerted  action  seems  to  have  been  had.  Enough 
evidence  was  obtained  to  show  that  Alexander  K.  Grant,  alias 
Alexander  Keith,  and  David  King,  had  made  a  partial  confession 
to  being  at  the  house  of  the  Reeds  up  to  within  an  hour  of  the 
time  that  the  murder  was  evidently  committed ;  also,  they  were 
seen  going  towards  the  place  shortly  before  the  time  and  returning 
home  shortly  after  the  time  of  the  murder ;  and  many  articles  of 
jewelry  answering  the  description  of  that  taken  from  the  Reeds' 
house  were  seen  in  their  possession  ;  but  the  grand  jury  failed  to 
find  an  indictment. 

On  the  twenty-first  day  of  May  I  was  called  to  Stow  by  the 
selectmen,  and  at  the  house  of  Henry  Gates  I  found  Peter  Larson, 
a  farm  hand,  who  had  early  on  that  morning  been  assaulted  with 
an  axe  by  a  man  whom  Mr.  Gates  thought  he  recognized  as  Charles 
Howard,  a  former  employee  at  the  farm.  Larson  was  unconscious 
and  in  a  critical  condition,  having  been  struck  a  number  of  times 
about  the  head,  and  having  lost  much  blood.  After  learning  the 
circumstances  surrounding  the  case  I  went  with  Constable  Dow  in 
the  direction  that  Howard  was  supposed  to  have  gone  in  Bolton, 
where  we  found  Howard  secreted  under  a  hedge. 
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After  the  arrest  of  Howard  it  was  found  that  property  stolen 
from  Larson's  room  by  some  one  entering  in  the  night  time,  about 
a  week  previous  to  the  assault,  had  been  seen  in  Howard's  posses- 
sion. Howard  was  accordingly  indicted  for  breaking  and  enter- 
ing, in  addition  to  the  assault.  After  pleading  guilty  to  both 
indictments,  he  was  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  house  of 
correction. 

During  the  latter  part  of  last  year  the  country  about  Natick  and 
Framingham  was  afflicted  by  a  gang  of  young  thieves,  who  found 
a  sale  for  all  their  plunder  with  the  numerous  junk  dealers  and 
junk  collectors  who  infest  that  section  of  the  State.  I  was  called 
to  assist  the  local  police  of  those  towns,  and  after  much  work  and 
expense,  Robert  Munn,  John  J.  Brazelle  and  William  Costello 
were  arrested,  and  admitted  stealing  several  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  brass,  copper  and  composition  from  the  various  street 
railway  companies  in  that  section.  Since  my  last  report  Munn 
and  Costello  have  received  sentences  to  the  house  of  correction. 
An  effort  was  made  to  convict  the  junk  dealers  upon  the  testimony 
of  the  men  who  sold  the  stolen  property  to  them,  but  it  was  only 
partially  successful,  as  the  identity  of  the  property  was  destroyed 
as  soon  as  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  junk  dealers. 

Report  of  William  H.  Proctor. 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  work  for 
the  last  year. 

I  have  commanded  the  steamer  "  Lexington,"  and  have  patrolled 
the  Massachusetts  coast  during  the  summer  months.  There  has 
not  been  any  violation  of  the  seining  law  in  Buzzard's  Bay.  One 
menhaden  steamer  made  an  attempt  to  fish,  and  steamed  away 
when  the  State  steamer  came  in  sight  and  has  not  been  seen  since. 
Large  schools  of  menhaden  came  into  the  bay  about  the  first  of 
June  and  went  into  the  rivers  and  harbors  to  spawn,  and  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  summer  said  waters  were  alive  with  small 
menhaden  about  two  or  three  inches  in  length.  1  have  patrolled 
Buzzard's  Bay  for  the  past  ten  years,  and  never  saw  blue  fish  and 
squeteague  so  plentiful  as  they  have  been  during  the  past  summer. 
This  fall  the  rivers  and  harbors  abound  with  small  blue  fish  from 
four  to  six  inches  in  length.  The  lobster  business  continues  the 
same  as  in  past  years.  Small  lobsters  from  six  to  ten  and  one- 
half  inches  in  length  are  caught  and  destroyed.  The  present  law 
never  did,  and  any  other  length  law  never  can,  protect  them.  The 
only  way  they  can  be  protected  is  by  having  a  close  season  for  six 
months  or  more,  or  by  making  the  fishermen  construct  their  traps 
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so  that  the  small  ones  can  escape.  During  the  summer  I  have 
seized  and  returned  to  the  water  alive  19,027  short  and  23  egg- 
bearing  lobsters,  and  have  put  some  of  the  owners  in  court. 

I  was  also  detailed  to  assist  Officer  Neal  on  the  George  E.  Bailey 
murder  case  at  Saugus.

Arthur  French,  alias  Arthur  Fuller.  Crime,  larceny  from 
dwelling.  This  person  was  hired  in  Wakefield,  Mass.,  by  Charles 
Taylor  of  Cottage  City,  Mass.,  to  work  for  him.  Taylor  com- 
menced to  miss  different  articles  soon  after  he  employed  him.  I 
investigated  the  case,  in  consequence  of  which  I  arrested  French, 
alias  Fuller,  and  recovered  most  of  property  stolen.  He  was  tried, 
convicted  and  sentenced  to  Massachusetts  Reformatory. 

William  H.  Jackson.  Crime,  selling  mortgaged  property. 
Jackson  was  indicted  in  September  last  at  Edgartown.  I  arrested 
him  Feb.  19,  1900,  at  Taunton,  at  which  place  he  had  been  in 
jail  seven  months.  I  took  him  to  Edgartown  for  trial,  but  on 
account  of  his  health  his  case  was  continued. 

John  Brady.  Crime,  larceny  from  the  person.  I  arrested  him 
at  Cottage  City,  while  trying  to  dispose  of  property  stolen.  He 
was  tried,  convicted,  and  sentenced  to  the  New  Bedford  house  of 
correction. 

Charles  Gough.  Crime,  assault  with  dangerous  weapon,  to 
wit,  a  revolver.  The  person  assaulted  was  shot  twice,  but  could 
not  be  found  to  testify  at  the  trial,  although  every  effort  was  made 
to  locate  him.  Gough  was  tried  before  the  lower  court,  and  sen- 
tenced to  county  jail  at  Edgartown  and  to  pay  a  fine. 

Jerry  B.  Reynolds.  Crime,  larceny  from  building  at  Cottage 
City,  night  of  Aug.  28,  1900.  I  arrested  Reynolds  at  New  Bed- 
ford, and  recovered  most  of  the  property  stolen.  On  accouut  of  a 
large  family,  who  were  dependent  on  him  for  support,  he  was  dis- 
charged on  payment  of  fine. 
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David  Noonan.  Crime,  assault  on  officer.  He  was  convicted, 
and  sentenced  to  pay  fine. 

Samuel  P.  Huxford.  Crime,  forgery.  Feb.  28,  1900,  a  note 
with  forged  indorsement  was  cashed  at  Mechanics  National  Bank 
of  New  Bedford,  for  the  sum  of  $200,  by  Huxford.  He  also  ob- 
tained, by  forged  indorsement  to  a  note,  $500  from  a  prominent 
lady  in  Cottage  City.  I  traced  him  to  New  Bedford,  Boston  and 
Portland,  arrested  him  and  took  him  to  Edgartown.  He  was  in- 
dicted in  September  last,  two  counts,  forgery.  By  request  of  his 
counsel  case  continued  for  trial,  Huxford  being  put  under  $1,000 
bond,  which  he  was  unable  to  furnish. 

Edmund  R.  Nichols.  Crime,  rape.  I  arrested  said  Nichols 
Oct.  20,  1900,  charged  with  rape  on  a  child  ten  years  of  age. 
Said  defendant  enticed  this  child  into  his  place  of  business  by 
means  of  pennies,  and  it  is  charged  by  the  Commonwealth  that  he 
committed  the  crime  of  rape  on  said  child.  He  was  tried  Oct.  24, 
1900,  by  the  lower  court.  Probable  cause  was  found,  and  he  was 
bound  over  to  the  grand  jury. 

Edward  J.  Lewis.  Crime,  breaking  and  entering,  and  larceny 
of  fowl.  It  is  charged  that  on  the  night  of  October  17  said  Lewis 
broke  into  and  entered  the  buildings  of  two  different  persons,  tak- 
ing a  large  number  of  fowl  from  each  and  shipping  them  to  a  New 
York  market.  I  stopped  them  in  transportation,  and  arrested 
Lewis.    He  is  now  held  awaiting  trial. 

I  was  detailed  for  special  duty  at  Boston,  Framingham  and 
Clinton.  I  have  also  performed  special  duty  on  board  the  steamer 
"  Lexington." 

Norfolk  and  Plymouth  Counties, 
Officer  George  C.  Pratt.    Total  number  of  cases  investi- 
gated, 68;  total  number  of  arrests,  17;  total  value  of  prop- 
erty recovered,  $295;  total  number  of  days  assigned  for 
special  duty,  30. 

Among  the  most  important  cases  investigated  were  the 
following :  — 

The  murder  of  Benjamin  F.  Coolbroth  by  William  J.  Young. 
This  was  a  brutal  murder.  Coolbroth  was  a  foreman  in  the 
finishing  room  of  the  shoe  manufactory  of  Tileston  Brothers  & 
Co.,  in  Randolph.    He  had  worked  for  the  firm  in  South  Boston 
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before  this,  and  was  entrusted  with  full  control  of  his  room ;  he 
hired  and  discharged  the  men.  William  J.  Young  was  another 
workman  who  went  with  the  firm  from  South  Boston  to  Randolph. 
He  was  about  twenty-two  years  of  age,  quite  good-looking  and 
well  liked  by  many.  Coolbroth  and  Young  were  the  best  of 
friends.  After  a  while  Young  began  to  be  late  at  his  work  in  the 
morning,  Coolbroth  called  him  to  account  for  it,  but  he  did  not  do 
any  better  about  it.  On  Sept.  9,  1899,  Coolbroth  discharged  him. 
Young  went  to  the  office.  Tileston  told  him  that  he  could  not  do 
anything  for  him,  as  Coolbroth  had  full  charge  of  the  room. 
Young  started  up-stairs  at  once,  and  went  to  the  room  where 
Coolbroth  was  standing.  He  took  a  hammer  and  struck  him  on 
the  back  of  the  head.  The  man  fell ;  Young  then  dealt  him 
several  blows  about  his  face  and  head.  Coolbroth  was  taken  to 
his  home,  and  died  the  next  day,  on  Sunday  morning.  I  drove 
to  Randolph,  and,  finding  that  he  was  dead,  I  communicated  with 
District  Attorney  Harris,  and  then  took  charge  of  the  case,  by  his 
order.  An  autopsy  was  held  at  the  house  by  Medical  Examiner 
Jones  of  Quincy,  assisted  by  local  physicians. 

On  Monday  morning  Young  was  taken  to  court  at  Quincy,  and 
there  discharged  on  the  warrant  taken  out  for  assault  by  Constable 
Havey.  I  then  made  complaint  for  murder.  He  pleaded  not 
guilty,  and  was  committed  at  Dedham,  without  bail.  On  April  23, 
1900,  his  trial  commenced.  His  counsel  was  Avery  and  TVorthing- 
ton,  against  District  Attorney  Harris  and  Assistant  Schultz.  After 
three  days'  hearing,  the  counsel  for  Young  retracted  the  plea  of 
not  guilty.  He  pleaded  guilty,  and  was  sentenced  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Prison  for  life  by  Judge  Bond. 

The  mysterious  shooting,  at  Stoughton,  of  Frank  J.  Middleton. 
A  very  interesting  case  investigated  by  me  this  year,  where  no 
prosecution  was  made,  was  the  shooting  affair  in  Stoughton,  on 
November  6,  at  about  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

A  man  who  lived  near  the  overhead  railroad  bridge,  while  cross- 
ing it,  walking  along  the  carriage  road,  found  a  young  man  lying 
on  the  ground,  who  claimed  that  he  had  been  shot.  He  said  that 
a  stranger  riding  a  bicycle  came  up  to  him,  jumped  off  and  asked 
him  if  his  name  was  Middleton.  He  told  him  it  was.  Then  he 
asked,  "  Is  it  Frank?  "  He  answered  "  Yes."  "  Then,"  said  the 
man,  "you are  the  cuss  I  want,"  and  drew  a  revolver  and  shot  him 
in  the  breast,  and,  mounting  his  bicycle,  rode  away.  The  man 
reported  to  the  police  that  Middleton  was  on  the  bridge,  shot. 
They  at  once  called  out  the  citizens  of  the  town  to  search  for  the 
man  who  had  shot  him.    Young  Middleton  was  well  known  by 
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them,  though  better  in  North  Easton,  where  he  was  living  with  his 
mother  at  this  time.  Chief  of  Police  Vanston  had  the  young  man 
removed  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  in  Boston.  His 
mother  was  sent  for.  The  ball  was  located,  and  everything  was 
done  for  him  by  his  mother  and  the  doctor  at  the  hospital. 

On  November  7,  seeing  the  report  of  the  affair  in  the  morning 
"  Globe,"  I  went  to  Stoughton  and  called  to  see  the  chief.  He 
took  me  over  the  ground  and  told  me  the  story  that  Middleton  gave 
the  man  who  found  him  on  the  bridge,  and  also  what  he  told  the 
officers.  He  had  said  that  he  had  been  in  Boston  during  the  day, 
but  had  returned  to  North  Easton  ;  that  after  supper  he  went  over 
to  Stoughton,  stayed  there  a  short  time,  then  started  to  walk  home, 
a  distance  of  four  miles.  When  on  the  bridge  a  man  had  come  up 
to  him,  and,  after  asking  his  name,  had  shot  him. 

The  story  seemed  a  little  improbable  to  me,  so  I  went  to  the 
hospital  and  obtained  from  the  nurse  the  papers  and  cards  which 
were  in  his  pockets.  I  examined  them,  and  kept  some  which  I 
thought  were  written  by  him.  In  the  meantime,  I  had  learned 
more  about  the  young  man.  I  found  that  he  attended  Bryant  & 
Stratton's  College  in  Boston.  I  went  to  the  school,  got  specimens 
of  his  penmanship,  and  compared  them  with  letters  that  had  been 
sent  to  several  young  women  in  Stoughton  and  North  Easton.  I 
felt  sure  that  the  handwriting  was  the  same.  These  letters  were 
signed  "Cupid,"  and  most  of  them  full  of  expressions  not  fit  to 
be  read.  I  was  satisfied  that  my  suspicions  were  correct,  not  only 
that  he  wrote  the  letters,  but  that  the  story  he  had  told  the  officers 
was  made  up  by  him,  and  that  he  had  shot  himself. 

I  went  to  the  hospital  again,  and  was  told  that  I  could  talk  with 
him  in  a  few  days.  During  the  time  I  worked  on  the  clues  given 
me  by  the  letters.  I  felt  more  sure  that  he  was  deceiving  the  whole 
community  as  to  the  shooting.  I  went  to  see  him.  He  still  told 
the  same  story.  After  talking  with  him  a  few  minutes,  I  left  him, 
telling  him  that  the  doctor  said  that  in  a  few  days  I  could  have  as 
long  an  interview  with  him  as  I  wished.  I  waited  several  days, 
continuing  my  investigations.  I  found  that  he  was  a  cigarette 
fiend,  and  other  things  confirming  my  suspicions.  For  the  last 
time  I  went  to  see  him  ;  he  was  in  his  room,  in  bed.  I  asked  him 
if  he  wrote  the  cards  that  I  had.  He  said  he  did.  I  then  asked 
if  he  had  written  any  letter  which  he  had  signed  by  the  name  of 
"  Cupid."  He  said  that  he  never  had.  I  told  him  that  I  had 
specimens  of  his  writing  from  the  college,  and,  upon  comparison 
of  them  with  the  letter,  had  called  them  written  by  the  same  hand. 
He  again  denied  it. 

I  asked  him  to  tell  again  the  story  of  the  shooting,  as  he  had 
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given  it  to  the  Chief  of  Police  Vanston,  his  mother  and  the  doctor 
at  the  hospital.  He  repeated  it,  probably  just  as  he  had  told  it  to 
them.  I  then  inquired  if  he  knew  that  the  revolver  at  his  father's 
house  was  missing.  He  said  he  did  not.  Next,  I  requested  him 
to  tell  the  story  once  more,  and  this  time  to  tell  the  truth.  In 
answer  to  questions,  he  said  that  he  was  seventeen  years  old,  that 
his  father  was  dead,  that  he  lived  with  his  mother,  and  had  been 
attending  Bryant  &  Stratton's  College.  Here  he  began  his  story. 
I  told  him  not  to  deceive  me,  as  my  time  was  of  value  to  the  State. 
I  saw  that  he  was  getting  excited,  so  I  said,  "  If  you  can't  tell  me 
the  truth,  say  nothing."  He  hesitated,  then,  turning  toward  the 
front  of  the  bed,  said  he  would  give  a  correct  account.  He  took 
the  revolver  from  home,  then  went  to  Boston.  At  night  he  traded 
the  revolver  for  a  cheaper  one  and  seventy-five  cents  at  a  store  on 
Kneeland  Street.  He  next  went  to  Stoughton,  had  a  lunch  and 
bought  a  box  of  cigarettes,  and  started  to  walk  home.  When  he 
was  on  the  bridge,  he  drew  his  revolver  from  his  pocket  and  fired 
it  into  his  side  at  the  breast.  He  threw  the  revolver  over  the 
fence  to  the  railroad  below,  then  fell.  Here  I  stopped  him,  telling 
him  not  to  talk  any  more,  as  the  doctor  might  not  like  it.  I  saw 
the  doctor,  and  told  him  that  Middleton  had  shot  himself.  He 
could  not  believe  it.  I  asked  him  to  wait  until  I  returned  before 
he  expressed  his  opinion,  and  left  the  hospital. 

I  went  to  Kneeland  Street  and  found  the  revolver  that  he  had 
traded  at  the  store  of  a  broker,  whom  I  knew  well.  He  gave  me 
a  good  description  of  the  young  man  who  had  brought  it  there.  I 
bought  the  revolver  for  $5.  I  hurried  back  to  the  hospital,  called 
the  doctor,  and  with  him  went  to  Middleton's  bedside.  I  handed 
him  the  revolver,  and  asked  him  if  it  was  the  one  that  he  had 
taken  from  home  and  traded  on  Kneeland  Street.  To  the  great 
surprise  of  the  doctor,  he  admitted  that  it  was,  and  added  that  he 
had  shot  himself  with  the  one  he  had  received  in  its  place. 

Had  he  been  silent  from  the  first,  the  officers  would  now  be 
looking  for  the  one  who  attempted  to  murder  Frank  J.  Middleton 
of  North  Easton  in  Stoughton,  on  the  night  of  Nov.  6,  1899,  and 
I,  with  the  rest,  would  have  been  blamed  for  not  ferreting  out  the 
culprit.  I  was  much  pleased  with  my  success,  for  I  had  felt  from 
the  first  that  he  had  been  guilty,  and  I  cleared  up  the  mystery  by 
hard  work. 

The  disturbance  in  the  cranberry  district,  caused  by  Martin 
Hendricson.  While  this  case  may  seem  one  of  little  account  to 
the  people  of  factory  towns,  to  the  farmers  on  the  Cape,  where  a 
large  part  of  the  cranberries  are  grown,  it  was  of  great  impor- 
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tance,  for  it  brought  about  an  early  settlement  of  a  trouble  that 
threatened  the  peace  of  the  district  for  the  season. 

In  times  past  the  picking  has  been  done  by  the  people  of  Carver 
and  Wareham.  They  have  looked  forward  to  the  opening  of  the 
season  in  August.  They  have  had  employment  for  several  weeks, 
with  satisfactory  compensation,  being  paid  by  the  measure  of 
berries.  Now  the  boys  have  grown  so  large  that  foreign  labor 
has  been  sought.  Men  of  all  nationalities  have  come  by  the  car- 
load, and  have  lived  in  rough  houses,  sleeping  in  bunks.  Among 
them  there  have  often  been  released  inmates  of  jails  and  reforma- 
tories. For  several  years  the  people  have  felt  anxious  for  their 
safety. 

About  the  middle  of  last  August  a  gang  of  about  seventy-five 
men,  most  of  them  Russians,  with  a  few  Swedes,  Italians  and 
Germans,  arrived  from  New  York.  They  were  led  by  Martin 
Hendricson,  claiming  to  be  a  Russian  and  calling  himself  an 
anarchist.  He  said  that  he  was  a  carpenter  by  trade,  but  ad- 
mitted that  for  some  time  he  had  been  an  organizer  of  strikes. 
He  was  about  thirty  years  old,  six  feet  three  inches  tall,  well 
built  and  very  commanding.  No  colonel  ever  had  his  men  under 
better  control ;  a  snap  of  his  finger  called  them  to  him.  The  men 
did  not  speak  English,  so  all  the  talking  was  done  by  him.  They 
went  to  work  upon  the  bog  of  Hon.  Peleg  McFarland. 

McFarland  found  it  necessary  to  reduce  the  price  paid  for  pick- 
ing ;  on  account  of  the  hot  dry  season  and  the  short  crop,  he  was 
able  to  give  but  six  cents  a  measure,  in  the  place  of  eight  cents, 
the  last  year's  price.  As  soon  as  he  learned  of  the  cut-down, 
Hendricson  called  his  men  off,  and  threatened  the  townspeople 
who  were  in  the  bogs,  unless  they  too  left  their  work. 

The  managers  were  much  excited  over  the  situation,  and  called 
out  the  town  officers.  A  warrant  was  taken  out  to  arrest  Hen- 
dricson for  disturbing  the  peace.  The  officers  went  to  the  bog  and 
attempted  to  arrest  him.  In  his  bold  Russian  way,  he  told  them 
that  they  could  not  do  it,  and,  at  a  snap  from  his  finger,  his  men 
came  around  with  revolvers  in  their  hands.  The  officers,  seeing 
that  it  was  useless  to  try  further,  as  his  men  were  determined  to 
protect  him,  returned  to  town. 

The  chief  of  the  Massachusetts  District  Police  was  consulted. 
He  detailed  me  to  go  to  Carver  at  once,  and  do  whatever  seemed 
advisable,  conferring  with  Deputy  Sheriff  Hurley  at  Wareham. 
In  the  morning  Sheriff  Hurley  and  I  went  to  Carver,  and  talked 
with  McFarland  and  the  officers.  Meantime,  some  of  the  strikers 
had  been  about  the  bog,  where  a  few  men  and  women  were  at 
work,  and  had  fired  several  shots,  to  intimidate  them.    About  four 
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o'clock  in  the  afternoon  we  learned  where  Hendricson  was  living. 
He  and  his  men  were  in  houses  which  were  owned  by  King  Make- 
peace, the  largest  cranberry  grower  in  eastern  Massachusetts.  We 
started  at  once.  After  driving  about  three  miles,  we  found  we 
were  in  the  place  where  the  gang  was.  We  inquired  for  Hendric- 
son, but  the  men  would  not  tell  us  which  was  his  house.  They 
followed  us  on  our  search.  At  last  we  went  into  a  small  house, 
fifteen  by  eighteen  feet.  There  we  saw  a  man  whom  we  knew 
from  the  description  given  us  to  be  Hendricson.  I  asked  him  if 
his  name  was  Martin  Hendricson.  He  said  that  it  was.  I  told 
him  that  I  had  a  warrant  for  his  arrest.  He  answered,  k4 1  never 
will  be  arrested  alive  ;  I  have  done  nothing  wrong."  He  snapped 
his  fingers ;  his  men  came  into  the  small  building.  He  asked  if 
he  could  go  up  stairs.  We  told  him  that  he  might,  thinking  that 
he  wanted  his  coat  aud  hat.  Hurley  and  I  went  up  with  him.  To 
our  surprise,  we  found  his  wife  and  baby  there.  He  told  her  that 
we  had  come  to  arrest  him  for  no  crime,  only  seeing  that  his  wife 
and  child  should  not  starve.  Like  a  maniac  she  threw  her  arms 
about  his  neck,  while  he  held  the  child.  At  the  top  of  her  voice 
she  cried  that  we  could  not  take  him  unless  we  walked  over  her 
body  and  the  child.  We  saw  that  we  were  in  a  bad  place,  for  the 
attic  was  small,  and  so  low  that  we  could  hardly  stand  up.  I  told 
Hurley  that  we  must  use  all  the  judgment  we  had,  and  not  injure 
the  woman  and  child.  We  tried  to  reason  with  him,  telling  him 
that  we  were  only  serving  a  warrant  that  was  taken  out  by  others ; 
but  he  kept  up  his  talk,  saying  that  this  country  was  all  bad,  — 
that  the  honest  poor  man  had  no  right  whatever.  It  took  an  hour 
of  persuasion,  which  we  used  on  account  of  the  wife  and  baby, 
though  we  were  thoroughly  indignant,  to  get  him  to  listen  to  us. 
We  told  him  that  we  would  take  him  to  Wareham  and  give  him  a 
chance  to  get  bail,  and  that  his  wife  and  child  could  go  with  him. 
Finally  he  consented  to  go.  With  the  teams  which  we  had  ready 
we  drove  to  the  lockup  in  Wareham.  There  we  had  another  scene 
with  the  woman.  We  at  last  quieted  her  down,  telling  her  that 
she  could  not  stay  there,  but  could  go  back  and  find  bondsmen. 
Hendricson  went  in,  and  those  of  his  followers  who  came  with  him 
went  home. 

In  the  morning  we  put  him  in  court  before  Judge  Hobart,  in 
Wareham.  A  new  warrant  for  intimidation  was  made  out.  Wit- 
nesses testified  that  they  did  not  dare  to  go  to  work  on  account  of 
his  threats.  The  court  considered  the  first  complaint  of  disturb- 
ing the  peace,  and  ordered  him  to  pay  the  costs,  amounting  to 
about  $15.  On  the  complaint  of  intimidation  he  ordered  him  to 
give  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $200  to  keep  the  peace  for  the  period  of 
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six  months.  As  he  was  unable  to  get  the  costs  or  secure  bonds- 
men, he  was  committed  to  Plymouth  jail.  While  in  court  we  drew 
from  him  a  book  with  seventy-five  names,  mostly  Finnish,  of  those 
who  had  accepted  him  as  their  leader.  He  said  that  he  did  not 
intend  to  work  himself. 

By  the  punishment  and  removal  from  the  district  of  this  dan- 
gerous character,  the  disturbance  in  the  cranberry  bogs  of  eastern 
Massachusetts  was  ended.

Among  the  most  important  cases  investigated  were  the 
following  :  — 

On  Dec.  31,  1899,  Kazimierz  Jedrusik,  a  Polander,  commonly 
known  as  "  Jack,"  and  in  the  employ  of  Monroe  Keith,  a  prosper- 
ous Granby  farmer,  disappeared  while  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keith  were 
attending  church,  two  miles  away.  Jedrusik  had  previously  har- 
nessed the  horse  and  led  the  carriage  to  the  door  for  them,  and 
was  never  again  seen  alive  by  Mr.  or  Mrs.  Keith.  The  ground 
was  frozen  hard  and  there  was  no  snow  upon  it.  The  disappear- 
ance of  Jedrusik  caused  no  comment,  as  he  had  twice  before,  in 
the  ten  years  he  had  worked  for  Keith,  gone  away  for  a  time,  once 
absenting  himself  from  Dec.  18,  1897,  until  May  10,  1898.  As 
time  passed  on,  it  began  to  be  rumored  about  Granby  that  Jedrusik 
had  been  foully  dealt  with.  His  best  clothing,  trunk  and  bank- 
book were  still  in  his  room  at  Keith's  house,  and  he  had  disap- 
peared with  only  his  working  suit.  Early  in  April  the  matter  was 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  selectmen,  and  they  in  turn  notified 
Deputy  Sheriff  Fred  W.  Brockway,  who  lived  in  the  adjoining 
town  of  South  Hadley.  Deputy  Sheriff  Brockway  at  once  com- 
municated with  me,  and  on  April  9,  in  company  with  him,  I  visited 
Granby  and  saw  the  selectmen  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keith,  started 
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upon  a  line  of  investigation,  and  mapped  out  a  line  of  action  for 
Mr.  Keith  to  follow.  This  resulted  in  the  finding  of  the  body  of 
Jedrusik  at  2.30  p.m.,  April  10.  I  was  immediately  notified  by 
Mr.  Keith,  and  went  at  once  to  the  scene,  seventeen  miles  distant 
from  Northampton,  and  which  could  only  be  reached  by  carriage, 
in  company  with  deputy  sheriffs  F.  W.  Brockway  and  Reuben  Bell. 
Information  which  I  received  the  day  previous  caused  me  at  once 
to  place  under  arrest  Francisek  Umilian,  a  Polander,  also  in  Mr. 
Keith's  employ  since  Nov.  20,  1899,  and  who  was  commonly  known 
as  "  Frank." 

The  body  of  Jedrusik  was  found  in  an  old  unused  well,  twenty- 
five  feet  deep,  which  contained  six  and  one-half  feet  of  water,  and 
was  situated  twenty-seven  rods  north  of  the  horse  barn.  The  body 
when  found  was  badly  decomposed,  having  been  in  the  well  one 
hundred  days.  It  was  in  a  bran  sack,  and  entirely  .nude.  The 
trunk,  legs  and  arms  were  badly  mutilated,  and  the  heart  and  head 
were  absent.  The  body  was  identified  by  Mr.  Keith  and  others 
by  peculiar  marks  upon  the  feet  and  left  hand.  The  clothing  of 
the  murdered  man  was  enclosed  in  a  similar  bran  sack,  weighted 
with  a  large  stone  and  sunk  in  the  same  well.  It  had  been  cut 
from  the  body  with  a  knife  after  death,  and  before  the  body  was 
mutilated,  as  there  were  no  cuts  in  the  clothing  corresponding  with 
cuts  in  the  body  except  one  just  over  the  collar  bone,  two  inches 
in  width.  The  clothing  was  also  identified  as  belonging  to 
Jedrusik,  and  as  that  worn  by  him  when  last  seen  alive.  I  im- 
mediately notified  Chief  Wade,  and  he  at  once  sent  to  my  assist- 
ance District  Police  Officer  D.  W.  Hammond.  On  April  12, 
Major  Hammond,  Deputy  Sheriff  Bell  and  I,  while  searching  and 
digging  in  the  horse  barn  cellar,  unearthed  the  missing  head,  which 
was  found  by  Deputy  Sheriff  Bell  buried  in  one  corner.  There 
were  three  fractures  of  the  skull,  which  was  in  two  pieces.  The 
face,  including  the  upper  and  lower  jaws,  had  been  hacked  off, 
probably  to  destroy  identification.  The  medical  examiner,  H.  B. 
Perry,  M.D.,  of  Amherst,  positively  identified  the  head  as  belong- 
ing to  the  body  taken  from  the  old  well. 

Jedrusik  had  worked  for  Mr.  Keith  about  ten  years.  There 
was  also  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  Keith  a  housemaid  named  Rosa 
Kryewski,  who  had  worked  for  him  about  two  years.  Umilian, 
the  man  arrested  for  the  murder,  previous  to  entering  Keith's  em- 
ploy, worked  three  months  for  Mr.  M.  E.  Olds  on  a  farm  adjoining 
Keith's.  On  Nov.  18,  1899,  Umilian  married  Keith's  housemaid 
Rosa,  and  on  November  20  he  entered  Keith's  employ.  When 
Umilian  and  Rosa  went  to  the  Polish  priest  in  Chicopee  to  be 
married,  it  transpired  that  the  priest  was  in  possession  of  a  letter 
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forbidding  the  marriage,  on  the  grounds  that  Umilian  was  already 
married,  and  had  a  wife  and  two  children  living  in  the  old  country. 
The  priest  sent  his  organist  (a  very  intelligent  man)  with  Umilian 
to  Granby  to  interview  Jedrusik,  and  to  learn  the  truth  or  falsity 
of  the  statement  contained  in  the  letter.  Jedrusik  admitted  that 
he  caused  the  letter  to  be  written  and  mailed,  but  stated  he  only 
did  it  in  fun,  and  while  under  the  influence  of  liquor.  At  this 
Umilian  became  quite  angry,  and  threatened  Jedrusik,  telling  him, 
in  the  organist's  presence,  "  I  will  never  forget  this.  I  will  never 
forgive  you.  I  will  fix  you  for  it,  you  dog's  blood."  Later,  he 
told  Mr.  Olds,  his  former  employer,  "If  Jack  don't  keep  his 
mouth  shut  about  that  letter  I  will  knock  him  in  the  head  and 
throw  him  to  the  hogs."  During  our  investigation  of  this  case  we 
found  twelve  Polish  persons  who  testified  to  threats  and  incriminat- 
ing statements  made  by  Umilian  fully  as  damaging  as  those  quoted 
above.  The  case  turned  mainly  on  circumstantial  evidence.  Umi- 
lian and  his  wife  were  the  only  persons  left  on  the  farm  with 
Jedrusik  when  Keith  and  wife  went  to  church.  Umilian  was  the 
last  person  who  saw  Jedrusik  alive.  The  fact  that  Umilian's  wife's 
whereabouts  can  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for  by  competent  wit- 
nesses places  her  beyond  suspicion  of  any  knowledge  of  the  crime. 
There  had  been  some  words  on  the  morning  of  December  31  be- 
tween Umilian  and  Jedrusik  regarding  some  butter  and  a  plane 
which  Umilian  told  Mr.  Keith  Jedrusik  had  stolen,  and  which 
Jedrusik  indignantly  denied. 

Umilian  was  arraigned  April  11,  1900,  was  given  a  hearing  in 
the  Hampshire  district  court  May  1,  and  was  held  for  the  grand 
jury,  which  found  an  indictment  June  11.  He  was  tried  at  a 
special  sitting  of  the  superior  court,  held  at  Northampton,  October 
1  to  5  inclusive,  justices  Sherman  and  Stevens  presiding ;  and  he 
was  found  guilty  of  murder  in  the  first  degree.  Sentence  not  yet 
imposed. 

On  the  evening  of  Aug.  27,  1900,  Jeremiah  P.  Morgan,  an  aged 
and  respected  citizen  of  Greenfield,  was  murderously  assaulted, 
and  for  eight  days  hovered  between  life  and  death.  Two  gashes, 
each  about  seven  inches  long,  were  made  on  the  left  side  of  the 
neck,  one  of  which  cut  his  ear  in  two,  and  one  came  within  a  thirty- 
second  of  an  inch  of  a  vital  part.  The  assault  was  made  with  a 
combination  pocket  knife  having  a  blade  two  and  three-quarters 
inches  long.  The  assailant  was  identified  by  Mr.  Morgan  to  be 
one  John  M.  Fritz,  a  man  who  had  been  working  about  Mr.  Mor- 
gan's place  for  about  two  months.  Fritz  is  of  German  birth,  and 
came  to  Morgan's  place  about  thirty  years  ago,  when  he  first  came 
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to  this  country,  worked  a  month  or  two,  and  went  away.  Since 
then  he  has  appeared  at  the  Morgan  place  every  few  years,  works 
awhile,  gets  in  good  condition  physically,  and  then  goes  away. 
On  this  occasion  he  had  been  around  the  place  about  two  months, 
doing  odd  jobs  and  sleeping  in  the  barn.  On  the  morning  of 
August  27  Mr.  Morgan  told  Fritz  that  his  family  were  going  away, 
and  he  could  not  have  him  there  any  longer.  About  six  o'clock  in 
the  evening  Morgan  saw  Fritz  down  town,  and  Fritz  asked  him 
for  a  ride  home,  which  Mr.  Morgan  refused,  telling  him  he  did  not 
want  him  about  the  place  any  more.  Fritz  had  been  drinking 
heavily.  Mr.  Morgan  had  occasion  to  stop  at  his  sister's  for  a 
few  minutes  on  his  way  home,  and  upon  his  arrival  home  he  found 
Fritz  there.  Fritz  insisted  upon  remaining  there  over  night,  and 
Mr.  Morgan  refused  to  allow  him  to  do  so.  Fritz  jumped  upon 
Mr.  Morgan  when  his  back  was  turned,  and  Mr.  Morgan  threw 
him  off;  in  a  moment  Fritz  renewed  his  attack,  cutting  Mr.  Mor- 
gan's throat,  as  stated.  Morgan  shouted  for  help,  and  was  as- 
sisted to  his  home  by  a  neighbor.  He  was  taken  to  Franklin 
County  Hospital  in  an  unconscious  condition.  Fritz  was  captured 
in  a  grove,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  in  rear  of  Morgan's 
barn,  the  same  evening,  the  fire  department  having  been  called  out 
to  aid  in  the  search.  I  started  a  search  for  the  weapon  next  day, 
and  was  successful ;  the  blood-stained  knife  is  now  in  my  posses- 
sion. Other  witnesses  saw  Fritz  about  the  Morgan  barn  a  few 
minutes  before  the  assault.  Fritz  was  given  a  hearing  in  the 
Franklin  district  court,  Oct.  16,  1900,  Frederick  L.  Greene,  Esq., 
conducting  the  case  for  the  Commonwealth,  Fritz  was  held  in 
$5,000  to  await  action  of  the  grand  jury  in  December  next. 

On  Nov.  10,  1899,  I  arrested  Fred  Schemerhorn  of  Chester, 
Mass.,  on  a  warrant  for  larceny.  Schemerhorn  had  been  engaged 
by  H.  T.  Brockway  of  South  Hadley  to  care  for  a  herd  of  cattle 
which  he  had  taken  to  pasture.  When  the  cattle  were  rounded  up 
in  the  fall  to  be  taken  home  one  cow  was  missing,  and  it  was  sub- 
sequently found  in  another  man's  possession,  he  having  bought  it 
from  another  party  in  good  faith.  Subsequently  it  was  learned 
that  Schemerhorn  had  driven  the  cow  into  an  adjoining  town  and 
traded  it  for  a  horse.  The  cow  was  recovered  and  returned  to  its 
owner,  J.  Lyman  Griswold  of  South  Hadley.  Schemerhorn  was 
before  the  district  court  at  Westfield,  Nov.  11,  1899.  He  pleaded 
guilty  to  the  charge  of  larceny,  and  was  fined  $25,  which  he  paid, 
and  immediately  left  the  State,  returning  to  his  old  home  in  Con- 
necticut. 
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On  June  30,  1900,  Thomas  B.  Whitney  reported  the  loss  of  his 
money,  which  was  stolen  from  his  pants  pocket  while  the  pants 
were  hanging  up  in  the  Cushman  Mill  in  Amherst,  where  he  was 
employed  as  engineer.  Upon  investigation  I  procured  a  warrant, 
and  on  July  2  I  arrested  Benjamin  Clark,  aged  twenty  years,  for 
the  offence.  Clark  pleaded  guilty,  and,  owing  to  his  youth  and 
having  no  other  record  against  him,  the  court  suspended  sentence 
until  September  25,  Clark  promising  to  make  restitution  of  the 
money.  The  case  would  have  probably  been  put  on  file,  but  in  the 
mean  time  Clark  stole  a  revolver  from  another  party,  outside  my 
district,  and  the  court  fined  him  Si 5  for  the  larceny  of  the  money. 

On  Nov.  11,  1899,  at  the  request  of  the  assessors  and  registrars 
of  Orange,  I  was  called  to  investigate  an  alleged  case  of  perjury, 
growing  out  of  an  alleged  case  of  false  registration.  Peter  Quinn, 
formerly  of  Stoneham,  made  application  for  registration  as  a  voter 
and  did  so  register,  and  Charles  W.  Reed  and  John  H.  Whellehan 
made  oath  that  Quinn  was  a  resident  of  Orange  May  1,  1899,  which 
was  not  a  fact.  The  three  men  were  indicted  for  perjury,  and 
were  brought  before  the  court  for  arraignment.  Quinn  pleaded 
guilty  and  Reed  and  Whellehan  not  guilty.  Each  was  placed 
under  $1,000  bonds.    Case  is  awaiting  trial. 

On  Dec.  16,  1899,  I  arrested  Henry  Winterhalder  of  Shelburne 
Falls  on  the  charge  of  manslaughter,  it  being  alleged  that  he  caused 
the  death  of  his  wife,  Lottie  Winterhalder.  It  was  alleged,  in  the 
district  court  of  Franklin  County,  that  on  the  morning  of  Nov.  29, 
1899,  the  defendant  had  pulled  his  wife  Lottie  from  the  bed  to  the 
lloor  by  the  hair  of  the  head.  Mrs.  Winterhalder,  after  the  alleged 
assault,  had  gone  to  the  door  and  called  a  neighbor,  and  recited  to 
her,  in  the  presence  of  the  defendant,  the  circumstances  of  the 
assault.  On  November  30  Mrs.  Winterhalder  gave  premature 
birth  to  a  child,  and  on  December  5  she  died.  On  December  22 
the  defendant  was  given  a  hearing  in  the  district  court,  and  was 
held  for  the  grand  jury,  by  which  he  was  indicted.  Case  is  now 
awaiting  trail,  the  defendant  being  held  in  $2,000  bail  on  three 
charges,  viz.,  assault  and  battery,  assault  on  a  woman  quick  with 
child,  and  manslaughter. 

On  Oct.  22,  1900,  a  man  giving  the  name  of  Henry  R.  Lee  was 
arrested  in  Northampton  for  attempt  to  commit  larceny  in  the 
college  gymnasium  at  Amherst.  He  was  caught  in  the  act  by  one 
of  the  college  students,  named  Henry  Le  Bosquet.  Lee  was 
allowed  to  go  at  liberty  by  the  students,  upon  his  telling  a  pitiful 
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story  about  a  sick  wife,  etc.  Regretting  this  action  later,  a  tele- 
phone message  was  sent  to  Northampton,  and  Lee  was  apprehended 
and  taken  from  an  Amherst  car.  I  learned  upon  investigation  that 
Lee  was  an  old  offender,  that  his  correct  name  is  Joseph  Colon  of 
New  York  City,  and  that  he  is  known  there  as  a  professional  sneak 
thief.  His  record  is  as  follows  :  Arrested  at  Troy,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  30, 
1884,  as  Joseph  Rogers,  for  grand  larceny ;  sentenced  to  Albany 
penitentiary  for  one  year  and  $500  fine.  Arrested  -at  Buffalo, 
Dec.  18,  1890,  as  Edward  Burns,  for  larceny ;  sentenced  to  thirty 
days  in  Erie  County  penitentiary.  Arrested  at  Milwaukee,  Wis., 
July  20,  1891 ,  as  Joseph  Rogers,  as  a  professional  thief  ;  sentenced 
to  ninety  days  in  the  house  of  correction.  Arrested  at  New  York 
City,  Nov.  18,  1892,  as  Joseph  Johnson,  as  a  professional  thief  ; 
sentenced  to  workhouse  for  six  months.  Arrested  at  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  June  11,  1895,  as  James  Boyd,  for  larceny;  sentenced  to 
the  house  of  correction  for  two  years.  Arrested  at  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  Dec.  16,  1898,  as  Henry  Reid,  for  attempted  larceny  in  a 
clothing  store ;  sentenced  to  county  prison  for  eighteen  months. 
This  man,  from  his  own  admission,  is  a  professional  sneak  thief, 
and  admits  the  record  stated  above.  He  was  given  a  hearing  in 
the  Hampshire  district  court,  Oct.  31,  1900,  and,  pleading  guilty, 
was  sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  one  year  and  six 
months. 

I  was  also  detailed  to  assist  upon  the  Fosburg  murder  case  at 
Pittsfield. 

Berkshire  and  Hampden  Counties, 
Officer  Moses  H.  Pease.    Total  number  of  cases  investi- 
gated, 150;  total  number  of  arrests,  105. 

Among  the  most  important  cases  investigated  were  the 
following :  — 

Francis  Cooke.  Crime,  larceny.  Cooke  was  in  the  employ 
of  the  Singer  Manufacturing  Company,  and  was  charged  with  the 
embezzlement  of  several  hundred  dollars.  He  fled  the  State,  and 
was  brought  back  to  Berkshire  County  upon  requisition  papers. 
He  was  indicted  upon  thirteen  counts,  and  on  trial  was  convicted 
upon  only  one.  In  consideration  of  the  time  he  had  been  under 
arrest,  he  was  sentenced  to  five  months  in  the  house  of  correction. 

Clifford  S.  Harding.  Crime,  larceny.  Harding  has  made 
a  business,  for  the  past  three  years,  of  going  from  place  to  place 
soliciting  and  receiving  aid  in  behalf  of  alleged  associations,  some 
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in  existence,  others  not.  I  brought  him  back  from  the  State  of 
Vermont,  and  he  was  tried  and  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  the 
Massachusetts  Reformatory  at  Concord. 

Worcester  County. 

Officer  Peleg  F.  Murray.  Total  number  of  cases  investi- 
gated, 31 ;  total  number  of  arrests,  15  ;  total  value  of  prop- 
erty recovered,  $110. 

Among  the  most  important  cases  investigated  were  the 
following :  — 

Daniel  B.  Bunn.  Crime,  burning.  Found  guilty ;  sentenced 
to  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  six  years  in  the  Massachusetts 
State  Prison. 

George  Quinlan.  Crime,  manslaughter.  Found  guilty; 
sentenced  to  ten  months  in  the  house  of  correction. 

Charles  Roderick,  alias  Charles  Davis.  Crime,  breaking 
and  entering.  Found  guilty  ;  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  house 
of  correction. 

Richard  Wolfe.  Crime,  breaking  and  entering.  Found 
guilty;  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  house  of  correction. 

Maria  Owens.  Crime,  concealing  the  birth  of  an  illegitimate 
child.    Case  placed  on  file. 

Hal  Felix  Hollingsworth.  Crime,  murder.  Pleaded  guilty 
to  manslaughter  ;  sentenced  to  not  less  than  twelve  nor  more  than 
fifteen  years  in  the  Massachusetts  State  Prison.  This  boy,  Hol- 
lingsworth, nineteen  years  of  age,  was  arrested  Oct.  1,  1899,  and 
has  been  in  jail  until  October,  1900,  when  he  was  sentenced.  He 
shot  a  young  girl  fifteen  years  of  age  ;  fired  three  shots  ;  the  third 
taking  effect,  and  she  died  instantly.  A  large  amount  of  work 
has  been  done  on  this  case,  getting  it  ready  for  trial ;  the  govern- 
ment decided  to  take  a  plea  of  manslaughter,  and  the  court  gave 
him  the  above  sentence. 

Thomas  F.  Sullivan  (crime,  breaking  and  entering,  and  rape ; 
found  guilty  ;  sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Prison  for 
life),  James  M.  Barr  (crime,  breaking  and  entering,  and  rape, 
found  guilty;  sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Prison  for 
life),  Patrick  H.  Foley  (crime,  breaking  and  entering;  found 
guilty ;  sentenced  to  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twelve  years 
in  the  Massachusetts  State  Prison)  and  William  J.  Foley  (crime, 
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receiving  stolen  goods ;  found  guilty ;  sentenced  to  one  year  in 
the  house  of  correction).  Sullivan,  Barr  and  Patrick  H.  Foley 
broke  into  a  house  in  Ashburnham,  which  was  occupied  by  an  old 
man  of  the  name  of  Baker,  eighty  years  of  age,  and  helpless,  and 
his  daughter  (a  maiden  lady)  ;  they  bound  the  daughter,  and  two 
of  them  committed  an  aggravated  assault  upon  her.  Sullivan  and 
William  J.  Foley  were  arrested  the  next  day  in  Gardner,  trying 
to  dispose  of  some  of  the  stolen  property ;  Barr  was  arrested  two 
days  after,  and  Patrick  H.  Foley  a  week  later.  The  only  con- 
nection that  William  J.  Foley  had  with  the  case  was  that  he  tried 
to  dispose  of  the  watch  that  was  stolen  from  the  Baker  house. 
The  case  was  very  peculiar,  from  the  fact  that  all  of  the  defend- 
ants took  the  stand  and  charged  each  other  with  committing  the 
rape.  The  trial  occupied  two  days  and  a  half,  and  the  govern- 
ment had  thirty-seven  witnesses.  In  my  opinion,  this  gang  has 
committed  a  number  of  breaks  in  the  north  part  of  Worcester 
County  the  last  two  years ;  and  the  citizens  of  Ashburnham  and 
surrounding  towns  are  pleased  that  they  will  not  trouble  them 
again.

Officer  Simeon  F.  Letteney.  Total  number  of  cases  in- 
vestigated, 86  ;  total  number  of  arrests,  35  ;  total  value  of 
property  recovered,  $135  ;  total  number  of  days  assigned 
for  special  duty,  37. 

Among  the  most  important  cases  investigated  were  the 
following :  — 

On  Sept.  13,  1899,  James  T.  Whittemore  was  found  murdered 
and  robbed  in  a  lonely  spot  in  the  woods  between  Yarmouth  and 
South  Yarmouth.  Whittemore  was  employed  by  Gage  &  Rogers 
of  West  Dennis  to  drive  one  of  their  teams,  the  route  being  be- 
tween West  Dennis  and  Barnstable  and  return,  which  enabled  him 
to  obtain  a  lot  of  small  change,  such  as  five,  ten,  twenty-five  and 
fifty  cent  pieces.  On  the  morning  of  Sept.  14,  1899,  about  eight 
o'clock,  Whittemore's  body  was  found  by  some  cranberry  pickers 
who  were  on  their  way  to  pick  berries,  and  I  was  at  once  notified. 
I  went  immediately  to  the  scene  of  the  murder.  I  found  that  one 
Edwin  Ray  Snow  had  been  Whittemore's  companion  during  the 
day  of  September  13,  meeting  him  about  10  o'clock  a.m.,  and  he 
was  last  seen  with  him  about  six  o'clock  p.m.  Knowing  the  char- 
acter of  Snow,  I  at  once  began  a  search  for  him.  I  found  that  he 
had  purchased  a  ticket  from  Yarmouth  to  Middleborough  and  had 
taken  the  eight  o'clock  a.m.  train  on  September  14.    In  the  mean 
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time  I  telegraphed  to  Chief  Wade  for  assistance.  I  then  took  the 
2.17  train  for  Middleborough  (Sheriff  Chase  accompanying  me), 
where  I  found  Snow  had  arrived  a  few  hours  before.  I  there 
learned  that  he  had  changed  about  $15  of  five,  ten,  twenty-five  and 
fifty  cent  pieces  for  bills,  and  also  that  he  had  borrowed  a  bicycle 
and  had  gone  to  Lakeville.  Sheriff  Chase  and  myself  got  a  team 
and  proceeded  towards  Lakeville,  and  in  a  short  time  met  Snow  on 
a  wheel  coming  towards  Middleborough,  and  after  a  short  chase  I 
arrested  him.  On  arriving  at  Hyannis  I  found  officers  Rhoades 
and  Whitney,  who  rendered  very  valuable  assistance  to  me  through 
the  case,  also  Officer  Dexter. 

The  trial  for  Snow  was  set  for  Jan.  1,  1900,  and  for  some  reason 
was  continued  for  one  week.  Judge  Stevens  came  to  Barnstable 
on  Jan.  1,  1900.  Snow  was  brought  into  court,  pleaded  guilty  to 
murder  in  the  first  degree,  and  was  sentenced  to  be  electrocuted  ; 
afterwards,  his  sentence  was  commuted  to  life  imprisonment. 

Drucilla  Fish.  Crime,  keeping  a  house  of  ill  fame.  Found 
guilty  ;  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $50. 

David  K.  Cotelle.  Crime,  larceny,.  Found  guilty  ;  sentenced 
to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory. 

Clarence  J.  Baker.  Crime,  larceny.  Found  guilty ;  sen- 
tenced to  six  months  in  the  house  of  correction. 

John  P.  Marshall.  Crime,  breaking  and  entering.  Found 
guilty  ;  sentenced  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory. 

Timothy  Baker.  Crime,  indecent  assault.  Found  guilty  ;  sen- 
tenced to  pay  a  fine  of  $100. 

George  Penniman.  Crime,  indecent  assault.  Found  guilty  ; 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100. 

Eugene  F.  Allen.  Crime,  assault  and  battery.  Found  guilty  ; 
sentenced  to  thirty  days  in  the  house  of  correction. 

Benjamin  W.  Ellis.  Crime,  larceny.  Found  guilty  ;  sentenced 
to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory. 

U.  S.  Grant  Chase.  Crime,  larceny.  Found  guilty;  sen- 
tenced to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory. 

C.  Granville  Ellis.  Crime,  practising  dentistry  without  being 
registered.    Found  guilty  ;  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $50. 
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George  Haskell.  Crime,  breaking  and  entering.  Found 
guilty ;  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  house  of  correction. 

Joseph  A.  Hill.  Crime,  murder.  On  June  16,  1899,  Joseph 
A.  Hill  of  Barnstable  shot  and  instantly  killed  his  wife  Mary  T. 
Hill,  at  Hyannisport,  by  firing  two  shots  into  her  body  with  a 
44  calibre  revolver.  Hill  was  arrested  by  me  in  about  an  hour 
after  he  had  committed  the  deed.  The  trial  of  Hill  was  set  for 
March  5,  1900,  and  after  the  case  had  been  on  trial  for  three  days 
and  the  government  had  just  put  in  their  case,  Hill  pleaded  guilty 
to  murder  in  the  second  degree,  which  was  accepted  by  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  defence  claimed  that  Hill  was  not  of  sound 
mind,  therefore  was  not  responsible  for  the  act.  Officer  Dexter 
very  ably  assisted  me  in  the  investigation  of  this  case. 

Crime,  practising  medicine  without  being 
registered.    Found  guilty;  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100. 

Joseph  M.  Dill.  Crime,  abortion.  Found  guilty;  sentenced 
to  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  six  years  in  the  Massachusetts 
State  Prison.

Officer  Alfred  B.  Hodges.  Total  number  of  cases  investi- 
gated, 56  ;  total  number  of  arrests,  21 ;  total  value  of  prop- 
erty recovered,  $461 ;  total  number  of  days  assigned  for 
special  duty,  43. 

Among  the  most  important  cases  investigated  were  the 
following :  — 

It  will  be  remembered  that  during  the  summer  of  1899  Rev. 
Charles  E.  Preston,  rector  of  a  church  in  Rhode  Island,  took  the 
Newport  boat  for  New  York,  carrying  with  him  a  dress  suit  case. 
On  arrival  of  the  boat  at  New  York  the  next  morning  Preston 
could  not  be  found  ;  everything  he  wore  the  night  before  was 
strewn  about  the  floor  of  his  state  room,  even  to  his  ticket ;  the 
dress  suit  case,  however,  was  empty.  Several  letters  were  found 
in  his  room  directed  to  his  wife  and  children  and  others,  speaking 
of  his  doing  away  with  himself,  and  giving  his  reasons  for  same. 
Nothing  was  done  about  the  affair,  however,  for  some  time. 

Mrs.  Preston  soon  left  Rhode  Island  and  came  to  Taunton  to 
live  with  her  brother.  She  never  admitted  to  any  one  except  her 
own  family  that  she  suspected  Mr.  Preston  of  going  wrong.  Mrs. 
Preston's  brother  came  to  me  on  Jan.  1,  1900,  and  gave  to  me  all 
the  facts  so  far  as  were  known  at  that  time,  and  asked  me  to  help 
him  locate  Preston.  "While  I  could  hardly  make  a  criminal  case 
of  the  affair,  I  thought  that  public  sentiment  would  probably  de- 
mand my  assistance,  and  told  him  that  I  would  do  all  in  my  power 
to  assist  him.  Within  a  very  few  hours  I  learned  that  an  old  ac- 
quaintance of  Preston's  had  met  him  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  about  the 
20th  of  December.  This  was  the  first  information  I  had  concern- 
ing Preston's  whereabouts.  I  soon  learned  that  he  was  going 
under  the  name  of  Horace  C.  Earl,  and  had  boarded  at  a  house  in 
Albany  from  November  3  to  December  27  with  a  woman  whom  he 
called  his  wife.  That  he  had  been  in  Albany  since  October  1, 
selling  photographic  supplies.  He  must  have  been  in  Worcester, 
Mass.,  for  two  or  three  weeks  at  one  time,  I  did  not  learn  when. 
On  December  27  he  left  Albany  and  told  of  going  to  Massachu- 
setts.   I  found  that  a  certain  woman  who  was  an  intimate  ac- 
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quaintance  in  the  Preston  family  was  said  to  be  teaching  school  in 
a  certain  town  in  New  York,  and  her  family  were  writing  to  her  at 
that  place.  I  secured  her  photograph  and  sent  a  man  to  that  town 
to  watch  for  her,  but  my  man  found  that  her  letters  were  being  re- 
mailed  to  another  place.  I  sent  him  there,  and  luckily  he  had  but 
a  short  time  to  wait ;  she  came  to  the  office  alone,  and  my  man 
followed  her  to  Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  to  her  boarding-bouse.  I  at 
once  sent  Mrs.  Preston  to  Troy  to  make  a  complaint  for  non- 
support,  which  she  was  allowed  to  do ;  the  boarding-house  was 
watched  until  Preston  was  seen  there,  and  then  Preston  and  the 
woman  were  brought  in.  Mr.  Preston  was  taken  into  court,  and 
on  promising  to  go  with  my  man  to  Massachusetts  he  was  dis- 
charged. He  was  brought  at  once  to  Taunton,  and  before  Mrs. 
Preston's  brother  and  myself  acknowledged  that  he  had  been  living 
in  New  York  State  with  the  Rhode  Island  woman  as  his  wife. 

On  Feb.  5,  1900,  I  received  a  report  from  a  business  man  in 
Attleborough  that  a  party  by  the  name  of  Newton  E.  Glaister, 
representing  that  he  belonged  in  Amherst,  Mass.,  had  been  solicit- 
ing membership  to  the  "  Home  Purchasing  Association"  among 
the  merchants  of  Attleborough  and  North  Attleborough  at  five 
dollars  each,  and  that  he  believed  Glaister  to  be  a  fraud.  We 
found  that  he  was  not  known  in  Amherst,  and  upon  investigation 
I  found  that  he  had  buncoed  about  twenty  merchants  in  Attle- 
borough, twenty  or  more  in  North  Attleborough,  and  several  in 
Mansfield,  besides  leaving  his  board  unpaid  at  the  Wamsutta  House 
in  North  Attleborough.  I  also  found  that  he  had  taken  in  the  mer- 
chants of  Amherst,  Gloucester,  Franklin  and  other  places.  I 
secured  warrants  for  him  for  obtaining  money  by  false  pretences, 
and  later  found  that  he  was  a  resident  of  Somerville,  and  had  been 
arrested  previously  for  the  same  offence  in  several  places.  I  sent  a 
warrant  to  the  chief  of  police  at  Somerville,  who  had  him  arrested 
for  me  the  first  time  he  went  home.  He  was  convicted  and  fined 
$10  on  each  case,  amounting  to  $90,  which  he  paid. 

Albert  A.  Andrews  of  Westport.  Crime,  indecent  assault  on 
an  eight-year-old  niece.  The  circumstances  of  this  case  are  too 
revolting  to  be  written.  Andrews  immediately  left  the  location 
where  the  crime  was  committed.  I  arrested  him  at  Martha's  Vine- 
yard and  brought  him  back.  He  was  found  guilty,  and  sentenced 
to  not  less  than  four  years  and  not  more  than  six  years  in  the 
Massachusetts  State  Prison. 

On  Oct.  19,  1900,  Mr.  D.  E.  Makepeace  of  the  D.  E.  Make- 
peace Manufacturing  Company  at  Attleborough  reported  to  me 
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that  he  was  losing  nearly  every  day  a  large  amount  of  silver  and 
gold  from  his  manufactory,  and  estimated  the  amount  of  loss  at 
more  than  S2,200.  Arrangements  were  made  to  catch  the  thief, 
and  the  trap  worked  so  well  that  warrants  were  secured  on  the  20th 
for  TVilliam  Freeman,  alias  William  Francis,  a  colored  man  who 
had  been  a  trusted  janitor  for  Mr.  Makepeace  for  a  long  time.  I 
arrested  him  on  the  20th  of  October,  1900,  after  he  left  the  shop, 
and  found  upon  him  about  $75  worth  of  silver  and  gold.  He 
acknowledged  to  me  that  he  had  been  taking  quantities  of  metal 
to  Providence  and  selling  it  for  small  sums,  probably  one-tenth 
its  value,  for  a  long  time.  Freeman,  alias  Francis,  pleaded  guilty 
before  the  lower  court,  and  was  bound  over  in  the  sum  of  $500 
to  the  November  term  of  the  superior  court.    Case  now  pending. 

Essex  County. 

Officer  Daniel  W.  Hammond.  Total  number  of  cases  in- 
vestigated, 43  ;  total  number  of  arrests,  6  ;  total  value  of 
property  recovered,  $427  ;  total  number  of  days  assigned  for 
special  duty,  107. 

Among  the  most  important  cases  investigated  were  the 
following :  — 

Osmond  Karpstzien,  alias  Percy  Brown,  alias  J.  T.  Berry, 
etc.,  secured  board  and  lodging  with  a  family  in  Groveland.  At 
the  noon  hour  he  told  the  lady  of  the  house  that  he  would  get  through 
with  his  work  there  that  afternoon,  and  would  be  home  early, 
then  made  an  excuse  to  visit  his  room  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
house.  After  he  had  gone  from  the  house  it  was  discovered  that 
a  gold  watch  and  chain,  a  gold  filled  watch,  a  valuable  gold  pencil, 
gold  pin  and.  cuff  buttons  to  match,  together  with  about  ten  dol- 
lars in  money,  had  disappeared.  Karpstzien  was  known  at  Grove- 
land  as  Percy  Brown.  Notices  were  sent  out  in  regard  to  the  theft, 
and  later  Brown  was  heard  from  in  Lawrence,  where  he  obtained 
clothing  in  the  same  manner  which  he  had  used  in  Groveland.  He 
was  located  in  Worcester,  traced  from  town  to  town,  and  arrested 
at  Hopkinton,  Mass.,  with  the  assistance  of  Officer  Peleg  F.  Murray. 
At  Hopkinton  Karpstzien  had  given  out  that  he  was  a  dealer  in 
second-hand  bicycles,  and  he  had  disposed  of  a  number  in  that 
vicinity,  which  after  arrest  he  admitted  he  had  stolen  ;  several  of 
them  were  recovered  and  returned  to  their  owners.  One  of  the 
watches  and  part  of  the  jewelry  taken  at  Groveland  was  recovered. 
Part  of  the  clothing  taken  at  Lawrence  he  had  on  when  arrested. 
Karpstzien  pleaded  guilty  to  the  larceny  of  goods  to  the  value  of 
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$94  at  Groveland,  and  also  to  the  larceny  of  $59  in  money  from 
the  house  of  Mrs.  L.  J.  Palmer  at  Haverhill.  He  was  sentenced 
to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory.  On  the  way  to  Haverhill  from 
Hopkinton  Karpstzien  acknowledged  to  me  that  he  entered  the 
house  and  took  the  money,  but  would  not  admit  that  any  one  else 
was  connected  with  him  in  the  affair.  On  the  morning  of  the 
hearing  Karpstzien  requested  that  a  young  man  named  Joseph 
Lovoie  be  sent  for  to  call  and  see  him.  I  sent  for  him,  care  being 
taken  that  Lovoie  should  not  know  who  it  was  that  wished  to  see 
him.  Lovoie  came,  and  while  waiting  to  see  Karpstzien,  Mrs. 
Palmer  was  given  an  opportunity  to  see  Lovoie.  She  positively 
identified  him  as  the  man  who  called  at  her  house  for  board  the 
night  before  she  missed  her  money.  It  was  shown  that  while  he 
attracted  her  attention  at  the  door  Karpstzien  entered  the  back 
door  and  stole  the  money.  Lovoie  was  convicted  and  sentenced 
to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory,  and  at  his  request  his  sentence 
was  revised,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  ten  months  in  the  house  of 
correction. 

Cornelius  Murphy  of  Amesbury  was  in  1898  treasurer  of  Divi- 
sion 3,  A.  O.  H.,  located  at  Amesbury,  and  was  charged  with  em- 
bezzling the  funds  of  the  order  to  the  amount  of  $900.  He  fled 
from  the  State,  and  at  the  time  that  an  indictment  was  found 
against  him  his  whereabouts  were  unknown.  He  was  located  at 
New  Haven,  Conn.,  with  the  assistance  of  Inspector  Owen  J. 
Daley  of  that  city.  He  procured  counsel  and  made  a  fight  in  court 
against  coming  to  Massachusetts,  but  when  held  to  await  requisi- 
tion papers,  he  desired  to  return  without  them.  He  pleaded  guilty 
in  the  superior  court  at  Newburyport,  and  was  sentenced  to  two 
years  in  the  house  of  correction. 

In  the  summer  of  1899  my  attention  was  called  by  the  district 
attorney  to  the  firm  of  Bennett,  Sloan  &  Co.,  of  New  York  City, 
who  claimed  that  Albert  H.  Gardner,  a  travelling  salesman  for  the 
firm,  had  embezzled  the  sum  of  $700,  and  that  he  was  then  near 
the  Canada  line,  from  which  place  he  had  sent  a  letter  to  the  firm, 
telling  them  of  the  collections  he  had  made,  and  how  much  he  was 
short  in  his  account ;  that  he  had  taken  $300  of  the  money  and 
bought  coffee,  or  tea,  across  the  line,  and  that  the  goods  were 
captured  by  the  officers,  the  duties  not  having  been  paid.  He 
was  sent  a  letter,  by  the  tone  of  which  he  thought  it  would  be 
safe  for  him  to  visit  his  home,  which  was  in  Andover.  I  arrested 
him  at  his  home  before  he  had  been  in  town  an  hour.  I  found 
that  only  $18  of  the  sum  which  he  acknowledged  he  had  taken 
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from  the  firm  for  his  own  use  was  taken  in  the  county  of  Essex. 
His  case  was  continued  from  the  October  term,  and  he  pleaded 
guilty  at  the  May  term,  1900,  and  was  sentenced  to  three  months 
in  the  house  of  correction. 

I  have  also  been  detailed  to  assist  in  the  following  cases  :  The 
murder  of  Asa  Bennett,  at  Hubbardston,  on  the  evening  of  Dec. 
21,  1899.  February  23,  detailed  to  assist  Officer  Neal  in  obtain- 
ing evidence  against  Carl  N.  A.  Voss  and  others  at  Gloucester 
for  attempting  to  dispose  of  clothing  by  numbers  or  lot.  Voss 
was  convicted  ;  sentence  deferred.  Assisted  Officer  Rhoades  in 
the  Stephen  Allen  Reynolds  forgery  case.  Assisted  Officer  James 
McKay  in  investigating  the  murder  of  Kasimiers  Jedruski,  for 
which  Francisek  Umilian  was  convicted  of  murder  in  the  first 
degree.  Assisted  Officer  George  Dunham  in  investigating  the  evi- 
dence against  Grant  and  King,  arrested  for  the  murder  of  Henry 
and  Blanche  Reed,  at  North  Adams,  Aug.  7,  1897.  October  18, 
detailed  to  assist  Officer  George  C.  Neal  in  investigating  the  mur- 
der of  George  E.  Bailey,  at  Saugus. 

Officer  George  C.  Neal.  Total  number  of  cases  investi- 
gated, 60  ;  total  number  of  arrests,  15  ;  total  value  of  prop- 
erty recovered,  $64.50. 

Among  the  most  important  cases  investigated  were  the 
following :  — 

Henry  A.  White.  Crime,  forgery,  and  the  larceny  of  $3,700 
from  Elizabeth  B.  Ruee  of  Salem,  an  old  lady  of  eighty  years  or 
more.  White's  mother  lived  with  Mrs.  Ruee  many  years  in  her 
youth,  and  he  called  her  grandmother ;  she  loved  and  trusted  him 
almost  as  much  as  if  he  had  been  her  own  grandchild.  It  was 
alleged  that  by  false  representations  he  got  her  to  sign  orders  for 
the  above  amount  on  the  banks  containing  her  funds.  Owing  to 
her  weak  mental  faculties,  she  was  easily  deceived,  and  he  drew 
the  money  from  the  banks  on  orders  with  her  signature  on  them. 
In  one  case  he  forged  the  name  of  an  alleged  witness.  White  was 
arrested  in  Boston  on  the  sixth  day  of  January,  1900,  by  Inspec- 
tor Leggett  of  the  Boston  police,  and  myself,  and  taken  to  Salem. 
He  was  indicted  by  the  grand  jury,  arraigned  in  court  and  pleaded 
not  guilty.  His  relative  made  an  offer  of  partial  restitution  ;  and, 
on  account  of  the  relation  of  the  parties,  the  youth  of  White  and 
the  rapidly  failing  health  of  Mrs.  Ruee,  the  offer  was  accepted, 
and  the  case  nol-prossed  by  the  district  attorney. 
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George  B.  Fitch,  Carl  N.  A.  Voss,  Thomas  L.  Joseph  and 
Joseph  K.  Oliver.  Crime,  selling  tickets  in  a  lottery,  and  pro- 
moting the  same.  In  February,  1900,  I  investigated  a  complaint 
that  in  the  city  of  Gloucester  several  persons  were  disposing  of 
clothing  by  a  scheme  of  chance.  I  went  to  Gloucester  and  got 
warrants  for  the  persons  named,  and  with  the  assistance  of  State 
Officer  Hammond  summoned  them  into  court.  After  a  hearing  in 
the  police  court  the  cases  were  sent  to  the  superior  court,  where 
the  parties  were  arraigned,  and  pleaded  not  guilty  to  the  indict- 
ments. Voss  was  tried  and  convicted.  Fitch  changed  his  plea  to 
one  of  guilty,  and  their  cases  were  continued  to  the  next  term  of 
court  for  sentence.  The  cases  of  Joseph  and  Oliver,  employees  of 
Fitch,  are  still  pending.  The  practice  of  disposing  of  clothing  and 
other  property  by  some  scheme  of  chance  is  frequently  resorted  to 
by  unscrupulous  persons  in  business  in  some  of  the  cities  of  my  dis- 
trict. It  is  hoped  that  a  substantial  fine  in  cases  of  conviction 
will  at  least  discourage,  if  it  does  not  stop  this  demoralizing  method 
of  doing  business. 

Joseph  Belmont,  alias  Burch.  Crime,  larceny  from  the  per- 
son. Belmont  was  arrested  in  Salem  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of 
April,  and  arraigned  in  the  district  court.  The  case  was  con- 
tinued, and  he  was  ordered  to  furnish  sureties  in  the  sum  of 
$500  for  his  future  appearance ;  subsequently,  when  called  in 
court,  he  did  not  appear  and  was  defaulted.  He  was  soon  after 
located  in  Pittsburg,  Penn.,  where  he  was  arrested,  a  requisition 
was  secured,  and  City  Marshall  John  W.  Hart  of  Salem  and  my- 
self went  to  Pittsburg  and  brought  Belmont  back  to  Massachu- 
setts. He  was  arraigned  in  the  superior  court  at  the  September 
term,  pleaded  guilty,  and  was  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  house 
of  correction. 

James  W.  Nichols.  Crime,  forgery.  Nichols  was  a  letter 
carrier  in  the  post-office  at  Salem.  He  had  made  the  acquain- 
tance of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  E.  Lowd,  the  widow  of  a  soldier,  and  her 
daughter,  Bessie  G.  Lowd,  who  together  owned  a  small  house  and 
some  land  in  Salem,  where  they  resided,  it  being  all  the  property 
they  possessed.  Nichols  made  them  believe  he  desired  to  pur- 
chase some  of  the  rear  land  connected  with  the  place.  Two 
deeds,  making  a  conveyance  of  this  land  to  Nichols,  were  drawn  ; 
the  first  one  was  destroyed  by  Mrs.  Lowd  after  being  signed,  on 
account  of  some  error  in  the  description,  the  other  one  was  signed 
but  not  acknowledged.  Nichols  was  allowed  to  take  this  deed, 
with  the  understanding  that  when  he  should  bring  to  Mrs.  Lowd 
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8600,  the  deed  would  be  acknowledged.  In  the  mean  time  Nichols 
forged  two  deeds,  one  conveying  the  house  Mrs.  Lowd  lived  in  and 
a  part  of  the  land  to  himself,  the  other  conveying  the  balance  of 
the  land  to  himself.  These  deeds  he  persuaded  a  young  man, 
also  a  letter  carrier,  and  a  justice  of  the  peace,  to  sign  a  false 
acknowledgment  to  by  representing  to  him  that  Mrs.  Lowd  and 
her  daughter  wished  him  to  do  it  without  seeing  them.  The  first 
forged  deed  named,  Nichols  got  recorded.  He  then  attempted, 
by  a  mortgage  on  this  property,  to  negotiate  a  loan  of  $900.  The 
fraud,  however,  was  discovered  just  before  the  money  was  paid  to 
him.  He  was  made  to  deed  back  the  property  to  Mrs.  Lowd  and 
resign  his  position  as  letter  carrier.  He  was  tried  and  convicted 
at  the  September  term  of  the  superior  court,  and  the  case  con- 
tinued for  sentence,  by  order  of  the  judge,  to  the  next  term  of 
court. 

Gilbert  Parker  and  Edward  B.  Marston.  Crime,  abortion. 
They  were  arrested  in  November,  1899,  in  Lynn.  At  the  follow- 
ing January  term  of  the  superior  court  their  trial  took  place,  which 
resulted  in  a  disagreement  of  the  jury.  I  was  requested  by  the 
district  attorney  to  assist  the  Lynn  officers  in  preparing  the  case 
for  trial  at  the  September  term  of  court.  They  were  placed  on 
trial  at  that  term  and  convicted,  each  of  them  being  sentenced  to 
from  two  and  one-half  to  four  years  in  the  State  Prison. 

On  the  seventeenth  day  of  October,  1900,  a  gunny  sack,  tied 
up  at  one  end  with  a  rope,  containing  the  dismembered  body  of  a 
man,  was  discovered  floating  in  the  water  in  Floating  Bridge  Pond, 
near  the  bridge  in  Lynn.  By  dragging,  the  head,  arms  and  legs 
were  found  in  the  same  water,  tied  up  in  four  similar  bags,  only 
smaller  in  size.  The  remains  were  identified  as  the  body  of  a 
man  named  George  E.  Bailey,  a  farmer  in  the  town  of  Saugus, 
who  had  been  missing  since  the  8th  of  the  same  month.  In  com- 
pany with  Deputy  Marshall  Bartlett  and  Sergeant  Fitzgerald  of 
the  Lynn  police,  on  the  night  of  October  17  I  went  to  the  farm, 
the  late  residence  of  Bailey,  in  Saugus,  and  there  found  a  man 
named  John  C.  Best,  who  lived  in  the  same  house  and  worked 
with  Bailey  on  the  farm.  After  making  an  investigation,  we  took 
Best  with  us  to  Lynn,  and  on  further  investigation  there  I  arrested 
him  on  suspicion  of  killing  Bailey,  and  on  the  following  Saturday 
swore  out  a  complaint  charging  him  with  the  murder  of  Bailey. 
The  case  is  still  pending. 

John  I.  Felton.  Crime,  assault  with  intent  to  commit  a  rape. 
The  offence  was  committed  on  a  lonely  road  in  Marblehead,  after 
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midnight  on  the  23d  of  October,  1900.  After  an  investigation  of 
the  case  I  went  to  Marblehead  on  the  31st  of  October  and  swore 

out  a  complaint  for  assault  against  Felton.  He  was  arrested  and 
brought  before  the  trial  justice  the  same  day,  and  pleaded  guilty. 
The  case  was  sent  to  the  superior  court,  and  Felton  was  ordered 
to  furnish  sureties  in  the  sum  of  $5,000,  or  go  to  jail.

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Forfeited  Liquors. 

Section  38  of  chapter  100  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides 
as  follows :  — 

Sect.  38.  Any  liquor  so  forfeited  shall,  by  the  authority  of  the 
written  order  of  the  trial  justice  or  court,  be  delivered  to  the  chief 
of  the  district  police  ;  said  officer  shall  sell  the  8ame  and  pay  over 
the  net  proceeds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth. 

In  obedience  to  the  above  law,  I  have  received  from  the 
officers  of  the  Commonwealth  all  liquors,  and  the  vessels 
containing  the  same,  which  have  been  delivered  to  me  as 
having  been  seized  and  forfeited  by  virtue  of  said  act,  giving 
my  receipt  for  the  same. 

I  annex  a  schedule  showing  the  cities  and  towns  from 
which  the  liquor  has  been  received  and  the  quantity  that  has 
been  turned  over  to  me  up  to  the  present  date :  —
